Prom 1404 (LaMrao Qoiriuo't MiMion) to 1718, when a letter was 
mdd reaa ed to Shah Saltan Hutain, the Repablic of Venioe had aninternipted 
friendlj relations with the Court of Persia. 

In 1561 darings the reign of Shah Tamasp I., son of Shah Ismail, Sir 
Anthonj Jenkinson visited the Court of Persia as an Envoy from Queen 
Elizabeth of England, but was driven from the Royal presenoe by the intoler- 
ance of the Muhammadan Sovereign. 

In 1661 Turkey concluded a treaty with Persia, Shah Tamasp having 
sent a Kajar Envoy to Constantinople. 

It was in the beginning of the seventeenth century, during the reign of 
Shah Abbas the Great, that the English first established commercial settle- 
ments in Persia. Two enterprising Englishmen, Sir Anthony Sherley and 
his brother, vrith a few followers, had made their way to the Court of Persia, 
where they met with a distinguished reception. Sir Anthony returned as Envoy 
from Shah Abbas to establish an alliance with the Christian monarchs of Europe 
for the destruction of the Turks and with a grant * permitting all Christian 
merchants to trade freely with Persia. Under the patronage of Shah Abbas

If by chnnaea a nwrchant ahnll die, none aball toneb any thing that belongctb nnto him ; but 
if the nurcbant bane a ooonpanioo, be shaU have powsr to take poeaetoion of thoee goodea. Bnt 
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the English, the French^ and the Dutch had established factories at Oammn 
to which place the Persian monarch afterwards gave the name of Bandak- 
Abbas by which it is now known. Shah Abbas, however, had less toleratioiw 
for the Portuguese, who, in 1507, under Albuquerque, had conquered and 
occupied the island of Ormaz (Hormuz), at the entrance of the Persian Oulf^ 
not far from Oamrun, and he resolved on their expulrion. He was joined in 
this enterprise by the English, then at war with Portugal, with whom in 
10i2 he entered into an engagement * granting them half the plunder of the 
island and half the future customs of 0am run and Ormaz. The Portugese 
were driven out, but the promises of the King of Persia to the English 
were not kept. The factory at Oamrun was maintained through many losses 
and disasters till 1761, when it was withdrawn in oonsequeuce of the oppres- 
sions of the provincial Oovemor of Lar.

VsTtber sball any gonernor, or Jnstioe, of wbat qoalitie soenrr be be, dare take any rewarde of 
bim, wnicb sbaO be to bis expense; for onr will and plenenre is, tbat tbey sball be nsed in all 
onr donunions to their owne full oontent, and tlut onr kingdomee and onntriea shall be free 
nnto them. 

That none shall prssnme to aske tbem for wbat oeasion they srs heere. 

And although it hath bin a oontiitaall and unchanngeable nse in nnr dominions enery yeero to 
renne all pattcnts, this patteot. notwiibstaiiding, shall be of foil effect and force for ener, witbont 
any rsnning, for me and my snocessors, not to bs chaonged.

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In 1618 Priooe Bariatiosky was Bent by the Emperor of Russia (Michael 
Peodorovitoh) as an Envoy to the Persian Court. The Emperor Alexis 
•Miehaelovitoh, father of Pe\er the Great, also sent an Envoy to the Court of 
Persia. 

In the same year Philip III. of Spain sent an Embassy to Persia, at the 
head of which was Don Garcia de Silva of Figueroa. The Shah received him 
very graciously ; but the main object of the embassy, vIm., security for Ormaz, 
which was now, through the absorption of Portugal, a Spanish possession, 
was not obtained. 

An English Envoy, Sir Dodmore Cotton, was sent to the Court of Shah 
Abbas the Great, between the years 1620 and 1628, to try to establish com- 
mercial relations between Great Britain and Persia. The negotiations failed 
owing to intrigue and to the death of the diplomatists to whom the affair was 
finally entrusted. 

In 1625, Louis XIII sent Sainct Memein as French Envoy to Persia. 

The death of Shah Abbas in 1628 was followed by the rapid fall of the 
Safavian dynasty. Four weak princes of that house successively ascended 
the throne of Persia, During their reign the Turks severed from the Persian 
empire some of the best of th^ western provinces, the Arab ruler of Maskat 
possessed himself of the islands in the Persian Gulf, and the A^hans of 
the Abdali tribe made themselves independent in Herat and the Ghilzais in 
Kandahar. 

In 16S9 a Treaty of Peace was concluded between Persia and Turkey 
during the reign of Shah Safi IV. which delimitated afresh the frontiers of 
Asarbaijan and Baghdad, Persia ceding Djessan and Badrayi to Turkey and 
admitting the division of the Jaf tribe. By the provisions of this treaty 
Baghdad and Basra also beqyme Turkish and the Arabs of the Chab tribe 
were declared to be independent. 

In 1708* and 1715 f treaties were concluded between France and 
Persia.

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In 1718 and 1722 treaties were concluded between Turkey aod Persia. 

In 1715 a certain Lieutenant-Colonel Walinaky was seot by the Russian 
Oovernment to the Persian Court at Ispahan to inquire into the causes of the 
troubles in Persia aod to conclude a commercial treaty * with that country^ 
which he succeeded in doing. 

In 1722| within a century after the death of Shah Abbas^ Ispahan was 
besieged by Muhammad of Kandahar, to whom Shah Husain formally resigned 
his crown. The Afghan dynasty was short-lived. Muhammad died in a state 
of raving madness in 1725. His cousin and only successor Ashraf was slain 
in 1730 while fleeing in the desert before his conqueror Nadir Kuli Khan, the 
notorious Nadir Shah. 

In 1724'| Turkey was on the point of declaring war on Russia, and, in 
order to avoid the outbreak of hostilities, Russia agreed to the cession of cer- 
tain Persian provinces to Turkey. In 1727, Turkey, though defeated by 
Sultan Ashraf, forced him to cede the Persian provinces which she had 
occupied, and in return the Porte acknowledged him as Shah.f 

In 1729, Russia restored to Persia, by treaty, the provinces of Astarabad 
and Mazandaran. 

After the abdication of Shah Husain, his son Tamasp had assumed the 
name and state of king, and was unceasing in his feeble efforts to recover 
the crown. At hit instigation, in 1722, Peter the Great set out f^n* Persia 
and captured Darband and Baku, and Tamasp finally entered into a treaty with 
Russia, ceding all the possessions of Persia on the Caspian Sea on condition of 
the Emperor «!xpelling the Afghans and placing him on the throne, and vrith 
the same view he entered into negotiations with the Turks, who were extend- 
ing their conquests in the north and west. Without much consideration, 
however, for Tamasp and his pretensions, the courts of St. Petersburg and 
Constantinople concluded a treaty in 1725, by which they partitioned Persia 
between themselves. It was entirely to the energy and talents of Nadir Kuli 
Khan, who had acquired a great reputation for courage and enterprise, that

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Tamasp was indebted for the reoovery of his fortunes. Nadir Kali Khan was 
put in command of Tamasp's small army in 1727. He compelled the whole of 
Khorasan to acknowledge the son of Shah Hnsain, and by the close of the year 
1730 the foreig^n Afghan rulers were expelled from Persia, most of their follow- 
ers were put to the sword, and the Safavian dynasty was once more represented 
on the throne in the person of Shah Tamasp, who granted to Nadir Kuli, 
as a reward for his services, the provinces of Khorasan, Mazandaran, Sistan, 
and Karroan. 

In 1732, by the Treaty of Rasht, Russia restored to the Persian Govern- 
ment Larijan, Gilan, and the Persian provinces as far as the Araxes; and by 
the Treaty of Gandja, concluded in 1735,* Russia restored Baku and Darband 
with ^heir provinces to Persia and retired behind the river Terek. 

In 1732, on the death of Shah Tamasp, Nadir Knli Khan was reluctant 
to usurp the sovereign power on account of the superstitious feeling of the 
people in favour of the ruling dynasty ; he therefore allowed Abhass HI, an 
infant son of Shah Tamasp, to be nominal king till his death three or four 
years later. 

Under Nadir Shah the Persian empire recovered for a time its former 
glory. He not only recovered the provinces conquered by the Turks and the 
Russians, but reduced Sind, Kandahar, Kabul, Baikh, and the whole country 
between the Oxus and the Caspian Sea, carried his arms to Delhi, gave up 
the capital of the Mughals to plunder and massacre, and compelled the Em« 
peror of Delhi to cede to him all his possessions west of the Indus. 

In 1736, as a result of Nadir Shah's victories, a treaty f was concluded 
between Turkey and Persia, by which the frontiers wore newly delimitated. 

Towards the end of Nadir Shah's reign a further Treaty t of Peace was 
concluded between Turkey ana Persia fixing the limits of the two countries 
on the basis of the Treaty of 1639; and the foUowion^ year, namely in 174-7, 
another treaty § was made between the two sovereigns, Sultan Mnhamroad 
and Nadir Shah, by which certain parts of Irak and Azarbaijan were ceded by 
Persia to Turkey.

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Nftdir Shah was mardered in 1747. Withia a few years after his death 
the mighty empire whioh he had re-created was dismembered. Ahmad Khan 
Abdali proclaimed himself king of the Afghans, took Kandahar and Herat, 
and laid the foundation of an empire which he extended by conquests more 
brilliaut than those of Nadir Shah. The province of Khorasan was all that 
was left to Shah Rukh, the blinded grandson of Nadir Shah. This was 
guaranteed in his independent possession by Ahmad Khan, but was soon 
broken tip into a number of independent principalities. The southern snd 
western provinces of Lar, Fars, Irak, Azarbaijan, and Mazandaran were subdued 
by Karim Khan of the tribe of Zand, and a prince of the Safavian house 
named Shah Ismail, a son of the sister of Shah Husain, was set up as king. 
He was, however, a mere puppet, and was at last cast into prison, while the 
reins of government were held by Karim Khan alone. Karim Khan was a 
just and enlightened ruler. He took great pains to extend and encourage 
oommeroe, and during his reign the English, who had abandoned Gammn, 
<rt>tained, in 1763, a Farman (No. I) for a factory at Bushire and the trade 
of the Persian Oulf. 

Karim Khan died in 1779 after a vigorous rule of twenty-six years. 
His death was the signal for fresh revolutions marked by the most atrocious 
cruelties, in the course of which the four surviving sons of Elarim Khnn were 
savagely mutilated, and which ended in 1795 in the elevation of Agha 
Muhammad Khan of the Kajar tribe, the founder of the present dynasty, to 
the throne of Persia. In 1788, during the brief rule of Jafar Khan, nephew 
of Karim Khan, and the last representative but one of the Zand family, the 
English, who during the revolution had been subjected to many oppressive 
exactions, obtained through the chief of their factory at Basra another 
Farman (No. II} for unrestricted trade in the Persian dominions. 

Agha Muhammad Khan, who for many years had ruled over a consider- 
able province of the Persian empire, but who was not acknowledged as in- 
dependent sovereign till 1795, was scarcely established in power when he 
found himself involved in a war with Bunsia. Taking advantage of the dis- 
tracted state of Persia, Heraclius, the Jfwli of Georgia, had in 1 788 trans- 
ferred his allegiance from Persia to Catherine II, who received him nnder her 
protection and guaranteed the integrity of his possessions. In 1795 Agha 
Muhamnlad Khan reeolved to ponish the Oeorgians for their defection, and 
marching upon the country with a rapidity which prevented the Wali from 
receiving support from Russia, he ordt-red a general massacre of the inhabitants. 
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spariog the joxkng and beaatifol, whom he carried off ijito captivity. Persia 
wus iDstaotly invaded by a Bossian army, who soon gained important suc- 
cesses and were advancing *on Tehran, when their progress was stopped 
aud they were recalled by the death of the Empress in 1796. 

In 1796 ilifonsiear Olivier was charged with a mission to the Conrt of 
Persia by the French Republic for the purpose of establishing commercial re- 
lations and to try and unite the Persians with the Porte against Russia. The 
mission failed. 

In the following year Aglia Muhamouul Khan was murdered. He was 
one of the most prudent and able kings who ever ruled in Persia. He was suc- 
ceeded by his nephew Fateh Ali Khan, during whose rule commenced that 
closed connection between the British Oovemment and Persia which had its 
origin in the fear of an Afghan invasion of India, the designs of the French 
on the British dominions in the east, and the competition of European powers 
for influence at Tehran. • 

From the success which had attended the invasion of India by Nadir 
Shah and Ahmad Shah Abdali, it was believed that the plains of India were 
exposed to be periodically ravaged by any ambitious ruler in Afghanistan. In 
1796 Zaman Shah, grandson of Ahmad Shah Abdali, advanced to Lahore with 
the professed purpose of restoring the house of Timur from the domination of 
the Mahrattas. Disturbances in his own dominions recalled him in the fol- 
lowing year; but this invasion and rumours of renewed preparations, coupled 
with the apprehension of an invasion of India by the French, and the deputa- 
tion of a secret embassy by Napoleon to establish his influence at Tehran, 
forced the British Government to take measures for the security of their Indian 
possessions. Captain Muleolm was accordingly deputed as Envoy to Persia to 
negotiate a political and commercial alliance. He concluded two treaties iu 
1801 with the Persian minister, which the Shah ratified by prefixing his 
farman. By the terms of the political Treaty (No. Ill) the Shah of Persia 
engaged to Isy waste the country of the Afghans if ever they should invade 
India, and to prevent the French from settling or residing in Persia, while, 
in the event of war between the Afghans or the French and Persia, the English 
were to assist the Shah with military stores. By the commercial Treaty 
(No. IV) all the privileges of the old factories were restored, several more 
were granted, and the duties to be collected from purchasers of staples were 
reduced to one per cent. 
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In 1806^ during tbe war between Persia and Russia whioh originated in 
tbe invasion of Georgia^ the Shah of Persia, having suffered severe reverses, 
and being threatened with the vengeance of Russia* for the treaoherons murder* 
of the Russian General/threw himself on the support of Napoleon, who was 
then at the height of his power, and madd overtures for a union of political 
interests with France. 

In 1806 Napoleon sent Monsieur Jaubert to Persia, by whom a com- 
mercial treaty was concluded, which was afterwards ratified at Finkenstein. 
This was followed by General Gardanne's mission, tbe object of which was to 
secure an offensive and defensive alliance. Sir Harford Jones in 1803 made 
it one of the oonditions on which he would come to Tehran that General 
Gardanne should be given his passports. , 

The Shah bitterly resented the interpretation which the British Govern- 
ment put upon tbe Treaty of 1801 and their refusal Uk give him the 
aisistance against Russia which he claimed under that treaty, and in 
consideration of which he had offered, through his ambassador Agha 
Muhammad Nabi Khan, to relinquish the French alliance. The proposals of 
the French were that they should compel the Russians to restore the province 
wrested from Persia, and that they should furnish the Shah with military 
stores and officers to organize his army on the European system, while the 
Shah on hii part was to declare immediate war with the English, to invade 
India by way of Afghanistan, and to permit a French army to invade India 
through his territories. These negotiations were frustrated by tbe peace con- 
cluded at Tilsit between Napoleon and the Emperor Alexander, but tbey had 
the effect of rousing the British Government to efforts for the recovery of 
their lost ascendancy at the Court of Tehran and the protection of their Indian 
ifmpire by binding the westsrn frontier States in«^a chain of friendly allianoes. 
Missions were sent to tbe Amirs of Sind, Raajit Singh, and the Court of Kabul, 
snd Sir John Malcolm was again accredited as Envoy to Persia. Unfortu- 
nately, however, without previous concert with the Induin Government, and in 
ignorance of tlie measures concerted by them. Sir Harford Jones was at the 
same time deputed direct from England ss Plenipotentiary on the part of the 
Crown. This event led to unseemly complications, which had the effect of 
rendering both Governments ridiculous in tbe eyes of tbe Persians. 

Sir John Malcolm was instructed, in the event of Sir Harford Jones 
arriving at Bombay on his way to Persia before him, to proceed as Envoy to 
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Baghdad for the purpose of establishing^ an alliaDce with the Pasha and the 
petty chiefs in Arabia, leaving Sir H. Jones to eondact the negotiations at 
Tehran ; but the paramouuf importance of reooveriog a footing in Persia was 
to overrule all other oonsiderations, and Sir J. Malcolm was to proceed on his 
mission to Persia without delay if he should find himself the first in the field. 
Sir John arrived in Persia first, while the Shnh was still trusting to the liber- 
al promises with which the French amused him. Considering the dignity of 
the British Government insulted by an attempt, which he attributed to the 
influence of the French embassy, to exclude him from the Royal presence 
and draw him into negotiations with subordinate officials at Shiraz, he con- 
cluded that there was no hope of a friendly alliance. He therefore abruptly 
quitted the country, and proceeding to Calcutta induced Lord Minto to pre- 
pare Tor the occupation of the island of Karak in the Persian Gulf as a posi- 
tion from which the British Government could either negotiate with dignity 
or act with effect if war should ha declared. The instructions given to 
Sir Harford Jones were that he should remain at Bombay till the issue 
of Sir John Malcolm's mission was known, but that he should proceed to 
Persia at once in the event either of Sir J. Malcolm being obliged to leave 
without attaining his object, or of his succeeding in concluding a preliminary 
treaty. On Sir John Malcolm's return, therefore, he set out for Tehran, 
Further instructions to suspend his mission reached him too late. He arrived 
at Tehran when the Shah had lost all faith in the professions of the French, 
which, in consequence of the peace with Russia and reverses in Europe, they 
were no longer able to fulfil, and he therefore found no difficulty in conclud- 
ing a preliminary Treaty (No. V). fiy this treaty, which was con- 
cluded on the 12th and exchanged on the 15th March 1K09, all treaties con- 
tracted by the king with European powers were annulled, the Shah engaged 
to prevent the passage of European armies through his dominion towards 
India, and the English were to assist him with troops or a subsidy if any 
European forces should invade his territories, and to take no part except as 

mediators in any war between Persia and Afghanistan.

The validity of this treaty, subject to such modifications as might after- 
wards be rgreed upon, was recognized by Lord Minto, who, however, sus- 
pended the functions of Sir H. Jones, directed him to withdraw from Persis, 
and again sent Sir John Malcolm as Envoy to the Shah for the purpose 
of concerting further arrangements. Meanwhile Sir H. Jones had received 
orders from England to remain at Tehran till the arrival of another 
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Plenipotentimiy, Sir Oore Oiueley, whose powers superseded those both of Sir 
H. Jones and Sir J. Malcolm. A definitiye Treaty* (No. VI), based on the 
preliminary Treaty of 1809, was concluded by SirOore Ooseley on the 14th* 
March 181£, bat some* of the stipulations were altered in England, and 
it was not till 1814 that the terms of the Treaty were finally adjusted 
(No. VII). 

Throughout the long reign of Fateh Ali Shah the Persian empire en- 
joyed rest from internal revolution, but it suffered severely from protracted 
war with Russia. The provinces of Georgia, Mingrelia, Daghistan, Shirwan, 
Karabagh, and Talish were successively severed from it, and only the good 
offices of the British Government arrested the further advance of the Russian 
arms. In October 1813 peace was concluded at Oulistan, and a Treaty t 
was drawn up, indicating generally the boundary between the Russian^and 
Persian empires, but leaving its exact direction to be afterwards settled by 
Commissioners. For some years thereafter there was nominal peace, but in 
the adjustment of the boundaries many difficulties and disputes arose. The 
Russians occupied and refused to evaouate the district of Qokcha, which the 
Persians claimed as theirs. Hostilities were renewed in 1826, the first attack 
being made by Abbas Mirza, the prince royal of Persia. At the commence- 
ment of the war the Persians claimed from the British Government the 
assistance in money or troops stipulated for in the 4th Article of the definitive 
Treaty of 1814. After enquiry, however, assistance was refused, on the 
ground that actual hostilities had been provoked by aggression on the part of 
Persia, but for which the disputes might have been adjusted by negotiation^ 
a decision of course unsatisfactory to the Shah of Persia, who argned that the 
Russian occupation of Ookclia was an aggression on his dominions. In 
the course of the war the Persians sustained severe losses, but at length, 
through the nsediation of the British Envoy, *a Treaty % of Peace was con- 
eluded at Turkmanchai, on 2Srd February 1828, by which the Persian 
Government ceded to Russia the provinces of Brivan and Nakshivan, and 
agreed to pay indemnification for the expenses of the war. The Emperor of 
Russia engaged to recognise Abbas Mirza, the Shah's eldest son, as heir and 
SQOoassor to the throne of Persia. •

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On the oonclnsioD of the negotiations, opportunity was taken by the 
Britbh EnToy to parohase the abrogation (No. VIII) of the Srd and 4th 
Articles of the Treaty of 1814 by a payment of 2,00,000 tomans, or one 
year's subsidy. These Articles had been found exceedingly onerous and in- 
convenient, and productive only of collision with the Persian Government. 
By the cancelling of the Srd and 4th Articles of the Treaty, the 6th and 7th 
Articles also were virtually abrogated* 

On the 11th of February 1829, one year after the signature of the Treaty 
of Peace between Russia and Persia which had brought to a close nearly forty 
years of almost continuous warfare, an event occurred at Tehran which but for 
the humble apology made by the Persian Government might have resulted in 
the renewal of hostilities. Two Muhammadan Armenian women, natives of 
the recently ceded provinces, were demanded from a harem; on their sur- 
render a large mob assembled outside the Russian Legation, and the Russian 
Minister, Monsieur Grebaiadoff, exasperated at the insolence of the crowd, 
ordered his guards to (ire on it The people thereupon attacked the Legation 
aud finally massacred the Minister and all his suite, 86 in number, with 
the single exoeption of Monsieur Maltzeff, the 1st Secretary, who contrived 
to oonceal himself. 

■ 

In 1834 an understanding, which was subsequently acknowledged to be 
in force by an interchange of Notes in 1838, 1873, and 1874, was come to 
between Great Britain and Russia with regard to the maintenance of the 
integrity and independeuoe of Persia. 

Fateh Ali Shah died in October 1834. His son, Abbas Mirza, had died the 
preceding year. By the influence of Russia and England Muhammad Shah, 
son of Abbas Mirsa, was placed on the throne, notwithstanding the op|K)sition 
of many princes of the royaljblood. After the pacification of Europe in 181 5, 
and the n^moval of those dangers which had given such exaggerated import- 
ance to the Persian alliance, no steps were taken to maintain the influence in 
Persian counsels whioh had been secured to the British Government by the 
Treaty of Tehran in 1814. On the contrary, much was done to dishearten the 
Shah and impress him with the belief that the preservation of the integrity of 
his empire was a matter of indifference to England. Not the least distasteful 
part of the change in policy was the transfer, in 1828, of the relations with 
Persia to the Government of India, and the substitution of an envoy of the 
Governor-General for the plenipotentiary of the Crown. This change was 
accepted most reluctantly by the Shah, who believed that it was not only dero* 
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gatory to his dimity, but dangerous to his power. The conflict between the 
Crown and the Indian Oovemment regarding the mission in 1809 had lowered 
his respect for the latter, and, moreover, he believed that the operations whicb 
the Indian Government undertook in the year 1819 against the pirates in the 
Persian Gulf, would, but for the control of the English ministry, have ended in 
aggressions on his Oovernment, So little care was taken to cultivate relations 
with Persia that, after the peace of Turkmanohai and the abrogation of 
the subsidy agreement of 1814, a measure to which the Shah agreed only 
under the pressure of pecuniary embarrassments caused by the payment of 
indemnity to Russia, it is not surprising that the influence of the British 
Government at Tehran should have declined before that of Kussia. The Shah 
for some years continued to urge the necessity of revising the Treaty of 1814, 
and of substituting for the abrogated Articles a general stipnlaiion of*'pro- 
ieotion which would at least evidence the wish of the British Government 
that the independence of Persia should be preserved. No steps, however, were 
taken to meet the expectations of the Shah, and when at last, after long delay, 
the British Government in 1838 authorized their representative in Persia to 
enter on negotiations for a revision of the treaty, their ascendancy had given 
place entirely to that of Russia. The negotiations were protracted till the 
year 1837, but led to no result. ' For a quarter of a century, indeed, British 
merchants in Persia had not even the protection of a commercial treaty or 
any other security for trade than that which the general friendly relations of 
Britain with Persia afforded them, save a Farman (No. IX) abolishing 
export duty on horses, and another (No. X), granted in 1836, permitting 
British merchants to trade on payment of the same duties as those paid by 
Russian merchants. The preamble of the Treaty of 1814 provided that a 
commercial treaty should be afterwards concluded; this, however, was never 
done, and the Persian Government maintained that the Commercial Treaty 
concluded by Sir John Malcolm was abrogated by the later Treaty of 1814. 
The British representatives, Mr. Ellis and Mr. Morier, had in 1814 addressed 
an oflSeial Note to the Shah proposing that commerce should remain on the 
footing of the Treaty of 1801, but this proposal was never accepted. Matters 
remained in this unsatisfactory state till #1841, when a oommercial Treaty 
(No. XI) was concluded, which put the trade of Britain and Persia on 
the same footing as that of the most favoured nations, and provided for the 
establishment of oommercial agencies in the two countries. In 1844 a Farmaa 
(No. XII) was obtained, prescribing the procedure to be followed for the 
protection of mercbaals in eases of bankruptcy and insolvency. 
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In 1836, Pertia foand herself unable to repress the Turkman raiders 
in the province of Astarabad, who made constant descents by sea on the 
Persian shores ; and as by tfie Treaty of Qalistan she had renounced all right 
to hare ships t>f war on the Caspian Sea, she was compelled, to beg for the help 
of some Russian ships to put down the marauders. Having however got pos- 
session of the Island of Cherken whence she could check the raiders, it was 
notified to the Russian Government that their help was no longer required. 
A Russian squadron was nevertheless sent in 1842 to the island of Ashurada, 
in the Bay of Astarabadj which had a few years previously, in 1888, been 
occupied by the Russians ; a naval station to overawe the Turkmans waa built 
there, and the island has since remained in the possession of Russia. 

In 18S9| after the departure of Sir John McNeill from the Persian camp, 
a Farman (No. XIII) was procured from the Shah guaranteeing protection to 
Mission servants. This had been rendered necessary by the arrest and search 
of a Legation messenger travelling between Herat and thci Shah's camp. 
This Farman was supplemented by a second Farman for the same purpose 
granted the follovring year (No. XIV). 

In 1844 a Convention* was signed between Russia and Persia explaining 
the 14th article of the Treaty of Turkmancbsi and decreeing that the subjects 
of either State crossing the frontier into the territory of the other must be pro- 
vided with passporte. 

In the following year (1845) French merchandize was put on the same 
footing as that of the most favoured nation; in 1847 a commercial treaty 
bt^tween France and Persia was signed, but not ratified, and iu 1849 the 
Persian Government oflScially refused to ratify it. 

In 1848 a Russian hospital for the use of Russians employed in checking 
the marauding Turkmans wm established by a Royal Farman at Gez on the 
Persian mainland in the province of Astarabad. 

In the same year, when the British Government were making strenuous 
exertions to suppress the traffic in African slaves, an Engagement (No. XV) 
was obtained from the Shah to prohibit the importation of slaves into Persia 
by sea. The priesta were greatly averse to the abolition of slave traffic, and 
the Shah did not feel himself strong enough to brave their opposition and to 
absolutely and explicitly prohibit the importation of slaves into his dominions; 
but he virtually did so by forbidding importation by sea, as the route by land 
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if not practicable* Id 1851 a Convention (No. XVI) was ooncluded for 
the search and seixore of Persian vessels suspected of being engaged in the 
slave-trade. * *• 

The reconqnest of Afghanistan was always a favourite dream of the Kajar 
dynasty, who conceived that their rights of sovereignty over that country 
were as complete as in the days of the Safavian kings. The first use which 
the Russians made of their ascendancy after the peace of 1828 was to encourage 
Fateh Ali Shah in his ambition for eastern conquests as an off -set for the 
cessions on his north-western frontier, and as a means of indirectly establish- 
ing their own influence as far as the Indus. Patch Ali Shah projected two un- 
successful expeditions against Afghanistan and the city of Herat, which is the 
key to the country. His grandson, Muhammad Shah, who was ever a friend 
of Russia and an en^my to British interests, revived the project, and with a large 
force laid siege to Herat on 2Srd November 1837. He was aware and had 
been warned that any hostile movement against Herat would be viewed with 
dissati<(aotion by the British 09vemment. Confident, however, in the sup- 
port of Russia, he rejected all offers for the settlement of his disputes with 
Shah Kamran of Herat by friendly mediation, and treated the British mission 
with a marked discourtesy, which compelled the Envoy to lower his flag and 
declare the alliance with Persia at an end. To force the Shah to renounce his 
ambitious projects a demonstration was made in the Persian Gulf by tlie 
oocupation of the island of Karak. This bad the effect of forcing him to with- 
draw his troops from Herat after a memorable siege of ten months, in which 
all his efforts to take the city were defeated by the energy and ability of 
Eldred Pottingsr, a young English officer of artillery. On the withdrawal of 
the British armies from Afghanistan, Shah Kamran was deposed and murdered 
by his minister, Yar Muhammad Khan, who in words professed himself to be 
a dependant of the Shah of Persia, but maintailied himself in real independ- 
ence. 

Muhammad Shah died in August 1843, and was succeeded by his eldest 
•oo Nasir-ud-Din, the present Shah. On the death of Yar Muhammad 
Khan of Herat in I85I9 his son Saiyid Muhammad Khan succeeded him. 
Feeling himself insecure in power, and bAng threatened by the Amir of Elabul 
and by Kohaadil Khan from Elandahar, Saiyid Muhammad Khan made over- 
tures to Persia, and a force was despatched by the Shah nominally to reduce 
the Turkmans but in reality to occupy Herat. The British Envoy at Tehran 
reosonatrated and required from the Persian Oovemment explicit assurances of 
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the coorte thej meant to adopt. On 25th January 1858 the Persian Oovem- 
ment signed an agT^emeut (No. XVI 1) not to send troops to Herat onless 
it shoald be attacked by a foreign force^ and not to interfere further in its 
affairs than had been done in the life-time of Yar Muhammad. This interfer- 
ence with their ambitions projects greatly irritated the Persian Court, who 
showed their annoyance by a series of vexatious slights, which destroyed all 
cordiality of intercourse with the British Envoy, and eventually caused a new 
rupture. lu 1854 Mirza Hashim Khan, who had been discharged from the 
Shah^s service, was appointed to be Agent at. Shiraz for the British Mission. 
The Persian Oovernment objected to the appointment, and threatened to 
imprison him if he should proceed en his duty. They next seized and impri- 
soned his wife. As all redress was persistently refused, the Envoy at Tehran 
struck his flag on the 20th November and withdrew from the Persian domi« 
nions. An official notification was issued by the Persian Government justify* 
ing their proceedings, and insinuating that the interest of the British Envoy 
in the case sprang from an intrigue with the wife of Mirza Hashim. In the 
mean time Muhammad Yusuf, grandson of Firoz, one of the brothers of Shah 
Shuja, had put Saiyid Muhammad Khan, the ruler of Herat, to death, and had 
applied to the Shah of Persia for assistance. A force was sent, in December 
1855, in violation of the agreement which had been made by the Persian Gov- 
ernment Muhammad Yusuf was taken prisoner, and Herat was captured on 
26th October 1856. Every effort having failed to induce the Persian Gov- 
ernment to adjust the quarrel and to apologize for the insults to the British 
Mission, a force was despatched from Bombay to occupy the island of Karak, 
and war was formally declared on 1st November 1856. After a brief cam- 
paign hostilities were terminated by the Treaty of Paris (No. XVIII) con- 
cluded on ith March 1857. This treaty revived none of the earlier treaties 
cancelled by the war except the convention of August 1851 for the sup- 
pression of slavery in the Persian Gulf, which by the Idth Article was renewed 
till Angukt 1872, and for such time afterwards as neither of the contracting 
parties by a formal declaration annuls it. 

The Legation at Tehran was under the immediate direction of the India 
OflBoe from 18SS to 1885 and agaiA for one year from the end of 1858 to the 
end of 1850.* Since then it has remained under the control of the English 
Foreign Oflice. 
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Durinsr the Crimean War in I86i Pewia remnined neutral, althoogh she 
was at one time on the point of casting in her lot with Russia, as a retaro 
for which territorial aggrandizement was offered'her, as well as release froJIl 
the payment of the subaidy which she had to make to Russia in accord- 
ance with the provisions of the Treaty of Turkroanchai. SJie stood aloof, 
however, although she had at one time gone so far as to mass troops on the 
Turkish frontier. 

In 1860 the Persian Government sent an expedition under the command 
of Hamza Mirza against the Tekke Turkmans of Merv, who were considered 
to be Persian subjects though beyond the control of the Central Government, 
ia order to paoish them for the constant raids made on Khorasan. Merv 
was taken on the 15th of July, the Turkmans having made bat little oppo- 
sition ; but when the Persian Commander endeavoured on October 6th to move 
from his entrenched camp to more suitable ground he was attacked by the 
Turkmans and totally routed, the expedition returning to Khorasan in great 
confusion. 

In 1869 the Russians having firmly estiiblished themselves at Krasnovodsk, 
on the eastern shores of the Caspian Sea, it was found necessary to de6ne the 
frontier between Russia and Persia, and accordingly an agreement* was drawn 
up secretly and acknowledged by an autograph letter of the Shah fixing tho 
River Atrak as the boundary between the two States. The Persian Govern- 
ment later declared that the Atrak frontier only referred to the seaboard and 
to about SO miles inland and did not include the river to its source. 

The proceedings of the Persian authorities on the frontier of Baluchistan 
were long a source of anxiety to the Khan of Kalat. Founding her preten- 
sions to dominion in Baluchistan on the conquest of former dynasties, Persia 
gradually advanced beyond the frontier which marked her possessions early in 
the present century, and justified her action by tne necessity of repressing the 
border Haluchis, who were in the habit of organizing marauding expeditions 
into the neighbouring province of Karman. lo this way the district of Bam- 
pur fell into the hands of the Pereians in 1841, and nine yters later, after the 
unsncoesaf ul revolt of its Chief, it was permanently occupied by them. Subse- 
quently the Chiefs of the western divisions of Makran, n's., Dizak, Sarbaz, 
Geh, and Kasarkand, paid tribute to Ibrahim Khan, the Persian Gf>vemor of 
Bampur. No opportnnity was lost by Ibrahim Khan of asMrting the claim 
of Persia, and his proceedings daring the constmctioo of the telegraph from 
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Bushire to Owadar in 1863, in addretsiog threatening letters to the nei^^hbour- 
ing Cbiefo, formed the sabjeet of reference to Tehran. Five years later he 
laknifested a disposition to Interfere with the construction of the telegraph 
between Jask and Gwadar, and the threatening attitude adopted by him 
during that and the following year towards Kej and other parts of Mukran 
owing allegiance to the Khan of Kalat was productive of much excitement 
aud disturbance in the border districts. The ministers of the Shah disclaimed 
any intention of asserting the claims of Persia to Kej by force of arms, but 
the British Ooveroment having treaty engagements with the Khan of Kalat 
could not view with indifference any intentions on the part of Persia which 
caused apprehension to the Khan, and the expediency of forbidding either 
open aggression or threats on the part of the frontier authorities was impressed 
on th^ ministers. 

A proposal was then made in 1870 by the Shah that as the boundaries 
between Persia and Kalat had not been clearly defined, if the British Govern- 
ment desired that the line of frontier should be traced. Commissioners should 
be sent to the frontier by England, Persia, and Kalat for the purpose of 
settling the boundary. This proposal was accepted by Her Majesty^s Govern- 
ment, and in January 1871 the Commissioners met on the frontier, and after 
collecting all the available information Major-General Goldsmid, the Biitish 
Commissioner, proceeded to Tehran for the adjustment of the question. The 
Persian frontier, as defined in a memorandum by the British Commissioner, 
and comprising Dizak and Bampusht, Sarbaz and Pishin^ Baho and Dashtiyari, 
was accepted by the Shah on ith September 1871. A request was subse- 
quently preferred by the Persian Government that the small district of Kohak, 
lying below the Jalk and Kalagan sub-divisions of the Dizak district, and 
which had been included on the map within the Kalat frontier, might be made 
over to Persia. This was so'*far agreed to by Her Majesty's Government 
that the line forming the western boundary of Kalat was drawn to the east of 
Kohak, but no opinion was expressed as to the position of the Persian frontier. 
Kohak was occupied by Persian troops in May 1874. (See Baluchistan^ 
Vol. IX.) 

8I8TAK. 

The rival claims of Persia and Afghanistan to sovereignty over Sistan 
were for many years productive of disputes which more than once threatened 
a rupture of friendly relations between the two States. Sistan was in ancient 
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iimeti and especially under the Safayian dynasty, a dependency of Persia. On 
the death of Nadir Shah it became an integral portion of the Durani empire 
fonnded by Ahmad Shah Abdali« On the dismemberment of the Durani 
empire Sistan became dependent at one time on Herat, when that province 
was isolated from the rest of Afghanistan, with intervals of independence mora 
or less prolonged, and at a later time still on Herat and Kandahar alternately. 
Althoogh no interference was exercised by Persia in the internal administra- 
tion of Sistan, the dissensions among the Barakzai family led to the dimina- 
tion of Afghan iuflaence, and after the death of Kohandil Khan in 1855, AH 
Khan Sarbandi, who had been installed by him some years previously as ruler 
of South-Western Sistan, made overtures to Persia in hope. of enjoying a 
greater amount of independence under a power which from its distance would 
be less able to enforce obedience. AH Khan was received with honour at 
Tehran, married a princess of the royal family, and returned to Sistan with an 
allowance of 4,000 tomans per annum : a sum of 8,000 tomans per annum 
was also bestowed on Ibrahim Khan of Chakaosur, the principal Chief of 
Northern Sistan, and the other Chiefs. In return for these subsidies the 
Chiefs undertook to prevent Bsluch raiders from entering Persian territory. 
Towards the close of 1858 AU Khan was assassinated by bis nephew Taj 
Muhammad, but the latter eventually expressed his willingness to continue 
his predecessor's engagements with Persia. 

The sovereignty of Persia over Sistan was however never recognized by 
the British Oovernment, and an intimation to that effect was conveyed to the 
Persian Government when, in 1862, the Shah claimed the execution of the 
7th Article of the Treaty of 1857, on the ground of the alleged intention of 
Dost Muhammad Khan to require the submission of Sistan. In 1863 Persia, 
again apprehensive of an invasion of Sistan by Dost Muhammad Khan, who 
was then engaged in the expedition against HeiVt, was anxious to obtain an 
assurance that the British Oovemment would not permit any such invasion 
of Persian territory ; but as the title to the territory of Sistan was disputed 
Her Majesty's Oovernment declined to interfere in the matter and left it to 
both parties to make good their possession by force of arms. 

Towards the end of 1865 an arme(i advance was made into Sistan by 
Persia with the alleged object of enabling Taj Muhammad to keep in check 
Baluch raiders who had committed depredations on Persian territory. In 
1867 the dominion of Persia over the part of Sislan, south-west of the Hei« 
oMnJ, was oompleted by the removal of Taj Muhammad, his brother and 
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QDcle to Tehran. Theneeforward it was the aim of Persia to obtain possession 
of the territory of Ibrahim Khan of Chakansm-, north of the Helroand ; and 
Mir AJam Khan, the Persian Governor of Kain, suoeeeded in occupying the 
whole of Sistan proper, i.e., the country lying between the Hamun on the 
north and west, and the Helmaud, below the Kohak dam, on the east. 
During the civil wars which after the death of Dost Muhammad Khan 
distracted Afghanistan, the progress of the Persians met with little opposition, 
but on the establishment of Amir Sher AH Khan's power the Afghans found 
themselves in a position to retaliate, and raids on both sides of the border 
became of constant occurrence. 

The Persian Oovemmenl having expressed a wish for the good offices of 
the British Government in placing the relations of Persia with Afghanistan 
with Wgard to Sistan on a more satisfactory footing. Her Majesty's Minister 
at Tehran was, under Ajrticle 6 of the Treaty of 1857, instructed to offer 
British arbitration on the question of the sovereignty and boundaries of the 
whole of Sistan on both sides of the river Helmand, on the basis of ancient 
right and present possession. The Shah eventually agreed that Comuiission* 
ers on tlie part of the British Government, Persia and Afghanistan, respec* 
tively, should meet in Sistan where the two latter were to state and substan- 
tiate their claims ; that if local enquiry should ' be necessary the Commis- 
sioners were to proceed to any point for that purpose and make a map of the 
districts ; that when the British Commissioner considered that nothing farther 
could be done on the spot the Commissioners should proceed to Tehran 
where the subject would be fully discussed with a view to its settlement, 
and the British Commissiener would state his opinion as arbitrator; that should 
either the Fersian or Afghan Government not agree to this opinion reference 
should be made to Her Majesty's Government whose decision should be final 
and binding on both Governments. Accordingly, after some delay caused by 
the troubles in Afghanistan cgnsaquent on Muhammad Yakub Khan's rebel- 
lion, the Commissioners met on th« frontier on the early part of 187£ 
and the opinion of General Goldsmid, the British Commissioner, was deli- 
vered in the following August (see Afghanistan, Vol. IX). An appeal was 
preferred by the Persian Government, but eventually the decision of General 
Goldsmid was accepted nnconditionally by the Shah and confirmed by the 
British Government * 

In the winter of 1872 the petty Chiefs occupying the Persian portion of 
Sistan combined against the authority of the Persian Governor, Mir Alam 
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Khan of Kaioi and compelled him to retire from the country. As their 
grievancea were ascertained to be real^ Mir Alam Khan was replaced by 
another Governor; he was however re-appointed ip December 1874. 

In 1861 proposals were made for a convention between the Indian and 
Persian Governments for the construction of a line of telegraph from the 
Turkish frontier through Persia to Bandar Abbasi to form part of a telegraph 
line from England to India. After some negotiations, however^ the Persian 
Government, on 25th April 1862, declined the terms offered. The route 
through Persia was therefore abandoned, and the Turkish and Indian lines of 
telegraph were connected by a sob-marine cable in the Persian Gulf. In 1868 
a Convention (No. XIX) was concluded by which, in order to provide against 
any accident to the Persian Gulf cable, it was agreed that the British Govern- 
ment should construct and work a line of telegraph between Gwadar jknd a 
point between Jask and Bandar Abbas, the British Government to pay 8^000 
tomans annually. As originally drawn, this convention expired in 1888, but 
by mutual declaration made in 1887 it was prolonged till 11K)5. In 1891 it 
was prolonged for a further period of twenty years, namely till 1025. 

After the fadlure of the negotiations alluded to above the Shah decided 
on constructing an alternative line at his own cost from Khanikin on the 
Turkish frontier through Tehnm, Ispahan, and Shiraz to meet the other line at 
Bushire, and for this purpose he concluded an Engagement (No. XX) 
in December 1863 to place the construction and working of the line for a 
time under the superintendence of an English Engineer oflBoer, to purchase the 
materials from the British Oovemment, and to allow the British Government 
the use of the line on payment of specified charges. • 

By a Convention (No. XXI) executed at Tehran on 2Srd Novem- 
ber 1865, and ratified on 1st May following, the Persian Government agreed 
to erect, under the direction and supervision of British oflBcers, another wire to 
be used for international messages only, on the* Bushire and Khanikin line, 
the necessary materials to be provided By the British Oovemment and paid for 
in five yearly insUlmenU. It was further agreed that the esUblishmenU 
should be paid by the British Government, though the protection of the line 
was to remain with Persia, and that all receipts up to 80,000 tomans per 
annum should be credited to Persia, the jurplus, if any, being made over to 
the British Government. The receipU did not amount to this sum in any one 
year, and the cost of establishments and maintenance. Rupees 1,20,000, fell 

entirely on the British Government. 
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In January 1868 and May 1869,however>arran{rementa* were concluded 
between the British and Persian Oovemmenta and the Indo-European Tele« 
l^raph Company^ by which fhe British Government was relieved of a portion 
of these charges. Tliis Compaoy had early in 1868 obtained a conoession 
owing in great measure to the good offices of the Russian Legation at Tehran) 
from the Persian Oovernment to construct and work a telegmph line from 
Julfa to Tehran for a term of twenty*five years. It was now agreed that the 
Company should pay the Persian Oovernment a fixed aonual sum of 12^000 
tomans in lieu of the receipts up to 30,000 tomans formerly paid by the Bri- 
tish Government : that they should deduct from that payment an annual in- 
stalment of one twenty-fourth of the debt due by the Perrian to the British Gov- 
ernment on account of the cost of construction and should pay that instalment to 
the British Government; and that till that debt was paid off, or as long, at all 
events, as the British Government held the concession of the line, the Company 
should also pay the British Government a moiety of the surplus receipts in 
excess of 12,000 tomans per annum. Id return for this, if the Convention of 
1865 were not renewed, the Company were to have the concession, and in the 
case of its renewal to receive from the Persian Government one- third of their 
charge on each message along the whole line from Bushire to Julfa. 

The Telegraph Convention of 1865 expired on 12th August 1872, but was 
renewed (No. XXII) for a period of three months, and on 2nd December 
following a fresh Convention (No. XXIII) for the construction of a third 
wire was signed and came into force from Slst March 1878, the date of its 
ratification. By this Convention jt was agreed that the Persian Government 
should receive from the British Government for three years an annual pay- 
ment of 2,000 tomans for messages originating or terminating in Persia^ 
pending the making of a separate arrangement. The Indo-European Tele* 
graph Company take two-thisds and the Persian Government one-third on all 
messages originating and terminating in Persia. Also, in consequence of 
the frequency with which outrages had been perpetrated on the persons and 
property of telegraph employes, and damage caused to the telegraph posts 
and wires, it was provided by Article 2 that the British employes should be 
placed under the special protection cX the local authorities, the latter furnish- 
ing them with guards when necessary and otherwise assuring their personal 
safety ; and by Article 12 that the expense of repairing any if ilful damage 
to the line should be borne by the Persian Government. This Convention as 
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originally drawn would have expired en the let January ]895» bat by matual 
declarations made in 1887 it was prolonged to 1005 when the whole line will 
be handed over to the Persian Government, anlessijiis shall have already beeit 
done in accordance with the terms of Article 19. The Government of India 
in 1H87 waived their claim to the yearly contribation of 1,000 tomans pay- 
able by Persia under Article X of the Convention. In 1801 the Convention 
of 1872 (like that ot 1868) was continued for a further period of 20 years^ 
namely until 1025. 

On the 25th of February 1887 the Jask Agreement (XXIV) was signedj 
which fixes the territorial limits o( the telegraph station there and other de- 
tails respecting taxes to be levied on employes. 

In 1885 the Persian line from Tehran to Mashad (Meshed) was taken 
over by tlie Indo-European Telegraph Department. 

In January 1801 an Agreement* was arranged between the Shah and 
the Indo-European Telegraph Company adjourning the date at which the 
Agreement of 187 2 should terminate from 1005 to 1925, in whi^h year also, as 
already stated, the Anglo- Persian Telegraph Conventions of lh68 and 1872 
will, under existing arrangements, terminate. 

On the 2-ith of May 1879 a Cotftcntion f was signed between the Russian 
and Persian Governments by which the former were to make a line of Tele- 
graph from Chikishliar to meet the Persian line at Astarabad ; the Convention 
to hold good for one year and the line to be handed over to the Persian Gov- 
ernment after completion. 

On the Slst of January 1881 a further Convention % was signed by which 
Russian employ^i are allowed to work the line ; 30 centimes per word on mes- 
sages from Jul fa to stations east of the Caspian and 6U centimes a word on 
messages to places south of Tehran are to be paid to Persia ; and a tenth of 
the sum received is to be set apart for repairing the line. I1ie Convention is 
to remain in force as long as the Russian Government desire to maigtain 
telegraphic communication with their military authorities in the provinces to 
the east of the Caspian Sea. 

In 186S a Treaty § was signed between Turkey and Persia establishing 
a line of telejpraph brtwcen the two countries and deciding that the point of

junction fihoald be at Kbanikin. On account of the uncertainty of the 
exact frontier line two further Conventions were signed* in 1863 and 180^ 
respecting the point of junction of the Turkish and Persian lines. 

In 1882 a Convention was concluded between Turkey find Persia which 
opens the route by Bask Kala Dilman^ though maintaining at the i^ame time 
the Khanikin route. It is durable for three years and is renewable for 
further periods of three years so long as no objection is raised by either 
Government. 

In 1870 a Convention t wa« come to between Turkey and Persia with 
reference to the transportation of corpses to the sacred plnces in Mesopotamia. 
A period of three years is fixed as the limit to the delay in transport. 

In 1875 a Commercial Treaty^, having rererence to the import of tobacco, 
was signed at Constantinople, and in 1878 a special tariff § renewable every 
ten years was settled. 

The disorganized state of the border districts of Persia and Turkey has 
long been productive of dissensions between the two States. Complaints of the 
passage of nomad tribes to and from the Pashalik of Baghdad, and of the grant 
of an asylum to marauders and refugees by the frontier authorities, led to the 
insertion of Articles in the treaty || concluded at Erzerum in 1823, providing 
for the remedy of these abuses. These provisions proved ineffectual, and in 
1849 four commissioners were appointed on the part of England, Russia, 
Persia, and Turkey, respectively, for the purpose of defining the border as 
provided in tlie s4*cond and third Articles of the treaty^ concluded at Erzerum 
in 1847. A map of the border districts was prepared by the Commission, but 
the actual demarcation was not effected, and the question remoined in abeyance. 
In 1869 a Protocol ** was signed by the Persian and Turkish Representatives

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on tbe simultaneous preseuiation, by the representatives of England 
and Russia at Constantinople and Tehran, of f mip which had been drawn 
up by the English and Russian Commissioners. On this map a band 
of territory varying from 25 to 40 miles wide was laid down, within which 
the Mediatory Powers declared that they considered the frontier Hue ought to 
be found. Under this protocol the status quo of the lands in dispute, which 
were situated on the south-western slope of the Pusht-i-Koh range, near tlie 
Tigris, was to be maintained until the boundary line should be settled, and 
no buildings were to be erected on these lands. In 1871, however, the border 
disputes were revived, negotiations ensued, and finally it was arranged that 
refugees on the border should be removed to such a distance in the interior of 
each State as should prevent their carrying on intrigues. It was also agreed that 
a Perso-Turkish Commission should assemble at Constantinople for the purpose 
of carrying into effect the provisions of the second treaty of Erzerum, and at 
which delegates on tbe part of England and Russia should be present to assist 
the delegates of Persia and Turkey in coming to a complete understanding; 
but owing to the dilatoriness of the Porte the Commission sever met. In 
1884 Turther representations were made by the Porte that the Persians were 
cultivating the lands in question, an armed Persian force of 500 horsemen 
having entered and sown the disputed district ; the Persians still maintained 
that the lands were undoubtedly on the Persian side of the frontier as deter- 
mined by the Treaty of Erzerum in 18i7, which fiied Uie status quo in certain 
districts. The distriet was then occupied by Turkish troops, whereupon 
a joint note was addressed by the English and Russian Legations at Tehran 
to the Turkish and Persian Go vernmeots asking that the troops might evacuate 
the district, and that a map shewing the frontier might be prepared, together 
with a memorandum explaining the pretensions of Persia. 

In 1876 troubles were renewed on the Turk o* Persian frontier at Khoi 
and Zohab, which were claimed both by Turkey and Persia; they were 
continued in the following year and resulted in the preseotation by the 
Persian Government of their grievances against the Porte, which may be briefly 
summed up as follows i^^Jtrst, the continued occupation by Turkey of Kotaur 
(Kutur), which was seized by Darvesh Pasha in 1819, when on his way to join 
the Frontier Commisstoo at Uaghdad and which, in spite of the repeated pro- 
tests of the Persian Government against this alleged violation of territory, was 
still held by the Porte, and also of Banzargan, Deiri, Mahmudi, Akfaorek, and 
Cbibaktu, and Khazina; iecomil,iht ill-treatment to which Persian pilgrinis 
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were subjected; Utrd, the noD-execution of the promise made that Abbas 
Minsa should be removed f^m Baghdad ; mni/our^k, the delay id delimitating: 
the frontier. In the same year the Island of Shahleh, in the Persian Gulf, 
which was claimed by Persin, was occupied by Turkey but evacuated on an 
agreement being entered into by the Persian Government that it should not 
be cultivated nor occupied by Persian troopsi pending the final settlement of 
the respective claims to it. 

In 1876 a Convention* was agreed apon between the Persian and 
Turkish Governments for regulating the position of the subjects of the two 
powers in their respective States. 

In 1877 the continued udvance of the Russian troops on the East Coast 
of the Caspian Sea caused the Turkmans of Merv and Akhal to consider 
whether it would be for their advantage that the nominal sovereignty which 
Persia bad claimed over them for many years should become more definite, 
or whether it would be more prudent to declare allegiance to Russia. In the 
following year some Chiefs of the Tekke Turkmans of Merv visited Tehran 
and made an agreement with the Shah by which they promised a'legiance to 
Persia, but the agreemeut was set aside on their return to Merv. In the same 
year the Russians advanced on the Akhal territory formerly claimed by Persia. 
They continued their advance in the following year, but were twice driven back 
by the Turkmans, namely, at Geok Tapih (Teppe) and Chat. In 1880 tlie 
Tekke Turkmans of Merv again sent a deputation to Tehran, but this led to 
no result as one of the conditions of their owning allegiance to Persia 
was tliat the ferule lands of Saraklis should be assigned to them if they 
eventuully decided to abandon Merv. In the meanwhile the Turkmans of the 
Akhal district had gained temporary successes against the Russians and had 
twice defeated them, at Khoja Kala and at Geok Tapih ; but in the following 
year, 18S1, the Russians under General Skobeleff took Geok Tapih and occu- 
pied the Persian Ataks of Daraghaz and Ralat-i«Nadiri. This led to the 
signJDg of the Akhal-Khorasan Boundary Convention f on the 21st of Decem- 
ber, by which the Husso- Persian frontier from the Caspian Sea to Baba Dor- 
maz is defined, although the work of the actual marking out of the frontier 
by the Kussian and Persian Commissioners was not completed till 1885. By 
the Convfntion of lS8l the agreement entered into in 1869^ by which the 
River Atrak was to form the boundary between the two countries, is cancelled.

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In 1S82 the Kassian MiDieter at Tehran informed the Persian Govern* 

ment that^ as Persia had not asserted ber sovereignty over tbe Tekke Turk- 

* 

mans of Mervj the Rnssian Government could not now recognize such 
sovereiirnty. The Persian Minister of Foreign Affairs replied that Persia, 
although she could not consider her territorial rights over Merv as invali- 
dated by the reasons given, would nevertheless not take any action with 
respect to the allegiance of the Tekkes without consulting Russia; and it 
subsequently transpired that the Russians had already, in the autumn of the 
preceding year, concluded an agreement with the Tekkes of Merv by which 
mutual protection is guaranteed to the subjects of both parties, and Rnssian 
Agents, to the exclusion of all others, are alone to be received at Merv. 

In 1884 Merv surrendered to the Russians, who then occupied Samkhs 
on the grouud that it had always belonged to the Tekke Turkmans of Merv. 

In 1878 an Agreement* was arranged between the Turkish and Persian 
Governments respecting sanitary regulations to be observed by Persian 
pilgrims. 

In 1880 a Protocol was signed between Great Britain and Russia regard- 
ing the territory of Kotaur, in accordance with tbe 60th article of the Treaty 
of Berlin, by which the lands in dispute were declared to belong to Persia 
and were therefore evacuated by tbe Turkish troops. 

In the same year a Kurdish tribe, under a oertain Shaikh Obaidulla, made 
an incursion over the Turko*Persiun frontier and ravaged certain Persian 
villages. In 1881*82, on the Persian Government making urgent repre- 
sentations to the Porte, measures were taken to prevent the recurrence of 
these inroads, and the Shaikh was captured and banished to Medina. 

In 1884 a Convention was made regulating /he overland postal arrange- 
ments between Turkey and Persia, and in 1890 a Convention was signed 
establishing the transmission of parcels by post between tbe two countries. 

In May 18^0 the Persian Government complained ol a Turkish attack 
on the village of Kadkhoda Ali, in the district of Khaiiikin, to which the 
Turkish Ambassador at Tehran replied />y complaining of tbe occupation by 
Persians of lands at Vazneh on the Turko- Persian frontier which be declared 
to be undonbtedly Turkish. Persia proposed Uie appointment of two Engineers 
to decide as to the proprietary rights to Vazneh, but to this the Turkish

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Government did not afj^ree. In July of the same year a Kardish inroad took 
place at Abngir in the district of Urumia^ which is equally claimed by l>oth 
Qovernmente. 

In January 1890 the Turkish Government stipulated that before any 
aj^reement shonld be discussed respecting Yaxneh the lands in dispute should 
be evacuated by the Persians. In the month uf April a Protocol was drawn 
up by the Persian Government and submitted to the Porte for the settlement 
of the quecition^ by which Persia agreed to evacuate the district pending the 
decision. This has been done, but the question of lawful possession by one 
Power or the other has not yet been decided. 

On the 2nd of March 1882 a second Slave Trade Convention was signed 
between Great Britain and Persia abrogating the convention framed in 185 ), 
giving British cruisers the right to search Persian vessels, and making 
arrangements respecting the disposal of slaves found and the punishment of 
the slavers (No. XXV). 

In 1885 the cultivation of certain lands at Hashtadan on the Hari Rud 
frontier by Persians led to a protest from the Government of Afghanistan, 
the Amir claiming the lands in question as part of his dominion. Her Majes- 
ty's Government oflered (by virtue of the 0th article of the Treaty of Paris, 
1857) to act as arbitrator between the two countries in the question at issue, 
and the ofTer having been accepted General MacLean, who was subsequently 
appointed to be Her Majesty's Consul-General and Agent to the Governor- 
General of India at Mashad, was deputed to act as arbitrator. In 1888 he 
propoeed an arrangement * for the settlement of the disputed frontier which 
was accepted by the two Governments. The demarcation was completed on 
the 24th of May 1891. 

In 1888 the navigation of the River Karun was thrown open to the ships 
of all nattons.f In 1^91 Shaikh Misal Khan, Governor of Mohammeraii, 
opposed, from interested motives, the development of the trade by the Karun. 
The local authorities were occupied in overcoming his obstructiveness, and 
in removing custom's diflSculties. 

In the course of the same ycaf the Oriental Bank opened a branch at 
Tehran, and in other towns of Persia; and the Shah issued a proclamation { 
promising protection of their property to his subjects.

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In the foUowiDg year the Persian Government at length ag^reed to the 
appointment of foreign Conenle at Mashad, and the Bussian and British Got- 
em men is at onoe named Consuls-General there. 

The famous Renter Concession which had been granted in 1872 and can- 
celled the following year after the Shah's return from Europe, was remodelled 
in 1889 and signed during the Shah's third journey to Europe. Baron 
Reuter was accorded the grant for a term of 60 years of the Imperial Bank of 
Persia, which was established under a British Royal Charter in the autumn of 
the same year. Among other concessions were the issue of Bank notes which 
should be a legal tender ; the service of the treasury ; and all the mines in 
Persia, except gold and silver ones, which had not been already conceded and 
were being worked. In the same year several minor concessions were granted. 

In 1890 the Concession for a carriage road from Tehran to the south of 
Persia was purchased by an English Company and the work of constructing 
the road was at once taken in hand. Concessions have also been granted for 
roads to Tehran from Rasht and Tabriz, but in neither case has the work been 
commenced. A road in North-East Persia is now being made by the Persian 
Government from Dushakh to Mashad. 

In 1890 a Concession was also 'granted to an English Company giving 
them the working and management of all the tobacco grown in Persia. The 
Company commenced operations the following apring. At the end of 1891 a 
strong local agitation was aroused in opposition to this concession, and in Janu- 
ary, 1 892, the Persian Government issued a decree putting an end to the whole 
tobacco monopoly. 

In the year 1890 also a Concession for a ** Mont de Pi^t^ '' was sold by 
His Royal Highness the Naib-ua-8ultanat to a Russian Company. 

The railway question, which had for son!<e years l»een mooted in Persia, 
was brought prominently forward by the terms of the Reuter ConiSession of 
1 872, and since that time numerous concessions have been granted to European 
Companies, but in only two instances— one, the short line from Tehran to Shah 
Abdul Azim, a distance of six miles, which is worked by a Belgian Company, 
and which was granted in 1880 ; the other, the Amul Railway in Mazandaran — 
have these concessions been taken up. In 1S90, owing to the rivalry existing 
between the Engli^ and Russian Governments as to railways, the Shah made 
an Agreement * with the Ruraian Government that no railways should be

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mtde in PenU daring the next ten years. Two Conoessions were^ however, 
with the consent of the British and Russian Governments granted in January 
1<891 ; the first, according td the concessionnaire, a Belgian subject, the riirht 
to prolong the Shah Abdul Azim Bailway to a distance which is not .to eiceed 
SO kilometres from Tehran ; thi second, according to a French citizen, the 
right to run a light railway to his coal mines, distant about 80 or 40 miles 
from Tehran. 

A Concession, which is still operative, was given to a Belgian Company 
in 1888 for the oon«truction of a tramway in Tehran. By the terms of the 
Busso-Fersian Railway Agreement of 1890, no further tramways are to be 
made in Persia, except in or near towns, for the space of ten years. 

Ip 1889 two Orders in Council were issued by the British Government 
establishing Consular jurisdiction for British subjects in Persia : the Jirsl under 
the title of ''the Persian Order* in Council,'' the seeond called the ''Persian 
Coast and Islands f Order in Council." 

Bahrain, t 

The island of Bahrain, in the Persian Gulf, has frequently been a source 
of correspondence between the British and Persian Govemmeats, the former 
holding the Shaikh of that island to be independent, and that the Indian 
Government have treaty engagements with him which prevent their 
acknowledging the sovereignty of any other Power over the island. The 
Persian GovemiBent base their daim to sovereignty over the island on an 
agreement come to in 1822 between the British Resident at Bushire and the 
Chief Minister of the Governor of Pars by which the island was ceded to 
Persia. This Agreement was, however, never ratified by the Indian Gov- 
ernment who disavowed the llesident's tetion and recalled him. The native 
Chiefs have from time to time sought the protection both of Great Britain 
and Perfia.

From ancient date the Imam (now styled Sultan) of Maskat rented the 
port of Bandar Abbas from the Shahs'of Persia, and in 1853 a Persian officer. 
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who was sent to take over the governmeut, was refased admission. This led to 
the town being taken and retaken alternately by the Persians and the Imam's 
troops^ until in 1856 a new arrangement* was made by which the town waa 
leased to the Imam for a further term of years. In 1868 the lease of the town 
was renewed for seven years, but this leAe was cancelled the same year 
and the town was occupied by the Persians. In the following year it was recap- 
tured by the Imam's troops and then again fell into the hands of the Persian 
Government, with which it has since remained. 

The following Note contains a list of additional treaties concluded be* 
tween I^ersia and other Foreign States, not already mentioned in the foregoing 
Narrative. Copies of them are included among the Appendices :—

On Srd Joly 1857 a Trraty of Frieodsbip sad Commerce ^ was tigoed between tbe Netber* 
lands and fersta* wbicb bas since been superseded by tbe later Treaty of 1888. 

On tbe Slst of Jnly 1857 a Treaty of Friendabip and Commerce was signed between Persia 
and Belgtom«** 

On tbe 17th of November 1867 a Treaty of Friendship and Commerce ff was signed between 
Persia end Sweden and Norm ay. 

On tbe aoth of November of tbe same year a Treaty of Friendship snd OMnmerce was iigned 
betwern Dmmark and Persia. Xt 

On 88th October 1861 a Treaty f § of Fri«ndsbip» Commerce, and Navigation was signed be* 
tween Persia and Greece. 

On tbe 84tb of September 1868 a Treaty of Friendship, Commerce, snd Navigation i] i| was 
cigned between Persia snd Italy, to wbicb was added an additional article 5t having referenos to 
tiUworms' eggs and cocoooa. ^ 

In 1878 a Treaty *** of Commerce and Navigation was cooclodsd between Persia snd Ger- 
many, by wbicb each nstion sgreed to place the sobjsets of tbe other on tbe footing of tbe most 
favoarcd nation and to allow them to trawl frvely wbanevrr they pleased. Provision wa« aleo 
made for d«Snit>g the juriadiction of the Consuls whom, to the onmbi^ of three».eacb nation might 
bottioale in tbe territuiy of the other. Bv article 18 tbe German Odvemment di^cbred its readi- 
ness to lead its good omces, if reqoteted by the Shah to do so, in bringiug about the •rttlemeot of 
any dispate which aUght arise between Persia snd her neigbboors. 
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On Um tSrd of July 1878 a Trwiy of Friindibip Mid Commeroe ^ wm tigned b«iweeo 
PtoiU aod Switsmrlaad. 

In 1876 a PotUl ConTtntion wni signed bHween PertUi and Aoftria-Hongary ; and in Jana- 
ary 1890 a Pottal Order Convention was tlpiad b#iire«n Tnnla and Pertla. 

In 1877 a Treaty of Friendahlp, f elnee rendered Inoperaiiva by Ihe eonqneet of the latter 
conniry, wae concluded between the 8hab and tbe King of Upper Burma. 

A Treaty of Amity and Commerce X between Penia and the Netherlands was signed in 1888.

The importation and sale of woollen goods to be solely in the hands of 
the English ; and if any person whatever attempts to brin^ woollen ^gooiis 
clandestinely, it shall be lawful for the English to seize them. This Article 
to take place in four months from the date hereof. 

Abticlb 8. 

No European nation whatever is to be permitled to settle at Busbire so 
long as the English continue a factory here. 

Abticlk 4. 

The brokers, linguists, servants, and others of the English are to be 
entirely under the protection and government of the English; nor is the 
Shaik, or his people, io any shape to molest them, or interfere in their affairs.

Abticlb 5. 

In case any of the inhabitants become truly indebted to the English and 
refuse payment, the Shaik shall oblige them to give the English satisfaction. 

Abticlb 6. 

The English to have such a spot of ground as they may pitch upon for 
erecting a factory, and proper oonvenienoes for carrying on their oommeroe 
io be built at the ShaiK's espense. They are to hoist their colours upon it 
and have twenty-one guns for saluting. * 

Abticlb 7. 

A proper spot of ground to be allotted the English for a garden, and 
another for a burying groood. 
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Akticlr 8« 

The Englkhi uid tboM ttoder their proteotiooi not to be impeded ia their 
religioD. 

Aeticlb 9. 

Soldiert, eeilore, eenrantei slavee, and others belon^ng to the Eng^Iteb, 
who may deeert, are not to be protected or entertained by the Sbaik or his 
people, bat| b^ndjldey aecnred and retomed. 

AaTiOLB 10. 

In case any English ships sell to or buy from the conn try merchants 
apart from the &otory» a doe account thereof is to be rendered to the English 
Chief .for the time being, for which purpose one of his people is to attend at 
the weight and delivery of all goods so sold, which is to be done at the 
pablic Custom House. 

Aeticlb 11. 

If through any accident an English vessel should be drove on shore in 
the country belonging to the Sbaik, they shall not in any respect be plun- 
dered ; buty on the contrary, the Shaik shall afford the English all the assist- 
ance in his power for saving them and their effects, the English paying them 
for their trouble. 

AmcLi IS. 

The Shaik shall not permit his subjects to purchase any goods from 
English vesseb in the road, but only on shore.

The Great Ood having, of his infinite mercy, given victory unto Ejirem 
Khan, and made him Chief Oovemor of all the kingdoms of Persia, and 
established under him the neaoe and tranquillity of the said kingdoms, by 
oieana of his victorious sword, he is desirous that the said kingdoms should 
flourish and re-obUin their ancient grandeur by the increase of trade ai^ 
eommerce, as well as by a due execution of justice. 

Having been informed that the Right Worshipful William Andrew 
Priee^ Esq., Oovemor-Oeneral for the Eaglish nation in the Quit of Persia^ is 
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arrived with power to settle a factory at Basfaire, and has left Mr. Benjamin 
Jervisy Ke«ideiit, who, by directions from the said OoverDor-Genernl, has sent 
unto roe Mr. Thomas Durnfordand Stephen Hen^it, liDguist, to obtain agr^int 
of their aucient pnvile^^es in these kingdoms, I do, of my free will and great 
frientiship for the English nation, grant unto the said Governor-General, iq 
behalf of his king and Company, the following privileges, which shall be 
inviolably observed and held sacred in good faith :— 

That the English Company may have as much ground, and in any part of 
Bnshire, they choose to build a factory on, or at any other port in the Oulf* 
They may have ns many cannon mounted on it as they choose, but not to be 
larger than Fix pounds bore ; and they may build factory houses in any part 
of the kingdom they choose. 

No 'customs shall be charged the English on any goods imported or 
exported by them at Bush ire, or any other port in the Oulf of Persia, on 
condition that at no time they import or export other persons' goods VP their 
names. They may also send their goods customs free all over the kingdom 
of Persia ; and on what goods they sell at Bushire, or elsewhere, the Shaik, 
or Governor, shall only charge the merchants an export duty of three per cent. 

No other European nation, or other persons, shall import iiny woollen 
goods to any port on the Persian shore in the Gulf, but the English Company 
only ; and should any one attempt to do it clandestinely their goods shuU be 
seized and confiscated. 

Should any of the Pert^ian merchanta, or others, beeome truly indebtt»d 
to the Englifth, the Shaik, or Governor of the place, shall oblige them to pay 
it ; but should he fail in his duty herein the English Chief may do his own 
justice and aet as he pleases with the debtors to recover what owed him or 
them. 

In all the kingdom of Persia the English mav sell their goods to, and 
buy from whomever they judge proper ; nor shall the Governor, or Shaik, 
of any ports or places, prevent their importing or exporting any goods 
whatever. 

\N'hen any English ship or ships arrive at any ports in the Gulf of Persia, 
no merchants shall purchase from them clandestinely, but with tlie consent and 
knowledge of the English Cliief there resident. 

Should any English ship or vessel be drove on shore, unfortunately 
wrecked, or otherwise lost in any part of the Gulf of Persia, the Shaiks, or 
(f overnors of the adjacent places, shall not claim any share of the said wrecks, 
but shall assist the English, all in their power, in saving the whole or any 
part of the vessel or cargo. 

Tlie English, and all those nnder their protection, in any part of the 
kingdom of Persia, shall have the free exercise of their religion, without 
molestation from any one. 

Should soldiers, sailors, or slaves desert from the EnglisK in any part of 
Persia, they shall not be protected or encoomged, but, iond/de^ delivered op, 
but not be iHiniabed for toe first or second offroce. 
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Wherever the English may hnve a factory in Persia their lingnisty 
brokers, and all their oilier servanU^ shall be exempt from all taxes and 
impositions whatever, and under their own command and justice^ without any 
one interfering therein. 

Wherever the English are they shall have a spot of ground allotted 
them for a burying ground ; and if they want a spot for a garden^ if the king's 
property, it shall be given them gralu ; if belonging to any private person 
they must pny a reasonable price for it. 

The house that formerly belonged to the English Company at Soliyrash 
I now re*deliver to them^ with the garden and water thereto belonging. 



Articles desired by tbe Khan, 1763. 

That the English, according to what was formerly customary, shall 
purchase from the Persian merchants such goods as will answer for sending to 
England or India, provided they and the Persians shall agree on reasonable 
prioes for the same, and not export from Persia the whole amount of their 
tales in ready money, as this will impoverish the kingdom and in the end 
prejudice trade in general. 

That the English, wherever they are settled, shall not maltreat the 
Mussulmen. 

What goods are imported by the English into Persia tliey shall give the 
preference in sale of them to the principal merchants and men of credit. 

The English shall not give protection to any of the king's rebellions 
subjects, nor carry them out of the kingdom, but deliver any up that may 
desert to them, who shall not be punished for the first or second offence. 

Tlie English shall at no time, either directly or indirectly^ assist the 
king's enemies. 

All our Governors of provinces, sea-ports, and other towns are ordered 
to pay strict obedienTe to these our orders, on pain of incurring our displea- 
•ure, and of being punished for their disobedience or neglect.

Therefore the hi^h, exalted Firmana has *been issued forth, containing 
the strictest mandates to all Governors and Commanders of our towns saa 
ca£tle5, to all our Sirdars, and to all Riotdars, who receive customs on thtt 
roads, that they do show every favour to all persons employed by the English 
nation in our dominions for the purpose of merchandize, whether it be for 
importation, or exportation, and that they be constantly vigilant in protecting 
them, and moreover that these our above-mentioned servants, upon no acoonnt 
or pretence whatsover, require any customs, presents, or money from tb« 
Agents of the English nation, but that it may so happen that from a confi- 
dence in us, and from a full persuasion of not receiving any insult or vexation, 
they, the English, may be induced to pa^s backwards and forwards and to 
trade in our dominions. And whenever they shall have disposed of the goods 
and merchandize which they may import for sale, they shall have full liberty 
to make their returns according to their own wishes. * 

And it is therefore necessary that our most honoured friend, the English 
Balios at Bussora, should perfectly understand that in this way our favour is 
equal in magnitude to whatever he can hope or desire, and it is moreover 
n«>cessary that in order to make trial thereof be should encourage his nation 
to trade into Persia, and he has again our word that they shall do so in the 
fullest and most perfect security. 

Again, whatever g^oods or merchandize the English nation shall import 
for sale there shall bo no restrictions put upon the sale thereof, but after 
their Agents shall have completed the sales and fulfilled the design of their 
journey, they shall have every protection granted them on their return, and 
again upon our royal word there shall be no impositions laid upon them ; for 
if ever, heretofore, there has been any im|>ositions or vexations practised .upon 
the English nation iu Persia, it is our will that from this day they be abolished 
and forgotten. 

And being persuaded of the sincerity of our most honoured friend the 
Balios, we accept of his offer of services and request of him to purchase imme* 
diately such rarities as are procurable at Bu<uom, favouring us at the same 
time with the amount eost thereof, in order that we may order the same to be 
repaid to the person who shall be sent with them. 

Let our friend, therefore, on all occasions rest satisfied of our favour and 
protection. Let him on all occasions make known to us his wishes and wants^ 
and let the above for ever remain a compact between us.

The earth is the Lord's. Otir august commands are issued, thnt the high 
ID rmnk, the exalted in station^ the great rulers, offioerp, and writers of the 
ports, sea coasts, and inlands of the provinces of Fars and Khoozistaun, do 
consider themselves as particularly honoured and advanced b^ the royal favour; 
and whereas, at this period, the foundations of union and fiiendship have been 
cemented, and the habits of amity and intercourse have been increased between 
the asinisters of the Persian State, of eternal duration, and tlie ministers of 
the high government of the refulgent sun of the sky of royalty, greatness, 
and eminence, the sovereign of the countries of England and India; and as 
▼arions engagenaents and Treaties, calculated for duration and permanence,

and extirpate them, and never to allowHhem to obtain a footing in any place, 
and yon are at full liberty and authorised to disgrace and slay them. You 
arc to look upon it as your duty to aid and act in a friendly manner to all 
traders, merchants, and men of rank of the English nation ; all such you arc 
to consider as po sses sing the favour of the king ; snd you must act in conform- 
ity to the conditions of the annexed Treaty that has been concluded between 
ibc tmatworthy of the high State, the bracelet of the gracerul government 
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Hajee Ihruliim Khao and the high iu rank^ Captain John Malcolm, 
this as an obligation.

piiff«», and it is fixed as a prescription of law that in this world of existence 
and trouble, and in this universe of creation and concord, there is no action

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mmoDg those of mankind that tends more to the perfection of the hunmn race, 
or to answer the end of their being and existence than that of cementing 
friendship and of establishing intercourse^ oommonication, and connexion 
between each other. The image reflected from the mirror of accomplifiihment 
is a tree fruitful and abundant, and one that produces good both now and 
hereafter. To illustrate the allusions that it has been proper to make and to 
explain these metaphors, worthy of exposition at this happy period of auspici- 
ous aspect, a Treaty has been concluded between the high in dignity and the 
exalted in station, attended by fortune, of great and splendid power, the 
greatest among the high vixiers, in whom confidence is placed, the faithful of 
the powerful government, the adorned with greatness, power, glory, splendour, 
and fortune, Hajee Ibrahim Khan, on being granted leave, and vested with 
authority from the port ot the high king, whose court is like that of Solo- 
mon, the asylum of the world, the sign of the power of God, the jewel in 
the ring of kings, the ornament in the cheek of eternal empire, the giace of 
the beouty of sovereignty and royalty, the king of the universe, like Caher- 
man of the mansion of mercy and justice, the phcenix of good fortune, the 
eminence of never-fading prosperity, the king powerful as Alexander, who 
has no equal among the princes exalted to majesty by the heavens in this 
irlobe, a shade from the shade of the Most High, a khooroo, whose caddie 
is the moon and whose stirrup is the new moon, a prince of great rank, before 
whom the sun is concealed.

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of daration and perpetaity, the thread of shameful enmity and distance riimll' 
be coty conditions of mntual aid and assistance between the two States shall 
be instituted, and all causes of hatred and hostility shall be banished. 

Aeticli 2. 

If the king of the Afghans should ever show a resolution to inrade 
India, which is subject to the government of the monarch (above mentioned)^ 
the prince of high rank, the king of England, an army overthrowing rooun* 
tains, furnished with all warlike stores, shall be appointed from the State of 
the conspicuous and exalted, high and fixed in power (the king of Persia), to 
lay waste and desolate the Afghan dominions, and every exertion shall be em- 
ployed to ruin and humble the above mentioned nation. 

Abticlb S. 

Should it happen that the king of the Afghans ever becomes desirous of 
opening the gates of peace and friendship with the government of the king 
(of Persia), who is in rank like Solomon, in dignity like Jomsheed, ^e shade 
of God I who has bestowed his mercy and kindness on the earth ; when nego- 
tiations are opened for an amicable adjustment, it shall be itipulated in the 
peace concluded that the king of the Afghans, or his armies, shall abandon 
all design of attack on the territories subject to the government of the king 
above mentioned, who is worthy of royalty, the king of England, 

AancLi 4. 

Should ever any king of the Afghans or any person of the French nation 
eommence war and hostilities with the powerful of the ever-enduring State 
(of the king of Persia), the rulers of the government of the kin^ (of Eng* 
Uod), whose Court is like heaven, and who has been before mentioned, shall 
(on such event) send as many cannon and warlike stores as possible, with 
necessary apparatus, attendants, and inspectors, and such supply shall be 
delivered over at one of the ports of Persia, whose boundariee are conspicuous, 
to the officers of the high in dignity, the king of Persia, 

AancLi 5. 

Should it ever occur that an arm^ of the Preneh nation, actuated by 
design and deceit, attempts to settle with a view of establishing themselves 
on any of tlie i)»lands or shores of Persia, a conjunct force shall be appointed 
by the two high contracting States to act in eo-operation for their expulsion 
and eatirMtion, and to destroy and ^t an end to the foundation of their 
treason. It is a condition, if such event happens, and the conquering troops 
(of Persia) march, that the officers of the government of the king (of 
England), who is powerful as the heavens and as before mentioned, shall 1om» 
transport, and delivrf (for their service) as great a quantity of neceas a ries, 
etorva, and provisions as they poesiblv oan« And if ever ainy of the great men 
of the Frrnch nation express a wish or desire to obtain a place of rseidenoe 
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or dwelliog oA any of the isIandB or •horet of the kiogdom of Persia that 
they may there raise the standard of abode or settlement^ snch request or 
representation shall not be oonsented uoto by the high in rank of the State 
encompassed with jastice (the government of Persia), and leave for their 
residing in such a place shall not be granted. 

While time endures, and while the world exists, the contents of this 
exalted Treaty shall remain an admired picture in the mirror of duration and 
perpetuity, and submission to the fair image on this conspicuous page shall be 
everlasting.

(who are raised by our royal favour) become aeqnainted that at this period 
the dignified and eminent in station,* the prudent, able and penetrating, the 

Seatest of the exalted followers of the Messiah, Captain John Malcolm, 
poted from a glorious quarter (frim the government of tbe kine of Rngland) 
wlioee Court resembles the firmament, and emperor in dignity like Alexander 
poasesaing the power of the globe, and from the repository of glory, greatness. 
and ability, enaowed with nubility, power, and jnstioe (the Governor General 
of the kingdom of Hindoostan), for the pnrpi>se of establishing union and 
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friendship between the two great States^ has arrived at onr threshold, foanded 
on jnstioe, and has been honoured by admission to our royal preseuoe of 
conspicuous splendour, and has expressed a desire that the foundations of 
amity and union should be laid between the two States, that they should be 
connected together in the bonds of friendship and harmony, and that a constant 
union and reciprocal good understanding should exist. We, from our august 
selves, have given our consent and have granted the request and desires of tbo 
high in rank above mentioned, and aTreaty, sealed with the seal of the minister* 
of our ever-enduring government, has been given to him ; and you, exalted in 
station, are positively enjoined of the necessity (after you become informed o£ 
our royal and august order) for all of you acting in strict conformity with the 
conditions of the Treaty concluded and exchanged between the high in rank, 
the exalted in station, the great and glorious in power, near to the throne, 
in whom the royal confidence is placed, Hajee Ibralieim Khan, and the 
hi^h in rank, the envoy (Captain John Malcolm), who^e titles have been 
before enumerated. Let no one act contrary to this high command,"^ or to 
the contents of the annexed Treaty ; and should it ever be represented to us 
that any of the great nobles conduct themselves in opposition to the stipu- 
lations of this Treaty, or are in this respect either guilty or negligent, such 
will incur our displeasure and punishment, and be exposed to our royal anger, 
which is like fire, and let them view this as an obligation.

— Praise be to God, who has said, " perform your covenaDt, for 
the performance of your covenant shall be enquired into hereafter/' 

As estaMishinc; the obligations of friendship between all mankind is a 
charge from the Almighty and is a most laudable and esoellent institution, 
and as the Creator is pleased, and the happiness and tranquillity of His crea- 
tures consulted by it^ therefore, at this happy period of auspicious aspect, 
a Treaty has been concluded between the high in dignity, the exalted in 
statm, attended by fortune, of great and splendid power, the greatest among 
the high viziers, in whom confidence is placed, the faithful of the powerful 
government, the adorned with greatness, power, glory, splendour, and fortune, 
Hajee Ibnihim Khan, on being granted leave and vested with authority from 
the port of the high king, whose court is like that of Solomon's, the aa) lum 
of the world, the sign of the power of <iod, the jewel in the ring of kings, 
the ornament in the cheek of the eternal empire, the grace of the beauty of 
sovereignty and royalty, the king of the universe, like Caherman, the mansion 
of mercy and justice, the phoenix of good fortune, the eminence of never-fading 
prosperity, the king powerful ns Alexander, who has no equal among the 
princes, exalted to majesty by the heavens in this globe, a shade from the shade 
of the Most Hi;;h, a Khooroo, whose saddle is the moon, and whose stirrup is 
the new moon, prince of great rank, before whom the sun is concealed.

Thy kindness shadows cities; may God fix firm the basis of the 
dominion I " And the high in dignity, the great and able in power, the 
adorner of those acquainted with manners. Captain John Malcolm (delegated 
from the sublime quarter of the high in power, seated on a throne, the asylum 
of the world, the cliief jewel in the crown of royalty and sovereignty, the 
anehor of the vessel of victory and fortune, the ship on the sea of glory and 
empire, the blazing sun in the sky of greatness and glory, Lord of countries 
of England and India, may^ God strengthen his territories and establish his 
glory and command upon the seas), in the manner explained in bis credentials 
which are sealed with the seal of the most powerful and most glorious, possess- 
ing fortune, the origin of rank, splendour, and nobility, the ornament of the 
world, the comfdeter of the works of mankind, the Governor General of India. 
This Treaty between these two great powers shall be binding on race after 
raoe, and the two Governments must ever, while the world exists, act in con- 
formity to what is now settled. • 

Articlb 1. 

The merchants of the high contracting States are to travel and earrj on 
their affairs in the territories of both nations in full security and eonfideDee, 
and the rulers and governors of all cities are to coosider it their daty to 
protect from injury their cattle and goods. 
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Aeticlk S. 

The traders and merchants of the kingdom of England or Hindoortan 
that are in the service of the English Government shall be permitted to settle 
in any of the sea-ports or cities of the boundless empire of Persia (which maj 
God preserve from calamity) that they prefer; and no government dntiest 
taxes, or requisitions shall ever be collected on any goods that are the actual 
property of either of the governments; the usual duties on such to be taken 
from purchasers. 

Abticlb 8. 

Should it happen that either the persons or property (of merchants) are 
injured or lost by thieves or robbers, the utmost exertions shall be made t«> 
punish the delinquents and recover the property. And if any merchant or 
trader of Persia evades or delays the payment of a debt to the English Govern* 
ment, the latter are authorized to use every possible mo<le for the recdverv 
of their demands, taking care to do so in communication and with the know- 
ledge of the ruler or governor of the place, who is to consider it as his duty 
to grant, on such occasion, every aid in his power. And should any merchants 
of Persia be in India, attending to their mercantile concerns, the ofBoers of the 
English Government are not to prevent them carrying on their affairs, bnt to 
aid and favour them, and the above-mentioned merchants are to recover their 
debts and demands in the mode prescribed by the customs and laws of the 
English Government* 

ASTICLB 4. 

If any |>erson in the empire of Persia die indebted to the English Gov- 
emment, the ruler of the place must exert his power to have such demand 
satisfied before tlu»se of any other creditor whatever. The servants of the 
English Government, resident in Persia, are permitted to hire as many domes- 
tic natives of thai country as are necessary for the transaction of their a&irs ; 
and they are autliorisif<l to punish such, iu cases of misconduct, in the manner 
they judge most exi^edient, provided such punishment does not extend to life 
or limb ; in such cases the punishment to be inflicted by the ruler or governor 
of the place. « 

Akticlx 5. 

The English are at liberty to build bouses and mansions in any of the 
ports or cities of Persia that they choose, and they may sell or rant all such 
iiOQses or mansions at pleasure. And should ever a ship belonging to the 
English Government be in a damaged state in any of the ports of Persia, or 
one of Persia be in that condition in an Ebglish harbour, the Chiefs and rulers 
of the ports and hsrbours of the respective nations are to consider it as their 
doty to give every aid to refit and repair vessels so sitoated. And if it 
happens that any of the vessels of either nation are sunk or shipwrecked in or 
near the ports or shores of either country, on such occasions whatsrer part of 
the propertf is recovered shall be restored to their owners or their heirs, and 
a just hire is to be allowed by the owners to those who recover it* 
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Final Artiolb. 

Whenever any native of England or India, in the service of the Fnglish 
Government, resident in Persia, wishes to leave that conutrj, he is to snfFer 
obstruction from no person, but to be at full liberty to do so, and to carry with 
him his property. 

The Articles of the Treaty between the two States ard fixed and deter- 
mined. That person who turns from God turns from his own soul .

Additional Article. 

It is furlher written in sincerity that on iron, lead, rteel, broadcloth, and 

Snrpotts that are exclusively the property of the English Government, no 
uties whatever shall be taken from the sellers; a duty not exceeding one per 
cent to be levied upon the purchasers. And the duties, imports, and customs 
which are at this period established in Persia and India (on other goods) are 
to remain fixed and not to be increased. 

The high in rank Hajee Kulleel Khan M ulHck-oo-Ti jjar is charged and 
entrusted with the arrangement and settlement of the remaining points 
relative to commerce.

with the Shah •of Persia in 1809. 

la tli« name of Him who is oTor neoessary, who ia aU raffioient, who is 

everlasting, and who is the only Proteotor. 

In these times disting^iiihed by felicity, the excellent ambassador Sir 
Harford Jones, Bsronet^ Member of the Honourable Imperial Ottoman Order 
of the Crefcent, has arrived at the royal city of Teheran in quality of ambas* 
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sador from His Majecrtj the King of England (titles)^ bearing His Majesty's 
credential letter^ and cliarged with full powers munited with the Great Seal 
of England empowering him to strengthen the friendship and oonsolidate the 
strict union sulisistiug between the high States of England and Persia. His 
Majesty the King of Persia, (titles) thereforCi by a special Firman delivered 
to the said ambassador, has appointed the most excellent and noble Lords, 
Mirza Mahomed Sbeffee, qualified with the title of Moatemmed-ed-dowlah, 
his first vizier, and Hajee Mahomed Hossein Khan, qualified with the title of 
Ameen-ed-dowlah, one of the ministers of Record, to be his plenipotentiaries 
to confer and discuss with the aforesaid ambassador of His Britannic Majesty 
all matters and affairs touching the formation and consolidation of friend- 
ship, alliance, and strict union between the two high States, and to arrange 
and finally conclude the same for the benefit and advantage of both kingdoms. 
In oonsequence whereof, after divers meetings and discussions, the aforesaid 
plenipotentiaries have resolved that the following Articles are for the benefit 
and advantage of both the high States, and hereafter to be accordingljr for 
ever observed :— 

Articlk 1. 

That as some time will be required to arrange and form a definite Treaty 
of alliance and friendship between the two high States, and as the circum- 
stances of the world make it necessary for something to be done without loss 
of time, it is agreed these Articles, which are to be regarded as preliminary, 
shall become a basis for establishing a sincere and everlasting definitive Treaty 
of strict Iriendsliip and union. And it is agreed that the said definitive 
Treaty, precisely expressing the wishes and obligations of each party, shall be 
signed and sealed by the said plenipotentiaries and afterwards become binding 
on both the high contracting parties. 

Abticli 2. 

It is agreed that the preliminary Articles formed with the hand of truth 
and sincerity shall not be changed or altered, but there shall arise from them 
a daily increase of friendship, which shall last for ever between the two most 
serene kings, their heirs, successors, their subjects, dominions, provinces, and 
countries. * 

Aeticlb 3. 

His Majesty the king of Persia judges it necessary to declare that from 
the date of these preliminary Articles, every lYeaty or agreement he may 
have made with any one of the powers of Europe becomes null and void, and 
that be will not permit any Europesn force whatever to pass through Persia, 
either towards India, or towards the ports'^of that country. 

Aeticli 4, 

In case any European forces have invaded or shall invade the territoriee 
of His Majesty the King of Persia, Her Britannto Majesty will afford to 
His Majesty the Kiog of Persia a force, or, io lien of it, a subsidy with 
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warlike ammnnition^ such ag guns, maskets, &c., and oflBoere to the amount 
that may be to the advantage of both parties for the expulsion of the force 
BO invading, and the number of these forces, or the amount of the subsidyi 
ammunition, See., shall be hereafter regulated in the definitive Treaty. In 
case His Majesty the King of England should make peace with such European 
power. His Britannic Majesty shall use his utmost endeavours to negociate 
and procure a peace between His Persian Majesty and such power. 13ut if, 
which Qod forbid. His Britannic Majesty's efforts for this purpose should fail 
of success, then the forces or subsidy, according to the amount mentioned in 
the definitive Treaty, shall still continue in the service ot the King of Persia 
as long as the said European forces shall remain in the territories of His 
Persian Majesty, or until peace is concluded between His Persian Majesty, and 
the said European power. And it is further agreed that in case the dominions 
of His Britannic Majesty in India are attacked or invaded by the Afghans 
or any other power. His Majesty the King of Persia shall afford a force for 
the protection of the said dominions according to the stipulations contained in 
the definitive Treaty. 

Abticlb 5. 

If a detachment of British troops has arrived from India in the Gulf of 
Persia, and by the consent of His Persian Majesty landed on the Island of 
Carrack, or at any of the Persian ports, they shall not in any manner possess 
themselves of such places, and from the date nf these preliminary Articles 
the said detachment shall be at the disposal of His Majesty the King of Persia, 
the amount of which shall be settled in the definitive Treaty. 

Article 6. 

But if the said troops remain by the desire of II is Majesty the King of 
Persia either at Carrack or any other port in the Gulf of Persia, they shall be 
treated by the Governor there in the most friendly manner, and orders shall 
be given to all the Governors of Faristan that whatever quantity of provi« 
aions, be, may be necessary shall, on being paid for^ bo furnished to the said 
troops at the fair prices of the day. 

Aeticlb 7. 

In case war takes place between His Persian Majesty and the Afghans, 
His Majesty the Kincr '>f Great Britain shall not take any part therein, unless 
it be at the desire of both parties, to afford his mediation for peaoe. 

AatiCLX 8. 

It is acknowledged the intent and meaning of these preliminary Articles 
are defensive. And it is likewise agreed that as long as these preliminary 
Artielet remain in force. His Majesty the King of Persia shall not enter into 
nnj engagements inimical to His Britannic Maiesty or pregnant with injury 
or disadvantage to the British territories in India. 
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This Treaty is concluded by both parties ia the hope of its being ever* 
lastini;:, and that it may be productive of the most beautiful fruits oE friend- 
ship between the two most serene Kings. 

In witness whereof we, the said plenipotentiaries, have hereunto set <mr 
hands and seals, in the royal city of Teheran, this twelfth day of March, io 
the year of our Iiord one thousand eight hunlred and nine, answering to the 
25th of Moharem-il-Haram, in the year of the Hegira one thousand two 
hundred aud twenty-four.

This auspicious and noble document is the preliminary Treaty which 
concluded between the ministers of the two great States and sent (to England) 
by the high in family Mirsa Abul Hossein Khan. At present our sincere 
well-wisher Sir Gore Ouseley, Baronet, ambassador extraordinary from that 
great State (Enghind), has brought a copr of the said Treaty ratified by, and 
sealed with the seal, resplendent like the sun, of our brother the pearl of 
royalty, in dignity above the planets, the King of England and Hindoostaoj 
and presented it to our auspicicius view. We also by these presents have 
ratified and approved of the said preliminary Trtatv and have aflized our 
prosperous seal to the same ; and the Articles agreed to therein are of that 
nature which will be fully explained in the definitive Treaty.

These happy leaves are a nosegay plucked from the thomless garden of 
eoneord and tied by the bands of the plenipotentiaries of the two great States 
to the form of a definitive Treaty, io which the Articles of friendship and 
amity are blended* 
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Preyioosly to this period the lii^b in station, Sir Harford Jones, Baronet, 
envoj extraordinary from the English Oovernment, came to this Court to 
form an amicable alliance, and in conjunction with the plenipotentiaries of 
Persia, their Excellencies (titles) Mirza Mahomed Shefiee and Haji Mahomed 
Hossein Khan concluded a preliminary Treaty, tlie particalars of which were 
to be detailed and arranged in a definitive Treaty. 

At this time the high in dignity and loyal well-wisher (titles) His 
Excellency Sir Gore Onseley, Baronet, appointed by His Britannic Majesty 
ambassador extraordinary to this Court, has arrived invested with full powers 
to conoladea definitive Treaty between the two illustrious monarchs. 

The plenipotentiaries of this Court, in conjunction with His Excellency 
Sir Oore Ouseley, Baronet, having consulted on the terms most advisable for 
this alliance, have comprised them in the twelve adjoining Articles. What 
relates to commerce, trade, and other affairs will be drawn up and concluded 
in a separate comtaiercial Treaty :— 

AariCLi 1. 

The Persian government judge it incumbent on them, after the conclu- 
sion of this definitive Treaty, to declare all alliances formerly contracted with 
European States null and void, and hold themHelve« bound not to allow any 
European army to enter the Persian territory, nor to proceed towards India, 
nor to any of the ports of that country, and also engage not to allow any 
individuals of such European nations whatever to enter Persia. Should any 
of the European powers wii^h to invade India by the road of Kharizen, 
Taioristan, Bokhara, Samarkand, or other routes. His Persian Majesty engages 
to induce the kings and governors of those countries to oppose such invasion 
as much as is in his power, either by the fear of his arms or by conciliatory 
measaree. 

Articlx 2. 

In case of any European nation invading Persia, should the Persian 

fOTeniment request the assistance of the English, the Qoveruor General of 
ndia, on the part of Great Britain, shall comply with the wish of the Persian 
government in sending from India the force required, if possible and conve* 
nient; if, however, the state of affairs in India prevent the possibility of 
•ending troops, the English Government shall piiy annually the sum of two 
hundred thousand tomans so long an the war with such nation shall continue ; 
and tioce the payment of the above subsidy will be made solely for the pur- 
pose of raising and disciplining an army, it is agreed that the British ambas* 
■ador shall see and be satisfied of it^ being duly applied to the purpose for 
which it is assigned. 

Article 3. 

Should any European power engaged in war with Persia make peace 
with Englmnd, His Britannic Majesty engages to use his best endeavours to 
bring Persia and such Eunq>ean |K>wer to a friendly understanding ; if, how- 
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eyev, His Majesty's cordial interference shall fail of snocess, England shall 
still furnish au array from India, as specified in the last Article, or pay an 
annual subsidy of two hundred thousand tomans for the support of a Persian 
army, so long as a war in the supposed case shall continae, and until Persia 
shall make peace with such nation. England shall fulfil her engagement to 
Persia on this head ; and should the English make peace with the Koropean 
nation at war with Persia, eveu then, so long as such war shall continue, the 
English Government shall furnish officers, fee., ftc, for the purpose of drilling 
and disciplining the Persian army, should they be required. Should Penia 
make peace with the supposed power and still require the aid of officers, fto., 
for the above purpose, the English Government shall afford them if they can 
conveniently spare them. 

Article 4. 

Since it is the custom of Persia to pay her troops six months in adTanoe^ 
the English ambassador shall do all in his power to pay the subsidy granted in 
lieu of troops in as early instalments as may be convenient and practicable. 

Aeticlb 5. 

Should the Afghans be at war with the British nation. His Persian 
Majesty engages to send an army against them in such manner and of snoh 
force as may be concerted with the English Government, llie expenses of 
kuch au army shall be defrayed by the Britit^h Governmeut in such manner as 
may be agreed on at the period of its being required. 

Article 6. 

If war shall be declared between the Persians and the Afghans, the 
English Government shall not interfere with either party, unless their media* 
tiou to effect a peace shall be solicited by both States. 

Article 7. 

Should the King of Persia form magazines of materials for sbip*building 
on the coasts of the Caspian Sea, and resolve to establish a naval force, the 
King of England shall grant permission to naval officers, seamen, shipwrights, 
car(>enters, &o., to proceed to Persia from London and Bombay ana to enter 
the service of the King of Persia. The pay of such officers, artiiicers, &c., 
shall be {riven by His Persian Majesty at the rates which may be agreed on 
with the English ambassador. « 

Aeticli 8. 

Should any Persian subject of distinction showing signs of hostility and 
ret'ellion take refu'^t* in the British territorieh, the Engli!«h Governmeut shall, 
on intimatitin fnan tho Persian Gt>vernment, turn him out of their country, or 
if he nrfuse to leave it shall seize and send him to Persia, Previously to the 
arrival of such fugitive in the English territory, should the Governor of the 
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difltriot to which he may direct his flight receive intelligence of the wishes of 
the Persian Government respecting liimi he shall refuse him admission ; after 
•aoh prohihition, should such person persist in bis resolution the said Governor 
shall cause him to be seized and sent to Persia* 

Articlb 9. 

Should His Persian Majesty require assistance from the English Govern- 
ment in the Persian Gulf, they shall, if convenient and practicable, assist him 
with ships of war and troops. The expenses of such expedition shall be 
aocoanted for and defrayed by the Persian Government, and the above ships 
shall anchor in such ports as shall be pointed out by the Persian Government, 
and not enter other harbours without permission, except from absolute 
necessity. 

• Abticle 10. 

Tho British Government shall pay the allowances of the* officers, drill 
Serjeants, &o., sent to discipline the Persian army ; but as it is not the wish of 
His Persian Sfajeuty that any one should serve him without profiting by his 
generosity. His Majesty will make them an allowance as here detailed.

The officers and Serjeants, &c., at present in Persia, as well as those who 
may hereafter arrive here, shall receive allowances according to the above 
rates, and the senior or commanding officer, of whatever rank he may be, shall 
receive a farther gratuity of half the allowance annexed to his rank, in addi- 
tioDy during the period of his comn^^nd ; and if, God forbid, any of them 
should be negligent in their duty, the mutter l>eing represented to the ambas« 
sidor, such persons shall be dismissed His Persian Majesty's service. 



Articlk 11. 

Since it is the earnest wish of the two great sovereigns that this perma- 
Mit alliance shall continue in their posterity, the high contracting parties 
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aeree that the respective heiro-apparent of each throne shall hold the Artiolat 
of this Treaty sacred, and if either of the heirs-apparent shall reqaire assist- 
ance of a nature not specified in this Treaty, such shall be afforded aooordioff 
to the ability of the party in the manner most beneficial to the interests (3 
the State requiring such assistance. The other assistance and subsidy, on 
the conditions and for the purposes explained in the above Articles of 
this Treaty, are of course to hold good with the respective heirs-apparen^ 
&c I &c« 

Artioli 12. 

The intention of this Treaty and the respective wishes of the high oon* 
tracting powers are to afford mutual assistance, and thereby strengtheo, 
consolidate, and extend their power and dominions for the purpose of defeating 
the aggressions of their enemies. As the sincere desire of His Britannio 
Majesty particularly is t^ strengthen and consolidate the Persian Government 
so as to prevent foreign nations from invading Persia, and by his assistance 
to raise her political consequence and to increase her territory, the English 
Government will not interfere in any quarrels which may hereafter arise 
between the Princes, Noblemen, or great Chiefs of Persia, until the King 
then reigning shall require their assistance; and if one of the contending 
parties should offer a province of Persia with a view of obtaining assistance, 
the English Government shall not agree to such a proposal, nor by accepting 
it possess themselves of such part of Persia. 

The Articles are thus auspiciously concluded. 

This happy and fortunate Treaty, it is hoped, will for ever continue in 
force, and produce the fairest and most beneficial results. 

We the undersis^ned plenipotentiaries of the high contracting powers, 
having concluded this auspicious Treaty in the true spirit of amity and sin- 
cerity in the twelve foregoing Articles, have hereunto set our hands and seals, 
iu the royal city of Teheran, this fourteenth day of March, in the year of oar 
Lord one thousand eight hundred and twelve, corresponding with tlie twenty* 
ninth of Safer-ol-Mazafer, in the year of the llegira one thousand two hundred

Mohammed Hossein Khan concluded a*preliminary Treaty, the particulars of 
which were to be detailed and arranged in a definitive Treaty, and the above- 
mentioned Treaty, according to its Articles, was ratified by the British 
Government. 

Afterwards, when His Excellency Sir Gore Ouseley, ambassador extra- 
ordinary from His Britannic Mnjesty, arrived at this exalted and iHustrious 
Court for the purpose of completing the relations of amity between the two 
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States, and was inyested with fall powers by his own Oovernment to arrange 
all the important affairs of friendship, the ministers of this virtnons 8tate« 
with the advice and approbation of tbe aboye-mentioned ambassador, concluded 
a definitive Treaty consisting of fixed Articles and stipulations. 

That Treaty having been submitted to the British Government, oeitam 
changes in its Articles and provisions consistent with friendship appeared 
necessary, and Henry Ellis, Esq., was accordingly despatched to this Courfc 
in charge of a letter explanatory of the above-mentioned alterations. There- 
fore their Excellencies Mirza Mohammed Shefiee, Prime Minister (titles)^ 
Mirza Buzurg Caimaian (titles), and Mirza Abdul Wahab, Principal Secretarv 
of State, were duly appointed and invested with full powers to negotiate wita 
the plenipotentiaries of His Majesty, James Morier, Esq., recently appointed 
minister at this Court, and the above-mentioned Henry Ellis, Esq. These 
plenipotentiaries havinor consulted on the terms most ^advisable for this 
alliance have comprised them in eleven Articles. What relates to ooqimeroe^ 
trade, and other affairs will be drawn up and concluded in a separate com* 
mercial Treaty. 

Abticle 1. 

The Persian Government judge it incumbent on them, after the conda* 
sion of the definitive Treaty, to declare all alliances contracted with Europeaa 
nations in a state of hostility with Great Britain null and void, and hold 
themselves bound not to allow any European army to enter the Persian terri« 
tory, not to proceed towards India, nor to any of the ports of that countrjt 
and also en^a«;e not to allow any individuals of such European nations enter- 
taining a design of invading India, or being at enmity with Great Britain 
whiit^'ver, to enter Persia. Should any of the European powers wish to 
invaiie India by the road of Kliarizm, Taturistan, Bokhara, Samarkand, or 
other routes, His Persian Majesty engages to induce the kings and governors 
of those countries to oppose such invasion, as much as is in nis power, either 
by tbe fear of his arms or by conciliatory measures. 

Articli ft. 

It is agreed that these Articles formed i^th the hand of truth and sin« 
c«*rity shall not be changed or altered, but there i^hall arise from them a daily 
hicrease of friendship which shall last for ever bet«i^een the two most serene 
kings, their heirs, succc*»si'rs, their subjects, and their respective kingdoms, 
dominions^ provinces, and countries ; and His Britannic Majesty further 
eui^age^ not to interfere in any di<9pute which may hereafter arise between the 
Princes, Noblemen, and great Chiefs of Persia, and if one of the contending 
parties i^hould even (>ffer a province oL Persia with a view of obtaining assist- 
ance, the Kn;;!ish Government shall not agree to such a proposal, nor hj 
adopting it p«tftj««ts themselves of such part of Persia. 

Articli 3. 

The pur(»o*e of this Treaty is strictly defensive, and the object is thai 
from thtir mutual assistance, both States should derive stability and strength. 
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and this Treaty has only been concluded for the purpose of repellins: the 
ag'^ressicm of enemies; and the purport of the word agg'ression in this Treaty 
is an attack upon the territories of another State. Tlie limits of the territories 
of the two States of Russia and Persia shall be determined according t o the 
admission of Great Britain, Persia, and Russia. 

Article 4. 

It having: been agreed by an Article in the preliminary Treaty concluded 
between the high contracting parties that in case of any European nation 
invading Persia, should the Persian Government require the assistance of the 
English, the Governor General of ludia, on the part, of Great Britain, shall 
comply with the wish of the Persian Government by sending from India the 
force required, with officers, ammunition, and warlike stores, or, in lieu thereof, 
the English Government shall pay an annual subsidy, the amount of which 
shall }>e regulated in a definitive Treaty to be concluded between the high 
contracting parties ; it is hereby provided that the amount of the said subsidy 
shall be two hundred thousand (2,00,000) tomans annually. It is further 
agreed that the said subsidy shall not be paid in cane the war with such 
European nation shall have been produced by an agprression on the part of 
Persia; and since the payment of the subsidy will be made solely for the 
purpose of raising and disciplining an army, it is agreed that the English 
minister shall be satisfied of its being duly applied to the purpose for which 
it is assigned. 

Article 5. 

Should the Persian Government wish to introduce European difcipline 
among their troops, they are at liberty to employ European officers for that 
purpose, provided the said officers do not belong to nations in a state of war 
or enmity with Great Britain. 

Article 6. 

Should any European power be engaged in war with Persia when at peace 
with England, His Britannic Majesty engages to use hi^ best endeavours to 
bring Persia and such European power to a friendly understanding. If, how- 
ever. His Majesty's cordial interference should fail of success, England shall 
still, if required^ in conformity with the rtipulations in the preceding Articles, 
send a force from India, or, in lieu thereof, pay an annual subsidy of two 
hundred thousand tomans for the support of a Persian army so long as a war 
io the supposed case shall continue, and until Persia shall make peace with 
such nation. 

Article ?• 

Since it is the custom of Persia Co pay the troops six months in advance, 
the English minister at that Court shall do all in his power to pay the subsidy 
in as early instalments as may be couvenieut. 

Arttclk 8. 
Should the Afghans be at war with the British nation, His Persian 
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• 
Majesty engages to send an army against them in such force and in sneh 
manner as may be concerted with the English Government. The expense of 
such an army shall be defrayed by the British Government in such manner as 
may be agreed upon at the period of its being required. 

Article 9. 

If war should be declared between the Afghans and Persians^ the English 
Goverument shall not interfere with either party unless their mediation to 
effect a peace shall be solicited by both parties. 

Artici^ 10. 

Should any Persian subject of diKtinction showing signs of hostility and 
rebellion take refuge in the British dominions, the English Government shall, 
on intimation from the Persian Government, turn him out of their coantiy, 
or, if he refuse to leave it, shall seize and send him to Persia. * 

Previously to the arrival of such fugitive in the English territory, should 
the Governor of the district to which he may direct his flight receive intelli- 
gence of the wishes of the Persian Government respecting him, he sl'all refuse 
him admission. After such prohibition, should such porson persist in his 
resolution, the said Governor shall cause him to be seized and sent tct Persia, 
it being understood that the aforesaid obligations are reciprocal between the 
contracting parties. j 

Artiolb 11. 

Shonld His Persian Majesty require assistance from the English /Oovem- 
ment in the Persian Gulf, they shall, if convenient and practicable, ateist him 
with ships of war and troops. The expenses of such expedition/shall be 
accounted for and defrayed by the Persian Government, and the aha>ve ships 
shall anchor in such ports as shall be pointed out by the Persian Government^ 
and not at other harbours without permission, except from absolute rieceasity. 

A definitive Treaty between the two States having formerly been pre- 
pared, consisting of 12 Articles, and certain changes not inconsistent with 
friendship having appeared necessary, we, the plenipotentiaries of the two 
States comprising the said Treaty in 11 Article#, have hereunto set our hands 
and seals, in the royal city of Teheran, this twenty-fifth day of November, in 
the year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and fourteen, correspond- 
ing with the twelfth Zilhajeh, in the year of the Hegira one thousand two 
hundred and twenty-nine.

Translation of a Bond granted by Abbas Mirza, Pbincb 
BoYAL of Persia, to Lieutenant-Colonel Maodonald, 
British Envoy — 1828. 

Be it known to Colonel Macdouald, British envoy nt our Courts that we, 
the heir-apparent to the Persian throne, in virtue of the full powers vested in 
us by the Shah^ in all matters touching the forei;^n relations of this kin^om, 
do hereby pK'd<;e our solemn word and promise that if the British Govern- 
meot will assist us with the sum of two hundred thousand tomans (2.00,000) 
towards the liquidation of the indemnity due hy us to Russia, we will expun^^e, 
and hereafter consider as annulled, the 3rd and 4th Articles of the definitive 
Treaty between the two States, concluded by Mr. Ellis, and obtain the royal 
•a action to the same. 

Tbis paper l>ears the Seal of His Royal Highness Abbas Mirza and that 
of Lis Persian Majesty's minister the Kaim Mukam.

Relative to the Articles S and 4 of the Treaty between England and 
Persia, which was concluded by Mr. Ellis), in the month Zihija a.H. 1229, 
agreeably to the entragements entered into with Your Excellency, that in con- 
■equence of the sum of 2,00,000 tomans, the currency of the country, pre* 
•eoted as an nid to Persia in consideration of the losses she has sustainea in 
the war with Ruwia, we the heir-apparent, vested with full powers in all 
matters connected with the politicks of this nation, have agreed that the said 
two Articles shall be expunged, and have delivered a bond to Your Exoellency, 
which is already in your hands. 

lo the month of Zikeydk A.H. 1243| on our going to wait upon His 
^»sty at Teheran, in conformity with the note addressed to Your Excellency 
by Mirxa Abul Hosseiu Khan, the Minister for Forei«rn Affairs, we were 
appointed sole Agent in this matter by His Majesty with unlimited authority ;

Macdonald, have afforded us the assistance of 2,00,000 tomans, we, the re- 
presentative of the king, have on this^day, the 14th of the month Suffer, and 
the 24th of the Christian month August, annulled the two obnoxious Articles 
of oar propitious Treaty. 

The envoy, considering this document as a ratification on the subject of 
the two Articles, will know that it is liable to no further comment from the 
Minbters of the Shah's Court.

After Compliments, — Let it be known to Colonel Macdonald, the English 
envoy exalted by our munificence, that our noble son having represented to us 
his having recently come to an arrangement relative to the two Articles of the 
Treaty with England, we have ordered that what has been executed by oar 
son touching this transaction, in conformity with the Firman of full powers 
granted him by us, be confirmed by our royal ratification and consent^ and we 
duly appreciate the exertions of Your Excellency during the last year, which 
have obtained you the good-will of the Shah. 

Regarding the crore of tomans required for the redemption of Khors, 
agreeably to what has been laid before us, His Royal Higliness Abbas Hi 
has directed the payment of 4,00,000 tomans by Mahomed Mirza, and 
have besides instructed the remaining 1,00,000 toroans to be delivered to 
Mirza Abul Hossein Khan, Minister for Foreign Affairs, for the purpose of 
being transmitted to you. 

Your Excellency will therefore, conceiving thip Firman as your security^ 
become responsible for the payment of the al)ove sum, which will l)e afterwards 
repaid to you by the Lord of Exalted Rank Mirza Abul Hossein Khan; also 
make known to as all your wishes.

This aujipicionn Firman is it^sufnl to inform our l>elove<l and renowni-d son, 
Hossein Ali Mirza, the (i<»vernor (leiieril of Fars, that the British A^ent at 
the Court has repP'sented to onr mim^teni that the officers of the customs of 
Fart and the portu have commenced to exact a duty on hornes purchased in 
Pernia by British subjects for exportation t > their own country. According to 
his statement this re^ul:iti<m did not formerly exist ; and in consideration of 
the friendship between the two Stat4»s which has rendered their interf^ts in- 
separable, it is our wish in every respect to cultivate the prpsent alliance; there- 
fore our l>eloved son is ordered to give instructions, both with regard to horses 
and other pro)»erty and goods Wlonging to British subjects, that.no duties 
shall in future be levied on them, excepting such as long-established usages 
authorize. 

You are enjoinetl to pay the fullest attention to the purport of this 
Firman, and not only to prevent the subjects of the Britbh Government 
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from suffering any injustice or molestatioD^ but to extend them every protec- 
tion and indulgence.

Such bankrupt shall not be at liberty until he shall have afforded bail

'i whatever belonging to his relatives, and in which the bankrupt has no concern

Articlb 10. 

If the bankruptcy has been caused by accidental fire or shipwreck, 
proven, or by robbery by enemies, then in that case bail shall not be required. 

Article 11. 

The punishment of the fraudulent bankrupt shall be the same as that 
(laid down) for the thief and liar, and the authority to mitigate punishment 
in certalh exceptions shall rest wijth tlie king only. The fraudulent bankrupt 
shall be imprisoned during the period of investigation, and shall not (be per- 
mitted to) hold communication with any one, even his own governors. All 
his property shall be distrained, and he may not a second time engage in trade 
nor be (a Mabashir Kar) an agent in business. Similar punishment shall be 
inflicted upon his accomplices and those persons who may have secreted his 
property. . 

AfiTICLE 12. 

Agreements entered into by an insolvent after his insolvency has appeared 
and been proven shall be null and void; and in like manner all deeds of gift 
drawn out after his insolvency shall be null and void. 

Article 18. 

The division of the property of a bankrupt among his creditors shall take 
place after the lapse of four months. If the effects of the bankrupt are of a 
kind (liable) to be speedily injured or destroyed, such as cattle, articles of 
food, &c., they shall, without delay, be turned into money. Merchandize 
which, after the publication of his insolvency, may be sent to the bankrupt, 
shall be distrained in the Custom House and sent to the Dewan Khaneh^ and. 
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the Government Seal ; in the said dafturs all claims should, aceording to their 
respective dates and numbers, be entered. The dates and numbers of the 
dufturs (entries) should also be inscribed on the face of the agreement. The 
pages of the dufturs should be numbered, and should contain no emendationa 
or erasures. 

Articlk 2. 

Agreements which have been rendered valid by registry in the large 
duftur should l>e again separately written in the Dowau Khaneh in alphabeti- 
cal order, together with the names of the contracting parties, and a numerical 
list of the large dufturs be framed. 

Articlk *3. 

Should there exist in one 8|>ot two bonds in the shape of claims for 
money, which have been duly rejjistered in the Dewan Khaneh, that whoee 
entry in the Dewan Khaneh shall bear the older date shall be first executed. 
This condition not to supercede thone regulations relative to the proportional 
division of property which are to have effect at the |>eriod of bankruptcy. 

« 

Articlk 4. 

The registry of agreements is not essential, but bonds which, according 
to regulation, have been rendered valid by registry in the Dewan Khaneh. 
•hall especially be held of greater validity over external bonds (contracted 
independently), which shall not bo executed until the execution of those bonds 
which have been duly registered in the Dewan Khaneh shall have taken place ; 
such independently contracted bonds may be brought to and registered in the 
Dewan Khaneh during the space of one year. 

Articlb 5. 

Whoever shall (desire to) sell or place in pledge his immoveable propcrtyi 
shall give into the hands of the purchaser a deed of sale or ( S^ ) transfer; 
should he not pay the money at the time agreed upon, he shall cause it to be 
put up to sale, and the Dewan Khaneh, previous U) registering and render* 
ing valid such agreement of purchase or sale, shall atK^ertain that its deed 
of sale or transfer ban been deliveied into the h^dsof the purchaser, and that 
the said real estate has not been sold nor given in pledge or security to some 
other person. 

Articlb 6. 

The payment of the money of a bond shall not l>e (considered) proved 
until both creditor and debtor shall have attached their seals and signatures 
to the bond that the whole of the moi^y has been received ; otherwise, at 
the time of emergency, it will be nect*ssary to establish the settlement of the 
debt by prodocing evidence and making affidavit. 

Articlk 7. 

On the death of a debtor tlie creditors shall have the right of claiming 
their mooey from the heira of the deceased previoos to the matarity of the

bond or promissory noie^ and the heirs to the property of the deceased shall 
tatisfy those claims. 

AUTICLB 8. 

Every tnider and merchant who shall appear insolvent shall make affi- 
davit that ho has not secreted uny of his property, and shall establish (prove) 
hit insolvency ; so, also, liis partners and ugeuts shall take oath that they have 
not secreted any of his property. 

Articlb 9. 

Such bankrupt shall not be at liberty until he shall have afforded bail 
for bis appearance, and the ma«^istrate shall distrain the effects of the bank- 
rapt, and those of his children and women ; but in the event of its being 
proved that he has become owner of such property subsequent to his insolvency, 
whatever belonp'in<; to his relatives, and in which the bankrupt has no concern 
whatever, which has reached them as inheritance, or as the product of a 
separate trade or profession, or which has passed away to the husband as the 
dowries of the daug'htcrs, shall be free from distraint. 
• 

Akticlk 10. 

If the bankruptcy has been caused by accidental fire or shipwreck, 
proveo, or by robbery by enemies, then in that case bail shall not be required. 

Article 11. 

The punishment of the fraudulent bankrupt shall be the same as that 
(laid down) for the thief and liar, aud the authority to mitigate punishment 
in certafc exceptions shall rest with tlie king only. The fraudulent bankrupt 
shall be imprisoned during the period of investigation, and shall not (be per- 
mitted to) hold communication with any one, even his own trovernors. All 
his property shall be distrained, and he may not a second time engage in trade 
nor be (a Mabashir Kar) an Hgent in business. Similar punishment shall be 
inflicted upon his accomplices and those persons who may have secreted his 
property. 

Article 12. 

Agreements entered into by an insolvent after his insolvency has appeared 
and been proven shall be null and void; aud in like manner all deeds of gift 
drawn out after his insolvency shall be null and void. 

Artislb is. 

The division of the property of a bankrupt among his creditors shall take 

tlace after the lapse of four months. If the effects of the bankrupt are of a 
ind (liable) to Ik? 8|K*cdilv injured or destroyed, such as cattle, articles of 
food, tc., they shall, without delay, be turned into money. Aierchandize 
which, after the publication of his insolvency, may be sent to the bankrupt, 
diall be distrained in the Custom House and sent to the Dewan Kbaneh^ and. 
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in like manner, letters of whatever kind to the address of the bankmpt, indi- 
cative of absence of the truth of his insolvency^ shall be taken to the Dewan 
Khaneh. 

Articli 14. 

The bankrupt not havin^)^ satisfied all claims against him shall still be 
considered a debtor. His creditors shall, of their own accord, nllow him time 
on account of the remainder of their claims, and in the interim whatever he 
may obtain or become heir to shall be given up in payment of his debts. 

Articlb 15. 

Should there be any discrepancy between the entry in the duftnr and 
the bond itself, and tiie Dewan Khaneh have erroneously made the registry, 
it (the Dewan Khaneh) shall make good the debts of the insolvent* 

Articlb 16. 

Those n»ckoned fraudulent bankrupts arc of the following description :— 
l$l, those who cannot establish their in8(»lvency nor give u public account of 
the money and effects they liave received from others; Smd, those who, whether 
secretly or ooenly, convey merchandize to their hometi ; 3rd, those who, aware 
of their insolvency, shall, after the same having become apparent, make gifts 
with a view to securing to themselves (liL, eating up) the property of their 
creditors; 4iJ^, those who shall again sell or give in pledge immoveable pro- 
perty already sold to or in pledge with others; Oti, those who shall sell or give 
in pledge religious endowments {^J^ y J*^ ). 

Articlb 17. 

His Majesty the king has abolished all places of asylum in the homes of 
individuals, except in certain mos<|u^ and sanctified places, such as the houses 
of well known (Oolumus) priests and the king's palaces, which, from olden 
time, have been places of refuge ; and has c^mniandKl that none of the subjects 
of this government (the Persian) shall admit into their houses delinquents, 
such as thieves, bankrupts, and «>thers. Whoever shall disobey these royal 
orders shall subject himself to punishment. 

Articije 18. 

Since, for the transaction of mercantile affairs, a Mullick-oot«Tijjar, 
or Chief of merchants, is in f very placre nocesFary, accordingly the uiiiiiitlert 
of the Persian Government will ap|)oint a Mullick-oot-Tijjar in every place in 
Persia where extended commerce is carried on ; and moreover, when the 
business of British merchants shall b^ transacted in the Dewan Khaneh, it 
(the Dewan Khaneh) shall arrange and si»ttle the same in the presence of a 
delegate from the mi<tsion or consulate ; and so, in like manner, the distraint 
of the pn*|Hfrty of a bankrupt or of the effects of a deceased debtor, in easee 
connected with foreign subjects, shall be made in the presence of a delegate 
from the British authorities. The British Agents shall demand (the amount 
of) tbo ckiims of (due to the) bankrupts from his debtors^ being natives of the 
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eountry, in the same manner as if the debtors were themselves subjects of the 
** '* * Government. 



Reverting to Article 5, treating of immoveable property. In Persia there 
are three descriptions of persons holding villages: Itt, the kinii^; 2nd, the 
landed proprietor (malik) ; 3rd, the inhabitants. Should the malik (desire to) 
place bis village in pledge he shall, in order to obviate discussion, fir^t obtain 
the permission of the king's government and of the inhabitants. 

It is necessary that the high rank before mentioned should make 
known and publish the above-written details iu the Dewan Khanehs of the 
province of Yezd according to these instructions, and strictly warn the autho- 
rities snd executives of the Dewan Klianehs of the province alluded to to act 
op to the commands conveyed in this august documenti nor in any way 
swerve from or disobey them. Let them consider the same their bounden duty.

On account of the friendship subsisting between the two ever-enduring 
Oovemments of Persia and England^ it is agreeable to our favour-dispensing 
Sablime Majesty that tbe servants and dependents of the Ambassadors of the 
English Government resident at this (^urt^ should live in all confidence and 
tranouiUity, and should at all times be under the shadow of the protection 
and tavour of our Sublime Majesty ; therefore in this auspicious year of the 
Hog, this auspicious Firman has been written to this effect, that the servants 
and dependants of the English Government, whether Persians or natives of 
other countriesi are safe and secure ; and under all circumstances, in the same 
manner aa the people of that Government are treated by other Governments, 
eo under this Government also the same treatment will be shown.

and Sublime Majesty, and that never, in this God-pro t«>cte<l land, in any pos- 
sible manner, should they be exposed to loss or detriment of any kind in ioeir 
lives or property.

the whole country, and let them know that it is imperative.

With regard to the abolition of the trafBe in ne|;r(H« (slaves) by sei, it 
is a lont; timi* sine*" it was premised, and Your Excellf'iicy recently informed 
me >onri<rlt that the ilii«cuh-iiins on this subject wvre naarly brought to a 
conclusion, and that, plfose God, it would be complett-d in a few days; but aa 
vet it huH n<*t been tinishe^l. 

If the IVisan Ciovcrnment had appri*cisted my representations on this 
subject, the pruhibiti>>n wmild ere this have been sunrtii^ned ; but a<t this has

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not been the ca-^e, I am now obliged to demand a clear and dpcisive answer on 
this subject, as to whether the Persian Government will issne an order prohibit- 
ing the importation of negroes by sea or not. 

If it be the intention of the Persian Government to issue this order, I 
request to be made acquainted with to-day; and if it is not their intention to 
do so, an immediate and explicit answer is necessary to enable me to forward 
it for the information of my government, and that Your Excellency, after 
all yoar promises, should no longer evade giving me a decided answer on this 
•abject. 

The British Government are very anxious to know the determination of 
the Persian government, and I therefore request Your Excellency will be good 
enough to send me a positive answer, as my government will not consent to 
any further delay on my part iu this mutter.

An imperative order has been issued which evinces the exceedingly great 
favour entertained towards you, my honoured friend, by His Majesty, &c., fte., 
the Shah| which is evident will always increase. The importation of slaves 
by sea alone is forbidden, and imperative orders will be issued to the Oovemors 
of Pars and Arabia that hereafter strict prohibition should be observed that 
no negroes should be either imported or exported except by land. 

This affair, in fulfilment of the request of that esteemed friend, has, thank 
God, been concluded through the countless favour of His Majesty, etc., eta, ete., 
the Shah, towards you, and by my exertions. 

But the Persian ministers in equal proportion require that by the true 
friendship of the ministers of the British Government, when they make a 
request it will also be acceded to.

HossKiN Khan, Govbrkor of Fars — 1848. 

To the high in rank, the pillar of nobility, etc., etc., Hossein Khan, the 
Controller of i)tate affairs and Governor of Fars, who has been exalted and 
supported by the distinguished favours of His Majesty, etc., etc., the Shah, be it 
known — 

That it is a long time since a request for the abolition of the importation 
of negroes by sea was made on the part of the ministers of the British Govern* 
ment to the ministers and authorities of this kingtlom, but their request during 
this long period has not obtained an answer or (our) consent. 

But in consequence of the favour entertained by our august sovereign, 
etc., etc., towards tlie high in rank, the sincere well-wisher of the State, the 
chosen among Christian nobles, etc, etc., CoMnel Farrant, Charg^ d'Affairee 
of the English Government, on account of his respectful condoct and manner 
of proceedmg which have been made UEianifest, and purely for the regard we 
entertain for him, we have accepted and complied with his request, and we 
have ordained that henceforward that high in rank shall warn all merchants 
and persons passing to and fro to discontinue to bring negroes by sea ; and 
that they shall not export or import ijegroes except by land, which is by no 
mfans forl'idden. That high in rank will be held responsible for the fulfil- 
ment of the orders contained in this communication.

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Tbahslation of a Fibman issued by His Majesty the Shah to 
MiRZA Nebbee Khan, Govebnok of Ispahan aod Persian 
Arabia— 1848. 

To the high in rank, the superior of Generals, the esteemed of the 
soTtreipn, Mirza Nebbee Khan, Chief of the Civil Law Court and Governor of 
Ispahan and Arabia, who has been honoured by the favour of the pure mind 
of iba king of kings, be it known that at this time the hv^h io rank, the 
noble and exalted, possessed of dignity, the pillar of Christian nobles, the 
cream of the great men of Christendom, the undoubted well-wisher of the 
Stato, Colonel Parrant, Charg^ d'Affaires of the exalted English Government, 
who enjoys the unbounded favour of His Majesty the Shah, whose resplendent 
mind is desirous to gratify him, made a friendly request on the part of the 
ministers of that exalted government from the ministers of His Majesty the 
Shah, etc., etc., that with a view to preserve the existing friendship between 
the two exalted States, a decree should be issued from the source of magni- 
ficence (the Shah) that hereafter the importation of the negro tribes by sea 
•boold be forbidden, and this traflSc be abolished. 

In consequence of this it is ordered and ordained that that high in rank 
.after pemsing this Firman, which is equal to a decree of fate, it will be incum- 
bent on him to issue positive and strict injunctions to the whole of the dealers 
io davee who trade by sea, that henceforth by sea alone the importation and 
exportation of negroes into the Persiun dominions is entirely forbidden, but 
not by land. Not a single individual will be permitted to bring negroes by sea 
withoot being subjected to severe punishment. 

That high in rank must in this matter give peremptory orders throughout 
hie government and not be remiss.

GoKVBNTiON concluded between Colonel Sheil and Ameer-e- 
NiZAM for the detention and search of Persian vessels by 
British and East I^ia Company's cruizers — 1861. 

The Persian Government agrees that the ships of war of the British 
Oovemment and of the East India Company bhall, in order to prevent the 
obaooe of negro slaves, male and female, being imported, be permitted for tho 
period of eleven years to search Persian merchant vessels in the manner detailed 
IB ibis doeament, with the exception of Persian Government vessels, n^t 
being ft seels the property of merchants, or the property of Persian subjerts; 
with those government vessels there xi to be no interference whatever. l*he 
Persian government agrees that in no manner whatever shall any nr^gro slaves 
be imported in the vessels of the Persian Government. 

The Aoriembnt is this — 

Fifd. — ^That in giving this permii^sion to search mercantile vesselH and 
tboee of subjectsi the st-anh shall from the first to the last be effected with fb«f 
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co-operation, intervention, and knowledge of Persian oflScers, who are to ba 
on board ve^selfl of tie English Government. 

Second. — The merchant vessels shall not be detained longer than is neces- 
sary to effpct the search for slaves. If slaves should be foand in any of thoM 
vessels, the British authorities are to take possession of them, and to carry 
them away, without detaining or causing them (that is, the people of the ship 
importing slaves) any other damage besides that of depriving them of the 
slaves. The vcs^l itself in which the slaves have been imported shnll, by the 
co«operation and knowIp<l^e of the officers of the Persian (Government, who 
are on board of the British cruizers, be delivered to the authorities of the 
Persian ports, who are there on the part of the Persian Oovernment ; and the 
authorities of this (the Persian) government are to punish and fine, in a 
manner suitable to the crime he has committed, the owner of that slaving 
vessel who has acted in contravention of the commands of His Majesty the 
King of Persia by importing slaves. 

The British shifts of war are not in any manner to interfere with the 
Persian trading; vesselB without the co-operutioii of the Perr^ian Oovt*rnment 
officers ; but the Persian Government officers must not on their part be remiai 
in the dutv committed to them. 

This convention is to 1>e in force for a period of eleven years, and after 
these eleven years have expireil, and the stipulated period has elapsed, if the 
Persian vessels shall W interfered with for even a single day beyond the eleven 
years, it will be opposed to the course of friendship with the Persian Oovern- 
ment and to the maintenance of her rights, and this government will make a 
demand for satisfaction. 

If the slaves who have been heret>fore in Persia, and are now there, 
should, from the present date and henceforward, wiifh to proceed by sea on a 
pilgrimage to Mecca, or to India, or travel by sea, they must, with the 
knowledge of the British Hesident in Bushire, procure a passport from the 
officer at the head of the Persian Passport Office in Rushire, and no exception 
shall hereafter l>e taken to any slave holding a pa«8|K>rt. The passport (regu* 
lation) obtained with the knowledge of the British K«*sident at Bushire, is, 
like the other stipulations written above, t<i l>e for a |>erioil of eleven years. 

This a:;rfefnent of th*' right of search, and th<« ap|Miintment of tlu* Persian 
Government officers to be on bo:ird the British cniiTers, will come in force on 
the 1st of Rubbee-cHil-Annl 126H (January lst,M*<:i2). 

From the <late iif this document to the above date there is no right of search.

Engagement of the Persian Government regarding Herat. 

15th Kel>lH;Uo<>-S.«iiCtt J2(39 (.lunuary 2oth, 185^^ 

The Persian government en^^a^es not to send troops on any account to 
the territory of Herat, excepting? when troi>|>8 from without attack that place, 
that is t*> say, tr<»o|)s from the direction of Cabool| or from Candahar, or from 
other foreign territory ; »nd in case of troops heing despatched under such 
Gircumstances, the Persian government hinds itself that thoy shall not enter 
the city of Herat, and that immediately on the retreat of the foreign troops 
to their own country, the Persian force shall forthwith return to the Persian 
•oil without delay. 

llie Persian government also engages to abstain from all interference 
whatsoever in the internal affairs of Herat, likewise in (regard to) occupation 
or taking possession, or assuming the sovereignty or government, except that 
the same amount of interference which took place between the tWo in the 
^time of the late Zuheer-ood-Dowlah, Yar Mahomed Khan, is to exist as former- 
ly. The Persian government, therefore, engages to address a letter to Syed 
Mahomed Khan, acquainting him with these conditions, and to forward it to 
bim (by a person) accompanied by some one belonging to the English mission, 
who may be in Meshed. 

The Persian government also engages to relinquish all claim or preten- 
sion to the coinage of money and to the '' Khootbeh,'' or to any other mark 
whatever of subjection or of allegiance on the jiart of the pe<iple of Herat to 
Persia. But if, as in the time of the late Kamran and in that of the late Yar 
Mahomed Khan, they should, of their own accord, send an offering in money 
and strike it in the Shah's name, Femiia will receive it without making any 
objection. This condition will also be imme<linle1y communicated to Sj'ed 
Mahomed Khan. They also ent^at^e to recall Ahhns Kooloo Khan, Pceseean, 
after four months from the date of his arrival, 8r> that he may not reside theie 
permanently ; and hereatter no (KMnianent agent will be placed in Herat, hut 
intercourse will be maintained ^s in the time of Yar Mahomed Khan. Neither 
will they maintain a |)ernianent agent on the pait of Herat in Teheran. 
There will be the samo rolaMons and |»rivilej^«'s whieh existt»d in Kamran *m 
time, and in that of the late Yar M:diomeil Khan. For instance, if at any 
time it should Iw necessary for the punishment of the Toorkonians, or in case 
of disturbance or rebellion in the Shah's dominions, that the Persian govern- 
ment should receive assistance from the Heratees, similar to that afforded by 
the late Yar Mahomed Khan, they ma\% as formerly, render assistance of their 
own accord and free-will, bnt not of a {>ermanent nature. 

The Persian government further engagps, unconditionally and without 
exoeption, to release and set free all the Chiefs of Herat who are in Meshed or

from Herat may come here and themwlvea desire to remain, or to enter 
the aervice. Theae will be treated with kindnesa and favour aa formerly. 
Distinct ordera will be isaned immediately to the Prince Governor of Khoraa- 
aan to carry out theae engagementa. 

The above aiz engagementa on the part of the Peraian ^vernment are to 
be observed and to have eflPect ; and the Peraian miniatera, notwithatandiny 
the righta which they posseas in Herat, a»lely out of friendship, and to aatiafy 
the Rngliah Government, have entered into these en«ra^menta with the 
English Government ao long aa there ia no interference whataoever on ita part 
in the internal aCFaira of Herat an<i ita dependenciea ; otherwiae theae engage- 
menta will be null and void, and aa if they never had existed or been written. 
And if any foreign (State), either Afghan or other, should deaire to interfere 
with or encroach upon the territory of Herat or ita dependenciea and the 
Peraian ministers should make the request, the British Government are not 
to be remiss in restraining them and in iriving their friendly advice, ao that 
Herat may remain in ita own state of independence.

Thb Sadb Azih to Syed Mahomed Khan, Ruleb of Herat. 

Janoaiy 2eth, 1853. 

The Peraian ministers, from the time when they began to give aid and 
aasistanoe to you, my son, had no intention of taking posaeaaion or asauming 
aovereigntv over Herat ; nay, they were desirous that it should remain in a 
atate of independence, ami be prt-served from the attacka and inva^iona of 
foreignera. They had no views of acquisition on the Herat soil, or of 
raising contributions fnim Herat or the people of Herat, and the^ circum* 
atancea were made known to the Mufti (lafely Political Agent from the 
Governor of Herat to the Shah) when he was here. Now, when their 
intentiona have, thunk G<>d, been accomplished, it is neceaaary that I ahould 
inform you, my eon, of the Articlea and engagemonta which the (Persian) 
ministers have impoaed upon themaelvea. They are to the following effect :— 

That the Peraian ministers never had, nor will ever have, any idea of 
taking posseafion, aaauming the aover^ignty, or governing either Herat or 
the Herat territ4>ry, or ita people, and will not interfere in any manner what- 
aoever in the internal affaira of Herat, so that they may be independent in 
their country and their own affairs, without the interference of any one 
belonging either to this government or to the Afghana of Cabool and Canda* 
har, or other foreignera. They will not in any manner agree that the Khootbeh 
(prayer in the Shah'a name) should be recited in the name of Hie Majeaty 
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(the Shmh). With regard to the coinage' also, solely to seoare your independ- 
enoe, my son^ they will never consent that the current coin should be struck 
IB the name of His Majesty (the Shah). But if, as in the times of the late 
Kamian and the late Yar Mahomed Khan, you should desire to send a sum 
of money as an ofiferingf and that money should be struck in His Migesty's 
name, the Persian ministers will not object to it and it will be received. If 
at any time it should be necessary that the people of Herat should give 
assistance to Persia in order to punish the Toorkomans^ or when there is a 
disturbance or rebellion in the Persian territory, they may of their own 
free-will^ as was formerly done in the time of the late Yar Mahomed Khan, 
•end assistance in men, but not as a permanent force. Yes, that which 
His Majesty the Shah .considers imperative on him, on account of the services 
rendered by the late Zuheer-ood-Dowlah is, that if any foreign troops, Afghan 
or other, should invade Herat, the ministers of this ever-enduring State shall 
despatch troops to the aid of Heratees, to join the Herat troops outside of the 
town of Herat, and when the foreign troops have been expelled from the 
Herat soil, to return immediately to the Persian territory. No doubt after 
you have become acquainted with the real sentiments of the (Persian) minis* 
lers, you will act in conformity with them.

LnUTBKAKT-COLOKEL ShBIL TO SyBD MaHOMBD KHAK, BULBB 

OF HSBAT. 

Tour Excellency has no doubt heard of the anxiety testiBed many years 
ago by the government of Her Majesty the Queen of Oreat Britain for the 
maintenance of the independence of Herat. Although circumstances have 
withdrawn Her Msjesty^s government of late from any direct connection with 
Afghanistan, they have not ceased to take a warm interest in the welfore and 
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proflperity of Herat, and in the preservation of its independence under AMian 
rule. They have watched with solicitude during the last year and a half, 
since Your Excellency's accession to the government of that country, the 
progress of events in Herat, and the issue has been that they have felt them* 
selves called on to require an explanation from the Persian ministers for their 
sliare in certain proceedings connected with Your Excellency's territory, and 
to claim from them assurances for the maintenance of that territorv independ* 
eiit of Persian rule. The discussions which followed terminated in certain 
<*^j?>M?^KnGnts concluded by this government, and which I deem it my duty to 
bring to the knowledge of Your Excellency. They are contained in the three 
enclosed papers, wliich are copies of the originals, consisting of a document 
scaled by the Prime Minister of Persia, a letter from the Prime Minister to 
Your Ex«:ellency, and a Firman from the Shah to your address, ratifying the 
engagementH ot the Sudr Azim. 

These doi-uments sutiiciently explain the views of Great Britain, which^ 
briefly 8tat(*d» are a detcrrainatiuu that Herat shall remain in Afghan haude 
and ill iiide|)endenoe. 

I sincerely trust that the time has arrived when you will cease to require 
aid (ri>m the (rovernment of this country, and tliat henceforward Your Excel- 
Icncy will be able alone to maintain the integrity of your country. Your 
Excellency mny lie a*:8ured that the ruler who set'ks foreign aid loses the 
respect and the loyalty of his subjects, anil that there is only one termination 
to repeated applications for forei;;n succour. Tbe good-will of your subjects 
is your surest safe<ruard. By upright, just, and impartial govprnment, by 
cultiviitini; Afghan national feeling, there can be no lioubt of your ability to 
.maintain your position against all intruders, in the same manner that Your 
Kxcellency*s father, the late Yar Mahomed Khan, accomplished with such 
biilliant !*uc<vs:a.

being both equally and sincerely animated by a desire to put a stop to the 
eTtIs of a war, which \h contrary to their friendly wishes and dispositions, and 
to re-estflbliih on a solid batiis the n^lations of amity which had so lon^f existed 
between the two exalted States by means of a peace calculated for their 
matoal advantage and benefit, have appointed as their plenipotentiaries for 
carrying into effect this dei^ired object tlie following, that is to say :-~ 

Her Majesty the Queen of the Tnited Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Ireland— the lli^ht Honourable Henry Richard Charles, Baron Cowley, a Peer 
of the Unite<l Kingdom, a Member of Her Majesty's Most Honourable Privy 
CouDcil, Knight Grand Cross of the Most Honourable Order of the Bath, 
Her Majesty's ambassador extraordinary and plenipotentiary to His Majesty 
the Ero|»eror of the French, etc., etc., etc. 

And His Majesty the Shah of Persia— His Excellency the abode of great- 
neaS| the favourite of the king, Ferokh Khan, Ameen-ool-Moolk, the great 
ambassador of the mighty State of Persia, the possessor of the royal portrait 
and of the blue cordon, the bearer of the diamond-studded girdle, etc., etc., etc. 

Who, having exhibited and exchanged their lull powers, and found them 
to be in due form, have agreed upon and concluded the following Articles :— 

Articlb 1, 

From the day of the exchange of the ratifications of the present Treaty 
there shall be peqietual pe.ice and friendship l)ctween Her Majesty the Quei*n 
of the United Kini^f'dom of (f rent Britain and Ireland on the one part and 
His Majesty the Shah of Persia on tlie other, as likewise between their 
respective soccessoni, di>minions, and subjects. 

Article 2. 

Peace being happily concluded between their snid .Majesties, it is hereby 
Agreed that the forces of Her Majesty the Queen shall evueuate the Persian 
tt-rritory, suhjeot to oo'nditions and stipulations hen-after spvitiiHl. 

Articlk ;5. 

Tlie high contracting parties stipulate that nil prisoners taken during the 
war by either Indlij^erent shall l^e imnunliately liUerated. 

Aktici.e 4. 

His Majesty the Shah of Persia enirairps, immediately on the exchange 
of the ratifications of this Treaty, to pu!<lisli a full and complete amnesty, 
absolving all Persian subjects who may have in any way been compromised by 
their intercourse with the British forces during the war from any res|)4 fusibility 
for their conduct in that res|>ect, so that no pers4»ns, of whatever degree, shall 
be exposed to vexation, persecution, or punishment on that account. 

Article 5. 

Hia Majesty the Shah C'f Persia engages further to take imme<liate 
for withdrawing from the t4.*rritory and city of Herat, and from 
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every other part of Afghanistan, the Persian troops and authorities now sta- 
tioned therein ; such withdrawal to be effected within three months from tht 
date of the exchange of the ratifications of this Treaty. 

Article 6. 

His Majesty the Shah of Persia a^^'ees to relinquish all claims to soTe- 
reif^iy over the territory and city of Herat and the countries of Afithanistan, 
and never to demand from the Chiefs of Herat, or of the countries of Afghan- 
istan, any marks of obedience^ such as the coinage^ or " Khootbeh/' or 
tribute. 

His Majesty further engages to abstain hereafter from all interfer«»noe 
with the internal afEatrs of Afghanistan, His Majesty promises to recogniis 
the independence of Herat and of the whole of Af^hanistsni and nevei^to 
attempt to interfere with the independence of those States. 

In case of differences arising between the government of Persia and the 
countries of Herat and Afghanistan, the Persian government engages to refer 
them for adjustment to the friendly offices of the British Oovemment, and 
not to take up arms unless those friendly offices fail of effect. 

The British Oovemment^ on their part, engage at all times to exert their 
influence with the States of Afghanistan, to prevent any cause of umbrage 
being given by them, or by any of them, to the Persian government ; and 
the British Government, when appealed to by the Persian government, in the 
event of difficulties arising, will use their best endeavours to compose such 
differences in a manner just and honourable to Persia. 

Articlb 7. 

In case of any violation of the Persian frontier by any of the States 
referred to above, the Persian government shall have the right, if due satis- 
faction is not given, to undertake military operations for the repression and 
punishment of the aggressors ; but it is distinctly understood and agreed to 
that any military force of the Shah which may cross the frontier for the 
above-mentioned purpose shall retire within its own territory as soon as ita 
object is accomplished, and that the exercise of the above-mentioned right ia 
not to be made a preteit for the permanent ocaupation by Persia, or for the 
annexation to the Persian dominions, of any town or portion of the said 
SUtes. 

Articlb 8. 

The Persian government engages to set at liberty without ransom, imme- 
diately after the exchange of the ratifications of this Treaty, all prisoners 
taken during the operations of the Persian troops in Afghanistan, and all 
Afghans who may be detained either as hostages or as captives on politieal 
grounds in any part of the Persian dominions shall, in like manner, be set 
free ; provided that the Afghans, on their part, set at liberty, without ranaomj 
the Persian prisoners and captives who are in the power of the Afghans. 

Commissioners on the part of the two contracting powers shall^ if neeee- 
sary, be named to carry out the provisions of this Article. 
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Articlb 9. 

The high contractin(zr parties cn^^e that, in the entablishment and re* 
oof^nition of Consuls-General^ Consuls, Vice-Consuls, and Consular Agents, 
each shall be placed in the dominions of the other on the footing of the most 
favoured nation ; and that the treatment of their respective subjects and their 
trada shall also, in every respect, be placed on the footing of the treatment of 
the tobjecta and commerce of the most favoured nation. 

Articlb 10. 

Immediately after the ratifications of this Treaty have been exchanged 
the British mission shull return to Tehran, when the Persian government 
•greet to receive it with the apologies and ceremonies specified in the separate 
note aigned this day by the plenipotentiaries of the high contracting parties. 

Article 11. 

The Persian government engages, within three months after the return 
of the British mission to Tehran, to appoint a Commissioner, who, in con- 
jonction with a Commissioner to be appointed by the British Government, 
■hall examine into and decide upon the pecuniary claims of all British subjects 
npon the government of Persia, and shall pay such of those claims as may be 
pronounced just, either in one sum or by instalments, within a period not 
exceeding one year from the date of the award of the Commissioners, and the 
same Commissioners shall examine into and decide upon the claims on the 
Persian government of all Persian subjects, or the subjects of other powers, 
who, up to the period of the departure of the British mission from Tehran, 
were under British protection, which they have not since renounced* 

Articlb 12. 

Saving the provisions in the latter part of the preceding Article, the 
Britiali Government will renounce the right of protecting hereafter any 
Ptoian subject not actually in the employment of the British mission, or of 
British Consuls General, Consuls, Vice-Consuls, or Consular Agents, provided 
that no such right is accorded to or exercised by any other foreign powers ; 
bot in this, as in all other respects, the British Government requires, and the 
Persian government engages, that the same privileges and immunities shall in 
Peraia be conferred upon and shall be enjoyed by the British Government, its 
eerranta and its subjects, and that the same respect and consideration shall 
be ahown for them, and shall be enjoved by them, as are conferred upon and 
eajojred b? and shown to the most favoured foreign government, its servants 
and ita anbjecta. 

Articlb 13. 

The high contracting paKies hereby renew the agreement entered into 
bj theoB in the month of August 1851 (Shawal 1267) for the suppression of 
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the slave-trade in Persian Gulf, and enga<;ed further that the said agree- 
ment shsU continue in force after the date at which it expires, that is, after 
the month of August 1862, for the further space of ten years and for so 
long afterwards as neitlier of the high contract ins: parties shall, hy a formal 
declaration^ annul it; such declaration not to take effect until one year after 
it is made. 

Articlb 14. 

Imroediati'ly on the exchange of the ratifications of this Treaty, the 
British troops will desist from all acts of hostility against Persia, and the 
British Government ciigaires further that as soon as the stipulations in 
regard to the evacuation hy the Persian troops of Herat and the Afghan 
territories, as well as in regard to the reception of the British mission at 
Tehran, shall have l»een carrieil into full effect, the British troops shall, 
without delay, be withdrawn from all ports, places, and islands belonging to 
Persia; but the British Government engages that, during this interval, 
nothing shall be denignedly done by the Commander of the British troope 
to weaken the allegiance of the Persian subjects towards the Shah, which 
allegiance it is, on the contrary, their earnest d(*sire to confirm ; and further, 
the British Government engages that, as fur as possible, the subjects of Persia 
shall be secured agiin^t inconvenience from the presence of the British troops, 
and that all supplies which may l)e required for the use of those troops, and 
which the Persian government engagen to direct its auth(»rities to assist them 
in procuring, shall l>e paid for, at the fair market-price, by the British Com- 
missariat immediately on delivery. 

ASTICI.K 15. 

The present Treaty shall be ratified, and the ratifications exchanged at 
Bagdad in the space of three months, or sooner, if possible.

The unilen>ign«-<l, Her Britannic Majesty's a mliasBador extraordinary and 
plenipotentiary to tht* Km]H*ror of the Freni'h, and His Persian Majt^ty's 
amljassailor extraonlinary and pleni|N»tentiary to His said Im|H*rial Majestft 
being duly authorized by their respective governments, hereby agree that the 
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ffoHowiDfiT ceremonial shall take pincc for the re-establishment of diplomatic 
and frieiidlv relations between the Courts of Great Britain and Persia. This 
agreement to have the mime force and value as if inserted in the Treaty of 
peace concluded this day between the undersigned : — 

The Sadr Azira shall write, in the Shah's name, a letter to Mr. Murray, 
ezprenin^ his regret at havin<^ uttered and ^iven currency to the offensive 
imputations upon the h«>n()ur of Iler Majesty's Minister, rcque.stinvr to with- 
draw his own letter of the 19th of Novemlier, and the two letters of the 
Minister for Foreign AfEuirs of the 26th of Novenil^r, one of which contains 
a rescript from the Shah respecting the imputation upon Mr. Murray, and 
declaring, in the same letter, that no such further rescript from the Shah as 
that inclosed herewith in copy was communicated, directly or indirectly, to any 
of the foreign missions at Tehran. 

A copy of this letter shall be communicated officially by the Sadr Azim 
to each of the f(»reign missions at Tehran, and the substance of it shall bo 
made public in that capital. 

The original letter shall be conveyed to Mr. Murray at Bagdad by the 
hands of some high Persian officer, and shall be aeconi}>anied by an invitiition 
to Mr. Murray, in the Shah's name, to return with the mission to Tehran, 
on His Majesty's assurance that he will be received with all the honours and 
oonsideration dne to the representative of the British Government ; another 
person of suitable rank being sent to conduct him as Mehmundar on his jour« 
ney through Persia. 

Mr. Murray on approaching the capital shall be received by persons of 
high rank deputed to escort him to his residence in the t<'Wn. Immediately 
on his arrival there the Sadr Azim shall (^o in state to the British mission, 
and renew friendly relations with Mr. Murray, leaving the Secretary of State 
for Foreign Affairs to accompany him to the royal palaci*, the Sadr Azim 
receiving Mr. Murray and conducting him to the presence of the Shah.

Last aijrht wen^adthe paper uritt.-n by the Knjrli-h miiiiMtt'r pUnipotm- 
tiarj, and were much surpriM-d at the rude, unmeaning:, di^j,MiHtin«r, and inho- 
lent toDc and puri>ort. The letter which he before wrote was aUo impertiuint. 
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We have also heard that in his own^ bouse he is coDstautly speaking dia* 
respectrully of us and of you, but we never believed ; now, however, he haa 
introduced it in an official letter. We are therefore convinced that this 
man, Mr. Murray, is stupid, ignorant, and insane, who has the audacity and 
impudence to insult even kings I Prom the time of Shah Sultan Hossein 
(when Persia was in its most disorganised state, and during the last fourteen 
years of his life, when by serious illness he was incapacitated for business) up 
to the present time, no disrespect towards the sovereign has been tolerated, 
cither from the government or its agent. What has happened now that this 
foolitfh minister plenipotentiary acts with such temerity ? It appears that 
our friendly missions are not ncquainted with the wording of that document; 
give it now to Mirza Abbas and Mirza Malcum, that they may take and dulj 
explain it to the French Minister and Hyler Effendi, that they may see how 
improperly he has written. Since last night till now our time has been pasaeJ 
in vexation.

Convention between Great Britain and Persia for extending 
and securing telegrapuic communication between Europb 
and India, signed, in the Exglisu and Persian languages, 
at Tehran, April 2nd, 186S.« 

Her Maji'sty the Queen of the United Kinf^om of Great Britain and 
Ireland, and His Majesty the King of all the Kinp^oms of Persia, bein^ 
desirous to extend and si'cure the means of telegrapliic communication between 
£uro|)e and India, have resiilved to conclude a convention for that pur|K)aeg 
and have n:imed as their Pleni|>otentiarie8 (that is to say) : 

Her Majenty the Quo«*n of the United Jvingdom of Great Britain and 
Ireland— Charlt'M AJison. Kftquire, Companion of Her Most Honourable Order 
of the Hath, Her Envoy Extraordinary and Mmister Plenipotentiary at the 
Court of Persia ; 

And His Majesty the Kinir of all the Kinp^loros of Persia— His Excel- 
lency Mterza Saeed Khan, his Minister for Foreign Aifairs, possessor of the 
Order of the Koyal Porlniit adurnetl with diamonds, and of the blue cordon, 
and bearer of thf jiearted tas8i*l and rod adorned with diamonds, possessor of 
the Order of Fir^t Serteep with its speciul cordons, and bearer of the Order of 
St. Ann of tlie Kin&t Class adorned with diamonds, and of the Order of the 
Mejeilieh of the First Class, and of the First Order of the Iron ("rown, and 
the t'mi Order of Leopold, and the First Order of Danebrog, and the First 
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Order of St. Maurice and Lazarc, and the First Order of the Saviour of 
Oreeoe, end the Order of the Polar Star of Sweden, and Vbe Second Order of 
the L^on of Honour, and the First Order of the Osinauiah, and the First 
Order of the White Eagle with the blue cordon ; 

And the aforesaid distinguished representatives, after meeting in the 
cApital of Tehran, and perusing and exchanging their letters of full {wwer, 
and finding them in due order, have concluded the following Articles :^ 

Articlb 1. 

Id order to provide against any possible accident to the Persian Gulf 
Cable, it is agreed between the higli contracting governments of England 
and Persia, that the British Government shall make arrangements with regard 
to the construction and eflSoient working of a lino of telegraph between 
Ciuador and a point bctweeu Jask and Bunder Abbas. 

Article 2. 

The Persian government will employ, as far as possible, their good offices 
and aothority for facilitating its construction, maintenance, and protection ; 
and the English Government will pay annually to the Persian government 
the sum of ^,000 tomans for leave to lay down the line of telegraph on those 
coasta and places which are under the sovereignty of Persia, the payment of 
tbe above sum being made from the day on which the work of laying the 
wires is commenced. 

Article 8. 

The present convention shall remain in force for twenty years. 

Article 4. 

Tlie present convention shall be ratified, and the ratifications exchanged 
at Tehran within five nwnths, or sooner if practicable.

Affaius for tho oonstriu^tion of a Line of Telegraph from 

KUANAKEEK tO BUSHIRE — 18fi3. 

Aktici.k 1. 

Tiio IVrsiuii government considers it nect'Bsary to construct a fine of 
Tele!?rapli withuut delay from KliunaUei*n to the capital, Tolinm, and from 
Tehran to the port of BuHhire ; and thpy a^ree tliat, whenever the Kn<;Iiih 
Government may require lo communicate by the Raid Teh*^r:iph, they are to be 
at liberty to i\o m through the Persian Telet^niph oHicers in tlic way they may 
disiroi l^yiu|^ for the same at rates to be specified hereafter. 

Articlb 2. 

The Persian government will a<8i<:n a cum sufficient for the constroction 
of this Telegraph, and for th«* purchaxf" of Fuch mateiials as are not procur- 
able in Persia, or can l>e better obtained in £nr(»pe. 

Akticlk 3. 

The Persian t«:overnment en(;a;re8 to purchase from the Kn^li^h Govern- 
ment ail the materials which arc lietter procurable in Kuro|ie, and the Knglish 
Government at^rees to supply such materials at m<»derale prices. 

Article 4. 

In order that the t-aid line of Telegraph may |>e well constructed and 
otTicially worke«l, t!ie Persian ^owrnment at^rees to place it under the superiD- 
tendf'Dce of an Kn<;iiHh Kni^iuei-r Otlicer, who is to l>e jiaid by the English 
Government, and they further airree to fix a )>eriod durmi! whiirh instrueiion 
may bi* ^ivi'U and tlie line may l>e brou(;ht into f^ood workinj; order ; and his 
lloyal Hi{;hne«is the ItizadHKi-Siiltineh, ih' Minister of Public InstructioOt 
and Il'!> KTcellenry the Amin-ed*Do\vIeh,\\ill have c«i^nizanc*' uf the aforeaaid 
office r'd proceed ini;s. 

Article 5. 

The f::iid ofTurr will l>e fully em (towered to call iip4)n the FertiiD 
autluiritit^ to supply any matvriuU he may consider re^inisite for this worki 
and the Pi^rsian autliontios will makf ni> alu*ratioi.8 in his r'*t|iiisitions unless it 
lihould le iuipo^^ibli* to obtain the thm;: n quired. Hut a IVihian officer will 
ai-o'iiMMiiv hull «' Vim V where, »o tli:it h** mav li* iiifurniird iif what is done, and 
or till' pric'-ri <*f the ina*L*iiaN ; and the acctuints uill Ik* auditi*d by tiie above- 
m<'Titii>iu*<! Priric-e and bv tho Amin-eJ-nowIrh evfrv thn-e mouths. wheQ % 
ri»(K;rt wiil le dr.iwn up and printed in the T'kran Uazdir. 
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Articlb 6, 

Iq order to increase the friendship between the two govern men ts, and to 
promote the above undertaking, the Rnglish Government engages to purchase 
m England, at reasonable rates, with the approval of the Persian Minister 
Plenipotentiary! the materials required for this work, and to oonvey them to 
the Persian frontier, and to receive from the Persian govemmpnt the price 
paid for the above articles by five instalments in five years after they are 
delivered on the frontier of Persia.

The Persian government accepts this engagement. If the English 
Government desires it, the construction of the line of Telegraph will be com- 
menced in conformity with the above stipulation.

T£LBORAPH Convention with the King of Pkksia — 1865. 

As Her Majesty the Queen of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Ireland and His Majesty the King of all the Kingtloms of Persia are desir- 
ous of regulating the telegraphic communication between Europe and India, 
and of placing this work on the sure and friendly basis, they have resolvi*d 
that a convention for that purpose shall be concluded, wherefore their Majesties 
have named as their Plenipotentiaries : 

Her Majesty th6 Queen of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Ireland. 

His Eicellency Charles Alison, Esquire, Companion of the Most Honour- 
ablf» Order of the Bath, Her Envoy Extraordinary and Mini^ter Plenipoten- 
tiary at the Court of Persia. * 

And His Majesty the King of all the Kingdoms of Forsia. 

His Bzcellency Mirza Syud Khnn, Minister for Foreign Affairs, pos- 
nMfor off the Order of the Royal Portrait adorned with diamonds and of the 
Idue cordon, and l)earer of the pearled tansel, and the rod adorned with diamonds, 
po«esm>r of the Order of First Serteep with its special cordons, and bearer of 
the Older of Saint Ann, adorned with diamonds of the First Class, and of the 
Order of the Medjidie of the First (Mass, and of the First Order of the Iron 
Crown, and the First Order of Leopold, and the First Order of Danebrog, and 
the First Order of Snint Maurice and Laz^ire, and the First Ordpr of the 
Saviour of Greece, and the Order of the Polar Star of Sweden, and the Second 
Older of the Legion of Honour. 

And the aforesaid distinguished representative?, after meeting in the

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capital of Tehran, And perusing^ and exchanp^inp^ their Icttprs of full power, 
and liudinj; them to be in due order^ have concluded the following Articles :^ 

AaricLB 1. 

In order to improre the teleflfra|ihic communication l>etween Europe and 
India, the Persian government a^ri'es to attach another wire to the poles now 
6tandin<; from Bushire i*> Khannikeen, nud to brini^ it into working order aa 
Fonn as i)4>s8il>le. The wire tu be used solely for International Messages sent 
in £uroi)eau languages. 

Article 2. 

In order that the second wire may be attached in a complete and effeetive 
manner, the Persian ^vernment ali^o at;recfi that it shall be di>De under the 
direction and supervif«ion of an En«;lish Engineer Ollicer and staff; and 
the Persian government will use its bent endeavours to collect the necessarj 
materials and lay down the wire with all expedition. 

Article 3. 

The British Government fli;rf*e«* to procure for the Persian govemroent, 
at a reasonable price, and with the cognizance of a Persian Commissioner, all 
the wire insulators, Morse instruments, etc , that may be re()iiisite for this 
WD'k inilu*>ive (»f twi>hundnMl iron ]Mj9t8 for the marshy tracts of Bushire, and 
todcliver ihrni over to the (ii»vernnient Commissionem at any sea pi »rtii or fron- 
tier towns of Pfrsia that may be t^ui table, receiving payment in five years in 
five inbtalments. 

Article 4. 

The Persian government, moreover, agrees thst an English Telegraph 
Officer with the ntces*ary utatF not exeeeding (50) fifty in numlnT, exclusive of 
families, sh'ill bo eng:t«;etl, fri»m the iipeniog of telegraphic iMjmmunication 
throuf^h the new wire, for (.>) five yr*ars in or^anizing^the Persian line of 
telegraph and ^iviiit; in struct inns in tr1ei;raphy. And the Biitisb Govern- 
ment agref-s that the Kn^^li^ih Oilier and his stiiff hhall, at the expiration of 
the pri'seril»etl |*erL<id, make nvrr the said line to the Persian government 
and ceuee cunnectiuii with Pers^iau Tele«;ra|ih. 

Article 5. 

The coiiditiohs und«r whieh the Kngltth Officer shall exercise control over 
the h.n-uihI wire durmg the piesiciibinl |)eri<Kl are btatinl in the following 

lule^; — 

1.— Hi«5 U..yal IliL^.ne^s thi* Iti/.iid-fS-Sult.ineh, Minii^ter of Science, or 
ftTiv f>thi-r !<• t<^<)ii whii, l>^ tin* Shah's «>idfr, may hi* ap|v>iiite4l in his place, is

i,. — Any onler which His Royal Highness or such other person in his 
p1:iii- II. ay '\r-»Ki%: mni-^-riiing the priftet-tii>n of the line, its wmking, and the 
l'(iM;in!i enii-loyt-d on it. bhall be giwu through and with the approval uf the 
lin^'lish TcU'^^raph Ofli« er. 
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8.— For the protcHion of the lin<* the wholo distance from I he Turkish 
frontier to Bushire shall be divided fruin station to statiun into t?ix sections 
as follows :^ 

From the Turlcinh Front ior to IIa:na !aii. 
„ Haiuadan to Tehran. 
Tehran „ Cnslian. 
C:iKh tn „ Ispahan. 
Inpahan „ Shiraz. 
„ Shiraz „ Uusliire. 

To each of these divisions the Itizud-es-Sulianph shall nj'point a Persian 
Officer, who will be responstble to His Royal Ili^^lmess for the protection of 
the line situated within his limits. To enablt* the said Persian OlHeeri or 
Yaver, of each division to carry out his duties cHieiently, a certain number of 
horMfmen shall be stationed under his orders aloD<; the liiu'. Tiie Yaver will, 
of coarse, accept any suggestions which the Kn^li.-li Tcic^^raph Oliiccr may 
irive with reference to his chnr^i-e, due regard being had to the customs of 
Persia and her power of carrying out sueh sugirestions. 

4.»— The organization of offices and instruction of employes f^hall be exclu- 
sively in charge of the English Superintending OfHcers, who will bo respon- 
sible for the working of the line in these respects ; and the Pcrsisin signal lers 
shall l)e ordered to obey implicitly the instructions which the Eui/.lisli Officers 
may give in the performance of tiieir duties. 

5,^1 n case c>f insubordination or misconduct on the part of the Persian 
signallers, His Royal Highness the Itizad-es-Sultaneh engages to use his best 
endeavours in lawfully supporting the authority of tlie English Superintending 
Officer, exercised under the last rule. On the other hand, tlie English Ollicer 
engages that the bounds of that authority slnill in no way be exceeded. 

6.— The English Officer shall have nothing whatever to do with receipts 
of monpy. A Mirza will be appointed at each station, who will be directly 
responsible for the accounts to the Itizad-es-Sultaneh. But the l.lnulish 
Superintending Offider shall render to His H4>yal llighnes!', or any ]>eisoii 
who ma^ be appointed by the Persian giivi-rnmcnt, huch acenunt of the tele- 
grams despatched under his authority as may be sutlicient for full information. 

The^ rules^ however general in some sense, arc understood to have 
application to the second wire. 

Article C. 

In filling up vacancies which may occur amonsr the signallers em ploy (d 
under Article IV, the English Telegraph Ollici-r shall give the i)rrfer*nce to 
Datives of Persia, provided they be t|uaiitifd, in hie Chtimation, by knowledge 
of the English language and other attainmeiits nccf'^sary fur this service, to 
perform the duties leipiired. 

Articlk 7. 

As the Teh'graj»h Offi<cs of thes«» two wires oujlit tn ])p di>tinct, the 
Persian goiernmmt s^hall buihl a new office adj« ining tiie existing oiic where- 
ever there are nut separate rooms. 
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Article 8. 

If any injury befall the second wire, or delay occur through prtw of 
traffic, the first wire, which is specially used for internal communioation in 
Persia, shall give assistance to the second wire, and 9ie# psr$d» 

Articli 9. 

For every message of twenty words or less from Khannikeen to Bushire, 
or vice pertd, 1 toman 5 kenins and 8 shahis in Persian money, or 14 
shillings in English money, shall be charged, with proportionate rates for the 
intervening towns. Tlie Persian government accepts the tariff laid down ia 
the last convention between Turkey and England so far as r^arda the rates 
of noessages sent by the two governments from Bushire to India and from 
Khannikeen to Constantinople or Europe. 

Abticlb 10. 

The yearly receipts will be credited to the Persian Treasury, but should 
thev reach a higher sum than thirty thousand (80,100) tomans, the surplus 
will be made over to the Officers of the English Oovemment for the cost of 
their establishment. 

Articlb 11. 

All Indian messages at whatever part of the line, or from whatever plaoe 
received, shall be given over to the second wire^ and the accounts regularly 
kept. 

Article 12. 

Should the traffic so continuously increase as to demand more than in one 
day the fair day^s work on the second wire, the ezoees of telegrams shall be 
handed over for despatch to the first wire, the money received on them bein^ 
separatelv credited to the Persian government. The* adjustment of this 
matter shall rest with the Itizad^es-Sultaneh and the English Superintendiaff 
Officer. This Article is ouite irrespective of the provision for mutual assift>" 
ance in the event of a slight and temporary delay. 

Articlb is. 

The cost of all other than Indian or Submarine cable messages shall be 
separately credited to the Persian Treasury, although conveyed by the second 
wire. 

Articlb 14. 

The relative value of coin shall be calculated for purpoees of account at 

the following rates :— - 

One pound tterliiig=S5 ff%neg=2!% kerant. 

One •hilIio|f=l franc=25 centimcs=I kciao=J tbakti. 

Od« penDj=10 etQtimes=X shaliis. 

As a rule, accounU shall be kept in English and payments made in Tek 
ran in Persian currency. 
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Articlr 15. 

The telep'nph accounts shall be made up by the English Super! ntendin<ir 
Officer monthly and sent to Constantinople, where, by comparison with the 
Cable and Turkish accounts, they will be cheeked by the British Commissioner 
appoint^ for that purpose. On the return to Tehran of the audited accounts 
from Constantinople, the amount due to the Persian government will be certi. 
fied by the English Oillcer and speedily paid every six months, as stated in the 
last Article. The above account shall always be open to the inspection of the 
Telegraph Agent of the Persian government at Constantinople, or any person 
ivcognieed by the Persian Minister at the Ottoman Court for the settlement 
of accounts of international traffic on the Persian Turkish Line. 

Article 16. 

The Telegraph Regulations drawn up at Paris on the thirteenth of April 
Anno Domini one thousand eight hundred and sixty- five shall be carried out 
nodpr the 8U|)erintendence of the Persian government so far as not opp<jsed 
to the terms of the present con vent icm or the inutitutious of Persia. 

AUTICLB 17. 

Any disagreement arising between the telegraphic employes of the two 
ffoTomments shall be referrptl to their Kxcpliencies the Persian Minister for 
roreigo Affairs and the British Minister at Telnan, in order that^ after neces- 
7 ioTestigation, a just decision may be pronounced. 



Articlb 18. 

This convention shall take effect from the opening of correspondence on 
the second wire, and remain in force for five years from the day that a 
telegram is first despatched hereby. At the expiration of the five years it 
shalT be doII and void. If at any time within the term appointed the capabi- 
liiiee of Persian telegraphers for their work shall be proved to the satisfaction 
of the Chief of the Persian Telegraphs and the Knglisli Telegraph Officer, the 
fall period shall be curtailed, aud the line made over altogether to the Persian 
governmeiit. 

Artxclk 19. 

The present convention shall be ratified, and the ratifications exchanged 
at Tehran within five months, or sooner if practicable. 

Done at Tehran on the twenty-third of November Anno Domini one 
tboasand eight hundred and sixty-five.

As the Telegraphic Convention which was concluded between Fnf^land 
and Persia on the 2:3rd November 18G5, corrch-}x)nding to the 4th Uejjeb It^i^ 
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expires on the 12th Aaprust 1872, corresponding to the 5th Jemadee II., 
128i), the iindersi*;ued, with the approval and sanction of their respective gov- 
ern men t^, liiive agreed that from the 13th of August next the aforesaid 
convention shall continue in force, as hitherto (interpreted), for a period of 
three months. If between the present date and (the expiration of) the 
extended period of three months a new convention is not agreed Q|k>u and 
concluded between the two governments, the previous convention, ns well ae 
the present teni|K>rury ngreement, shall both become entirely null and void.

New Teleorafh Convention with Persia— 1872. 

{Sipned in the English and Pergiam languages.) 

Her Majrsty the Queen of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Ireland, and His Majesty the King of all the Kingdoms of Persia, beinff 
doirous to continue the system of telegraphic communication between Europe 
and India throui^h Persia, already established in virtue of previous Treaties, 
have ref^)lved that a Convention for that purpose shull be concluded ; where- 
fore their Majesties have named as their Pieni|>otentiaries : 

Her Majt^ty the Queen of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Ireland — Ronald Fergufison Thomson, Esquire, Her Chargi d* Affaires at 
the Court of Persia ; and His Majesty the King of all the Kingdoms of 
Persia — His Excellency Mirza Syed Khan, His Minister for Foreign AfTaini, 
possessor of the Ordor of the Royal Portrait adorni^l with diamonds, and of 
the blue cordon ; and bearer of the pearled tassel an<l rod adorned with 
diamonds ; possesfior of the Older of First Serteep with ita special cordon, 
and l>earer of the First Order •>!' the White Eagle with the blue cordon ; and 
of the Older of St. Anne of the First Class adorned wit^ diamonds ; and the 
Orler of the Mej»i!teh of the Finst CUfSS ; and of the Fiiat Onler of the Iron 
Crown ; and of the First Order of Leo|»old, and the First Order of Danettrrg, 
and the First Onler of St. Maurice and Lazare ; and the First Order of the 
Saviour of <>p'ee«*, and the Order of the Pt^lur Star of Sweden, and thp second 
Order of the Letrjon of Honour and the First Order of the Osmanieh ; and the 
afore>iai«l (tisiingui^hetl repr«'f'«>ntatives, after meeting in the eapital of Tehran 
and |>eriisin«; and excliangini; their full |H)wers which were f«>und in gt»ud 
and diic foim, have agreed u]kio and concluded the fuUowing Articles :— 

Articie 1. 

To expe<litc and facilitate the iraniimission of international messages, 
the English Government will, at its own ex|>enw and under the soperin- 
trndenee of its own officers, erp.*: a thtrd wir*', in addition to the two already 
in u|itf*r:itii»n b«-tween Tehran and Busthin*. and will alrto substitute iron 
standards for the existing wooden i>oles. The Engliith Government agrees 
to substitute the above iron standards at the rate of live huntinni (5'>U) an* 
uually \ and the Persian government ingages to |Miy in ten annual instalmenta 
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the nam of teo thousand (10,00')) tomans to the English Government towards 
defnyiDg the expenditure incurred on these iron posts. During; this work the 
Teraian government engages itself to render the Superintending Officers 
every aisistance in its power of which they may sUiud in need. 

Article 2. 

Whereas all British snhjpcts in Persia are entitled to the protection of the 
Persian government under the operation of Article XII of the Treaty of 
Paris of March 4th, lb57, it is now provided that the British employes of the 
Telegraph Department, being charged with public duties, shall be everywhere 
placed under the special protection of the local authorities, who shall furnish 
giuirda when necessary and otherwise assure their personal safety. 

Articlk S. 

Until the completion of the third wire provided for by the above 
Article I, the appnipriution of the existing first and second wires for local 
and int«'rnational messages shall remain aa at present, r/>., as regulated by 
Article VIII of the Convention of the 23rd November 1805. 

Article 4. 

After the completion of the third wire, notice of which will be given 
to the Persian government by the Director of the Englisli SlaS, the appro- 
priation of the three wires shall be as follows :— 

The 6rat wire, piz., the one set up orif^inally in 1864, shall be used for 
local trafFiCy while the sectmd and third wires shall l>o us4*d for international 
traffic, with the exceptions hereioufter specitied in Article VI. 

^ Article 5. 

To prevent any confusion in the workinij of the difE«'rent wires, the first 
wire shall l)e worked by Forsiaii government employes, and the second and 
third wires by £n;;lii«h Go vein men t employes, separate moms beini^ ])rovid4*d 
by the Persian government i'oe the said Knglish and Icibiau emplo}cs in 
Telegraph Odices considered suitable by both aduiiuislrutiuus. 

Article 6. 

(a) Shf'Uld tlie first wire be broken at any time, one of the othf^rs shall 
be temporarily bait for Peri*ian correspondence until c<immuniention by the 
fint wire is re»tored, provided always that l><:>th the ^el•ond and third wires are 
at the time in good working order throughout their length and free from 
contact. 

{6) Should the first wire be in contact with either the second or third 
wire, while the remaining wire is clrar, the wire in rontact with the first wire 
■hall be insulated, to aUow free woiking by the Perbiau employes un the firht 
wire^ until the contact is removed. 
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(e) Should the first wire be in conUct with the second or third, whiU 
the remaining one is intermpted, or should both second an4 third wires be 
int«>rru|>ted, or should all three wires at any time be in contact, the retaltant 
Finale line shuU be used by the English and Persian administrations in thd 
respective proportions of two-thirds to oiie-third of the day, the axact hoara 
to be fixed by mutual agreement between the English and Persian Directors. 

AaTicLi 7. 

The revenue derived from the local traflSc on the Persian wire shAll 
belong entirely to the Per8iaii government. By local traflio are meant mcs« 
sages originatiug at one Persian station and terminating at another Persian 
station. 

AaTiCLB 8. 

The Persian government having already made an arrangement with th€ 
Indo-European Telet;raph Company regarding the revenue derived from the 
Indo-European traffic, the English Government will abide by that agreement 
so far as they are concerned. Thut is to say, the Persian government ia 
consideration of a fixed annual payment by the said Company of aither 
twelve thousand (12,0U0) tcmans or of two (2) francs yter message of twenty 
(20) words renounces all claims to any portion of the revenue from transit 
traffic over the line from Julfa (on the RuKsinn frontier) to Bnshire. Thia 
revenue shall therefore be divided between the English Government and tho 
Indo-European Companv in such manner aa they themselves may decide, and 
the acoounta between them shall be settled without the intervention of tho 
Persian government. 

As regards international messages originating or terminating in Persia, 
the Persian government agrees to cede to the English Government, for s 
term of three (8) years, the entire Persian terminal tax on such messages ia 
consideration of a fixed annual payment of two tlionsalld (2,000) tomans to 
be paid to Persia by the English Government. After the three (3) yeara, iho 
Persian government shall be free either to accept an annual payment cakiia* 
lated on the basis of two-thirds of the average terminal receipta or to daiaa 
two*thirds of the receipts from all bonJ jide terminal messages. The PeraiaQ 
government agrees to leave it to the sense of justice of the English Gov* 
emment to decide which are hmd fUt terminal messages and which are to bo 
considered as transit messa^, being forwarded to Persia evidently for the 
purpose of being re- transmitted to other countries. 

During the time this Treaty remains in force, the Persian govemmeiit 
engages itself to oppose at the International Telegraph conferences any altora* 
tion m the present transit and terminal rates, unless a previooa agreenMBt 
with the English Government shall have been made. 

AaricLB 9. 

The English Administration being responsible (or the oorreet t raeswia ri o ^ 
of all international measagee and for the adjosUBtat of the aooowU frill 
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•olket the paymenU for these messao^ee according to the rates of the prevaiU 
iag internatioDal Telei^raph Convention. 

All iDlefDaiional messages originating in Persia shall, before transmission , 
bt registered and sealed by officials appointed by the Persian government. 
IntematioDsl messages terminating in Persia shall be delivered to the ad- 
throagh the agency of the same officials, who shall be bound to give 
»pts for such messages to the English Administration. 

The Persian administration shall, at all times, have free access to the 
English Offices and to all records connected with international traffic. Inter- 
■Mliopal messages are those which jxass over the wires of more than one State. 

ARTICI3 10. 

Tlie maintenance of the line, including repairs and the appointment, 
control, and payment of the line guards, shall remain in the hands of the 
Bnglbh Director and staff. 

As a contribution towards the expenditure under this head the Persian 
government will pay to the English Director the sum of one thousand (1,000) 
tomans annually, this amount being deducted from the royalty due to Persia 
by the Indo-European Telegraph Company as hereinl>efore described in Article 
VIII. 

Articlk 11. 

The daties of the Telegraph Inspectors and line guards are strictly con- 
fined to repairing and maintaining the line. 

If the line be wilfully dama^^ed the Persian government will take the 
most stringent measures to oblige the local authorities to apprehend and 
ponisli the offenders. 

The Governors of districts will be accordingly instructed to pay prompt 
nttention to all complaints and communications made to them by the English 
Officers. • 

Article 12. 

In case of any wilful damage to the line the expense of repairing the 
same shall be defrayed by the Persian government. 

Article 13. 

To enable the English Director to have a perfect knowled«ro of the state 
of the wires and offices, and thereby to provide for their (r^neral efficiency and 
the rapid removal of any impediment to telegraphic communication, the 
orders and regulations isrueil by him reganling the connections within the 
offices and the times and manufr of tcflting the lines shall be strictly obeyed 
bj the Persian Telegraph officers and signallers. 

Article H. 

It having been ascertained that the debt owed by the Persian govern- 
■sent to the English Uoverumeut un account of materials and erection of the 
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second wire, together with some items connected with the erection of the 6rtt 
wire and the i>aymcnt of line guards, amounted^ on the Slsi December 18t>9f 
to tomans one hundred and tifteen thousand and seventy-nine, krans eif^ht 
(115,079-8), or forty-seven thousand two hundred and seventeen (47,217) 
pounds sterling, the En«^lish Government agrees to at^c^pt payment, without 
interest, in the course of twenty«four (24) years, in twcnty-fdur (24) equal 
instalments of the same, from the Indo-European Telegraph Company. 

Should the aforesaid Indo-Knrop«'an Telegraph Company wish to pay the 
amount in que8ti<»n sooner, it is at lil>erty to do so. 

The EngliHh GovemmiMit shall notify, without delay, to the Persian gov- 
ernment, any instance of failure on the part of the Indo.Europt'an Teiegrnph 
Company in paying the periodical instalments, and will then hold the Persiao 
government responsible for any portion of the debt remaining unpaid. 

Nothing in this Article is to l>e conf^idered to invalidate any claim on the 
Indo-Kuropean Telegraph Company which the Persian government holds ia 
virtue of the concessions granted to the said Company. 

Abticli 15. 

All articles required by the Kn<*'li8h Ftaff from abroa<l for the service of 
the line shall be exempt from customs or other duties in Persia. 

Articlb 16. 

This convention applies specially to the Tehran- Bunhi re section, but shall 
apply e(|ually to the Tehran- Khannikeen section, ahould the EngHhh Director, 
at any time, deem it ez|>edient to resume charge of that p>rtion of the Persian 
Telegraph. 

In such a cafie the tariff of the T(*hran-Khannikeen section and the method 
of account bhali be setth'd by a sjiecial arrangement between the Engliith and 
Persian Administrations. 

Articlb 17. 

Any disagreement aric^ing U*twtN*n the Tflegmph employds of the two 
Oovemmontu shall be referred for decision to the P<fr»iau Miui^ter for Foreign 
Affairs and the British Keprericutative at Tehran. 

Ahticlb 18. 

Thi<i convention shall take effect fr^m the day on which its ratifications 
are eichan<;ed, and shall remain in force until the first day of January one 
thouAund ei^ht hundred and ninety-five, on which date the Kni^lnth Statf shall 
make over the wh«>le line, in whatever condition it may beat the time, indud* 
ing iron poMtn and third wire, to the Persian government, and shall then ceaae 
to have any further connection with the Persian Telegraph. 

Abticlb 19. 

After the erection of the third wire it ahall be competent for (he English 
Oovemment, at aoy time before the expiry of this convention, on giving siz 
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nonthi' notioe, to hand over the line, in itR existing condition, to the Persian 
goTcrument, and to withdraw its oflicerfl and em plovers from the country, ceas- 
ing from that date to have any further connection with the Persian Telegraph. 



Article 20. 

The ratifications of the present convention shall be exchanged at Tehran 
within five months or sooner, if practical^le. 

Done at Tehran, in quadruplicate, this second day of December in the 
jMr of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and seventy-two.

Translation of the Jask Agreement of 1887. 

"With regard to the boundaries of the Telegraph establishment at Jask, 
in accordance with the information received by the Persian government and 
the British Legation, it has been decided as follows under date of the month 
of Jemmadee A. H. IdU^ (February 25th, 18>7). 

That tlie Telegrai>h establishment, which is situated at a distance of 300 

?irdi from the point, take possession of CUO yards more to the north of the 
tflegraph establishment, i.^., 400 yards from the presont boundary fence, 
lictween whiuh and the Telegraph establishment is a distance of 200 yards, 
nuking a total from the end of the promontory to the limits of 1100 yards; at 
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the end of theee 900 yards a wire boundary will be drawn and the g^Tem* 
ment of Jask shall have no ri^ht whatsoever on any aeoonnt whatever io 
interfere in the interior of those limits. 

As the Telegraph establishment well is about 1,000 yards distant from 
the boundary agr^ upon, it is decided that the niad and water«way from the 
well to the place where they meet the limits be protected and no one shall 
build upoDi destroy, or interfere with them ; and for the preservation of tli« 
well itself it is agreed to set aside a spaoe around the well to be walled in at s 
distance all round of 100 yards from the well. 

The customs and other buildings of the Persian government agent most 
be without the limits above ag^reed upon and be built on the place agreed npoQ 
Ijetween Mr. Pfinch and the Mal«k«i«Tajjar. It is agreed that the Telegmpb 
officials and their true, positive, aud salaried servants be exempted from 
customs dues. 

It is agreed that stores for provisions and the necessaries of existene^ 
which are brought from the interior for the Telegraph establishment, such as 
rice, ghee, wood, etc., and such like be exempt from taxation. 

It is agreed that if any of the dependents of Jask, other than the tme 
positive, and sabried servants of the Telegraph entablishment, in order to take 
sanctuary or ^otaction penetrate within the limits, the Telegraph offictab 
shall have no nght to protect them ; on the contrary they should pUce them 
without their boundary and hand them over to the government of /ask. 

Any merchant, native or fon-ign, who may have shops within the limits 
must pay the usual customs dues on that which he imports in order to tfade^ 
buy, or sell.

And whereas it is expedient that the said Treaty or Convention should 
lie brought within the operation of '* The Slave Trade Act, 1 873/' 

Now, therefore, Her Majesty, by virtue and in exercise of the powers in 
tbia behalf as aforesaid, is pleased by and with tlie advice of Her Privy Coun- 
eilt to order, and it is hereby ordered as follows :— 

The said Treaty or Convention horeinberore recited shall, from the Ist 
day of May 1882, being the day on which the said Treaty or Convention 
caoM into operation, be deemei to have been and to be an existing Slave 
Trade Treaty within the meaning of " The Slave Trade Act, 1878/' 

And the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty's Treasury, the Ri«^ht 
Honourable the Earl (iranville, one of Her Majesty's Principal Secretanes of 
State, and the Lmrds Commissioners of the Admiraltv, are to give the necessary 
dirfctiont herein as to them may resi>ective1y appertain.

THE PERSIAN GULF.

The whole of the northern shore of the Persian Gulf from Mohammerah 

to the Qwettar Bay is now under Persian administration. That portion of the 

ecMiat which extends from below Mohammerah to near Dilam is inhabited by 

the Beni Chab Arabs in the jurisdiction of the Qovernor of the province of 

AmbistJio (or Khiizittan) whose head. quarters are at Shushtar. The Governor 

of Mohammerah itself is Shaikh Mozel Khan^ styled Moiz-us-SuItunat, son 

of the late Haji Jabir Khan of the C^hab tribe. The inland districts between 

the Cbab territory and fiushire (or Abu-Shahr) are under the jurisdiction of 

the Oovemor of Behbehan, the chief ])ort of which is Dilain. The inland dis- 

tricta of Uushirei consisting of Dashtistnn and Dashti, and cxt4*ndin<; as far 

as Dayyir, which is ihp port of tlie latter, arc held by a Governor sul>ordinate 

to the Oovemor-CJeii^ral of Fars. Similarly, beyond Dayyir eastward, the 

inlmod districts are immetliately governed by Native Chiefs sulx^rdinnte to the 

OoTemor-General of Fars. But the Maritime Districts and their i>orts and 

mpective subordinate islands^ are under the Woveruor of Uushire, who is 

■Cyled Uovemor of all the ports and islands in the Persian Gulf, and wlio holds 

his appointment directly under thr* Aniin-us*Sultan, Prime Minister of Persia. 

He has a deputy at Lingah and another at Bandar Abbas. There is a Native 

Agent on the part of the British Resident in the Persian Gulf stationed at 

Lingah. 

The last of the Persian |K>rts within the limits of the Gulf is Bandar 
Abbas. This was held in farm by the rulers of Maskat from 1798 till 1858. 
Id the latter year the Shah of Persia resumed possession of Bandar Abbas and 
ill dependencies; but a coDvention having been arranged he restored them to 
Saiyid Said in 1856, though on much lees advantai;cous terms than formerly. 
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The rent was raised from 0,000 to 16,0m0 tomaiiff s year, and the islands of 
Hi)rm*:z (Ortnnz^ and Kislim, the hereditary poFitessions of the rulers of 
Mask at, wore CtMlod to Peisia.* 

On the di*:ithuf Saiyid Tliuwaini and succession of his son Saiyid Salim io 
LSCri, the iVr>iau (jowrninpiit appeare^l at first inclined to renew the lease of 
Bandar Ahhns to Sni\ ul Salim, but at an inereaitcd rent and on the condition 
that his uncle Saivil Turki shinild be np)>ointed (iovernor. Subsequentlyi how- 
ever, on the ground that Saiyid Saliui as |;randson nf Saiyid Said could not 
continue to hold undrT a leuife {▼ruuteil, us it was alle^edi only to Saiyid Said 
:iud hiii son,t the IVr^ian (lovernment renewed the lease at an enhanced rate 
of :20|00() tomnns in favour uf the former Arab pivernor. Shaikh Said, a 
relation of the Ma^kat family, not as a representative of Maskat but as a 
direct dependent of Persia. Throug'hout the winter of l^f>7 Saiyid Salim was 
too much occupied in the task of securing himst-lf in the government of 
Matikat to be able to give his attention to the former dependencies of his 
family on the northern shore of the Persian (lulf. Meantime Shaikh Said 
refused to pay the balance of tribute due by him to FerKia, and preparationa 
were made for coercing* him. In April ISGH, however, Saiyid Salim thrtfatened 
to blockado bandar Alibjs unless the lease was renewed to him, and as the 
Persian Government had no naval force it solicited British intervention. The 
Resident io the Persian H ulf was accord ini;ly instructed to negotiate for a 
renewal of the lease, ami this was finally effected X for & ]K?riod of eight yeara 
at a rent of 80,(11 -O tomans. One of the condititins of the lease was that if 
a conqueror obtained pofsse8si«m of Maskat the Persian /jovernment was not 
to he bound by any conditions t»f the covenant. Acconlingly, on tiie expulsioD of 
Saiyiil Salim in ()et<'b-r l8fiH hy Azan bin Kais (^ee Maskat, Vtd. X I), the lease 
biHsame null an<i vuid, and the Persian (lovernuient app>inted Ilaji Ahmad, 
formerly minister <»i Saiyi-l Salim, tn the charge of Hai>dar Abbas and its de- 
(K'ndeiu-i"S. In February ib7i> Ilaji Ahmad was ex {•oiled from Bandar Abbaa 
by Shaikh Said,a'ting on the part of Azan bin Kais, but subse<|ucntly regained 
his p'tsi^.ion. The Persian (iov< rument has hitherto declined to release Bandar 
Abbas to the ruler of Mahkat. 

Below Basra Turkish suzerainty is acknowledged along the Arab litto- 
ral fr>m the S hat t -el- A tab (Arab rivfr) to Al Ojair opposite A I Bahrain. At 
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Al Katif and Al Ojair there are Turkish deputies (Knim Makain) and small 
IpirriiODSj and at Al Bidaa, on the coast of Al Katar ((luttur), there is a Turkish 
•rarriflou of a few hundred infantry. The A rah Shaikh of A I Bidaa is desi(>fiKtted 
Kftim Mtikam of Al Katar. These places are considered part of and under the 
district of Al Ahsa (Lahba), where there is a Mutasarrif or Turkish Governor 
andabatt&lion of infantrv with some artilieiv. Al Ahsa is under the AVilayat 
CM Province of Basra. 

Wahabis. 

It was by instigating^ the Kawasim tribe of Arabs to acts of piracy in 
the Persian Gulf that the Wahabis first attracted the attention of the British 
Govern ment. 

This sect had adopted strict and puritanical doctrines. They denied 
divine honours to Muhammad ; abhorred and dobtroyed all huly tombs; abstained 
from the use of tobacco; aud wa<^ed war against all Mulianimadans who did 
uot accept their peculiar views. 

When in 1809 it beeame necessary to send a second expedition against 
the Kawasiro (see Maritime Tribes^ infra) the ruler of Maskat was found to be 
in considerable danger from the a^rgressions of the Wahabis. It was decided, 
however, not to attempt any operations by land, and to show extreme forhcur- 
anoe to the Wahabi Chief. In 1811 the Wahabis appeared iu the vicinity of 
Maskat and plundered the territory of Saiyid Said. A]^plicatiou was made by 
him for the assistance of the British Government, but the re<|uest was refused 
on the ground thattiie British Government had recently co-operated with him 
merely for the extirpation of the pirates who interrupted the commerce of thn 
Persian Gnlf, not iu prosecution of war against the Wahabis. A heavy money 
payment induced them to retire for the time, but the invasion was renewed 
by Mutlak-uI-Mutairi iu lSl:3. 

Saiyid Said was relieved from this danger by the General's death. 
followed, in 1814, by that of the Amir Saud, and by the invasion of Nejd from 
the westward by the Kgyptiansin Ibit). An envoy hadl>e<'n sent by the Amir 
before his death to endeavour to negotiate a treaty of frien ]shi]i and com- 
neroe with the British Government, but it was deemed inexpedient to ntj^'o- 
tiate any treaty or to t.»rm any intimate cnnecfion with ti e Amir, though a 
friendly intercourse was to be niuintainKl with him. 

Meanwhile the Kgyptian trimps ha<l taken the holy places of the Muhamm.i- 
dan Faith, and the Wahabi power in that tpiurter was broken fur the time. Iu 
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1818 Daraya (Diriyyah)ithc Wahabi capital, was taken by Ibrahim Paaha and 
razed to the ground. The Wuhabi Amir, Abduila (Said's successor), was sent pri« 
soner to Constantinople and there beheaded, and the overthrow of the Wahabis 
appeared to be complete. Six years later, however, in 1824, an insarrection 
against the Egyptians was headed by Turki, the son of the late ruler ; the 
Egyptian Oovernor was compelled to retire, and Turki was proclaimed Sultan 
of Nejd. Overtun*s were made by him to the Arab Chiefs of the Persian 
Gulf to rouew their former relations with the Wababis, and in 1825 the Chief 
of the Kawasim solicited the advice of the British Government as to the course 
he shouhl pursue ; he was warne<l against anj proceedings bearing a predatory 
character or evincing unfiien^lliness towards the ruler of Maskat. During the 
next five or six years Turki wus emp!o\ed in recoverinir the provinces formerly 
subject to the Wahabis, and at the same time he endeavoured to conciliate thf^ 
Pasha of Egypt by the payment of a small tribute. In 1831 Saiyid Said 
entered into an engagement acknowletiging his supremacy and agreeing t^ 
pay an annual tribute, and the whdie uf tlie coast from Kas el Haddto Kowait, 
with the exception of Abu Dthabi, liecanie subjiH^t to his authority. About 
this time the Wababi Cliiet expretssed a desire to enter into intimate relations 
with the British Government; to this a reply in general but friendly terms 
was returned. 

In 1S31 a strong force of AVahabiN advanced into Oman. Striet 
neutrality was enjoined on the British authorities in the Persian Gulf, but the 
Wahabis were divcrt#'d from schemes of foreign invasion b} the murder of 
Turki by his nephew Mushari ; the latter was in turn putt«> death by Turki's 
son, Faisal, who then sui-ceeded to |M*wer at the age of about thirty-four years. 
Two years later a large Egyptian force uas assembled at Medina, and Faisal was 
snmmone«l to contribute a ctintingent of troops^ He evaded the demand ; the 
E^'Vptians therefore advant-ed into Nejd, defeated him near Riadh, and in 
Dt*ceml)er l^ti^ obtained iM'ssisi'ion of Al Alisa and Katif. Faihal then sur- 
rendered, and was sent prisoner t*) Egypt. The pr(»Cf*edings of the Egyptians 
were not viewed with indiCferenue by the British Ooveniment : a ft»rnial protest 
wa!« entered by tbe Resident in the IVniian Gulf af^ainst the proceedings of Khur* 
sbixl I'ashn, the Egyptian Commander ; and assurances were given by the mari- 
time (.'hiefn that thev w«uld abide bv the wishes of Government, and rcaut all 
attempts of Khur^}Kil ru<*ha to subjut;ate tbem. At length, inconsequence uf 
the f(tr' ii:^^ remunNtranc*s of the Britit«b Government » the Egyptians evacuated 
Nijd in May IbU^ leaving however Faisal's cousin, Khalidi as governor on

bthalf of the Porte. It \vn8 in this way Ibat the claims of the Turkish Gov- 
ernment to lovertignty in Central Arabia originated^ thou|;h until quite recently 
Tarkish authority was neither represented nor recognized in Nejd. During 
Khalid'f short rule a British oflScer was deputed to visit him at Al Ahsa, and 
obtained from him an assurance that he had no intention of invading Oman, 
as was then currently reported. In February 1H42 Khalid was deposed by his 
ooiwin Ahdulla bin Sunaiyan, who in turn was obliged to yield in the foiluw- 
iDg year to Faisal, who had returned from his imprisonment in Egypt. 

In 1845 Said bin Mutlak, Faisal's lieutenant^ ravaged Sohar territory, 
oompelled the Chief to pay a heavy tribute, and put to death the garrison of tho 
fort of Mujis. At the same time ho demanded a heavy tribute from Maskat 
and prepared to enforce the demand by the invasion of Maskat territory. In 
coDtequence of this wanton aggression on the dominions of Saiyid Said a strong 
domoDttratioQ was made by a naval force off the Batinah coast, and forcible 
remonstrances were addressed to the AVahabi Aniir and his lieutenant. These 
measures proved successful. The Maskat Government agreed to pay Faisal an 
annual tribute of 5,000 crownsi and made a present of 2,000 crowns to Said 
bin Mutlak ; for these considerations the Wahabis evacuated the fort of Mujis. 

Id 1851 Faisal attempted to assert authority over the Chief of Bahrain^ 
bat a naval force was despatched thither with instructions to interfere, if 
neoewary, and Faisal found himself obliged to make peace with the Chief. 

In 1852, during the absence of Saiyid Said at Zanzibar, and while his son 
Saiyid Thawaini was in charge of the government, AlKlulIa bin Fai»il invaded 
Oman with a largo fcn'ce of AVahabis, and demanded the cession of Sohar and 
the payment of a heavy tribute. Owing to the interference of the British 
Boiident, Saiyid Thuwaini was enabled to enter into negotiations which resulteil 
an fgreement by the Maska]; State to pay the Wahabi Amir an annuil 
of 12,000 crowns, l)esides arrears to the extent of Hn^uoO crowns and 
the usual supply of provisions and stores. The Wahabi Amir on his part 
agr e e d to assist the ruler of Muskat in every diHicuIty. The bouiidaries of the 
two States remained as before. 

In 1859 Faisal again interfered in Bahrain affairs, ar.d made extensive 
preparations at Katif and Dcmam for the invasion of tliH island in favour of 
llnbammad bin Abdulla, the refugee Chief of Bahrain. The attitude assumed 
by the British naval furee in the Pers^ian Gulf induced him to abandon his 
design. He was then rripiir«'d to eziK>l Muhammad bin Abdulla from Domam, 
where for sixteen years his intrigues for the recovery of Bahrain had been the 
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cause of constant diM|nietii(]e. Demam was bombarded in NoTcmbcr 1861, 
and Muhammad bin Al>dnPa wa8 compelled to evacuate the fort. 

In August 1865 tlic Jpuebeli tribe resident at Sar, a town eighty miles 
south of Maskat, discontented vritb Saiyid Thuwaini| invited Abdul Alia, a 
brother of the Wahabi lieutenant, to join them in an attack on Sur. The 
town was captured and a Itirc^e amount of property, belonging chiefly to 
British subjects, was plundert'd. Remonstrances were addressed to the Wahab 
Chief, who replied that he hal directed the releaf*6 of British subjects impri* 
soned at Sur and the protection of their property, but approved the action 
of Abdul Aziz. He was then required to send a written apology, to pay 
oompensatiun for the plundered property, and to jLrive a written assurance that 
such outra<^es should not be repeated. As no reply was received within the 
prescribed time the boats of the Iligkf^er destroyed a fort in Kutif harboar 
and a war-vessel, but met with a check at Demam : tlie forts at Sur were 
also destroyed, and the vessels of the Jenebeh tribe were c<)nfi8cated. 

Amir Faisal bin Turki died towards the close of 1^65; hia son and suc- 
cessor, Abdulla, sent an envoy in 1866 to the British Resident to ditcoae 
matters, with a written Declaration (No. XXVI) that he would not iojare 
British subjects within his dominions, or attack the territories of the Arab 
tribes in alliance with the British Government, especially thoee of Maskat, 
and would limit his demands on that State to receiving the customary tribute. 
These assurances were coni»id( red satisfactory, and the matter was allowed to 
drop. 

AIkIuIU bin Faisal had b^en viitoaDy ruler of Nejd Tor many years dnrin|f 
the old age and blindness oPhis father. Sof>n after his accession a struirgle 
for power commenced Uftween him and his bn>thi*r Saud, which ended early 
in 1&71 in the defeat and Hij^ht of the fi>rni^r, and the succession of Saud« 
Aldolla bin Faisal appealed ft>r assistance to the Turks, who de«patchi*d an 
expedition from Baj^hJad for the pur|>ose of supporting him and restoring 
tranquillity in Nejd. These pr K^efdipgs were accompanied by explicit aaaur^ 
ances that the Porte had no intention of obtaining su| remacy over Bahrain^ 
Maskat, or the maritime triles, or of uodertakin&r any naval operatione. 
During thi> year 1S7I the Turks succeeded in {KMisessing themselves of thedie* 
trict and |>ort of Al Ahsa and intended apparently to occupy the country perma* 
nently. Abdulla bin Faisal, tinding that his restoration to power was nut 
inclutied in theTurkir^h scheme, e«o.iped from their camp, but was unable to oope 
with the su|>erior forct*s of his brother Saud, who i»ccupied Riadh and the

of the Wahabi country. Enrly in 1872 Suud bin Faisal, Iiuvinp^ faiUd 
to procure the arbitration of the British Government, or an nssurnnco that it 
would protect his territories from attacks by sen, opened negotiations uith the 
Turks, but with no other conclneion than the detention of his brother Ai>dnr 
Kahman at Bac^hdad as a h'»sta;;e. Com mnnicat ions also p:is^4*d between 
AbduIU and the Turks, but without any defmite result. The Turkish policy 
IB Nejd afterwards underwent a chnnc^^e, the re^uhir troops were withdrawn, 
^ziah bin Areyr, of tiie friendly Heni Khalid tril»e, wp.s appointed Governor of 
Al Ahsa, and a police force was raised for th(> dcfcnoe of the fronti(*r. Abtlur 
Rahman bin Fuisal was detained at Baghdad till August 1&71; on his release 
he remained f<>r a short time at Bahrain, and tlien proceeded to the mainhind, 
where he raised the Arab tribes in favt>ur of Saud against the Turkish autho- 
rities at AI Ahsa; he met with considerable success, and a hirge Turkish 
force had to be sent against him. During these oiH^mtions Saud bin Faisal 
diedjMid theconte>t was fur a while carried on by Abdur Rahman. In IS7S-7') 
the ions of Saud bin Faisal efFected a coalition, and endeavoured to raise 
a rebellion against the Turks. Katif was closely invested by Bedouin bands 
hy land and sea, and owed its relief primarily to the appearance off the 
coast of the British gim-boat VnUure^ cruising against pirates. Ueinforee- 
nents were afterwards sent from Basra and Baghdad and the insurrection 
was quelled. A garrison, composed mainly of regular troops, was stationed 
at A) Ahsa, and a Turkish Governor was posted there. 

The sons of Saud having thus failed in their attempt against the Turks 
united with their micVe Ahdulla to make the best of their isolated fxisition at 
Riadh and other districts in Nejd. Abdulla bin Faisal was recognizeil as Imam, 
or religious head^ of the Wahubis of Uiadh, and the military p^wer was 
entrusted to his nephew Muhammad bin Stud. 

In the year lSS'2 Ihistilities occurred bf 'tween Abdul! a bin Faisal and the 
Amir of Jibal ^^h4mmar, Mulianimad-ibn-Ha'<hid, which broke out again in 
subsequent years an* I led to impm-tant changes in Nejd. 

In ]Ss6 the snns of Sa'ul-bin-Faisal sei/.od and imprisoned their uncle 
Abdulla-bin-Faisal, and Muhammad-bin-Saud assumed the title of Amir, 
whereupon the now powerful Muhammad-ibn»Ilasiiid marched upi)n lliadli 
which he captured anil rein»*tated AbdulLi as nominal (Miief uf the U aha- 
bis with the title of Imam. AhJulla was however taken to Havel and Ibn 
Rashid placed an A<;riit of his own at Uiadh. Three sons of Saud-bin- 
Paifal continued to reside at Khurj n^ar Kiadh until IbSS, whcu they were 
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put to death by order of Ibn Rashid, whose authority thus became para* 
mount throughout Nejd. One son ouly of Saud-bin- Faisal survived, Abdul 
Aziz, a youth residing at HayeL In 1889 the Imam AbduIIa was permitted 
to return to Riadh and is reported to have died there in the same year. 

Bahsain. 

The island of Bahraini owing to the richness of its pearl-fisheries, was long m 
field of contention between the different powers that have held supremacy ia 
the Persian Gulf. 

From the eleventh to the beginning of the sixteenth century the inhabi* 
tunts of Bahrain, to whom an Arab and Persian descent has been variooslj 
assigned, were subject to Chiefs of their own race. In the time of Albuquerqna 
the island fell into the hands of the Portuguese and was retained by thsm 
till 1(>22, when they were ez|>elled by the Persians. After the death of Karim 
Khan in 1779 the petty Chiefs of the Persian Gulf, who had besn hept ia 
check by the strong hand of Nadir Shah and his successors, became involved ia 
contests for supremacy, and in 1783 the Attubi tribe of Arabs, who had for 
some years inhabited Zabarah in the mainland and were virtually independanty 
made themselves, with the help of the Al Sabah tribe, masters of the island* 
In 1800 the Imam of Maskat succeeded in conquering Bahrain, but was drivMi 
out til the following year by the Attubis, who were on this occasion assisted 
by the Wahabis. In 1810 the Attubis drove out the Wahabi Governor hy 
whom the administration of the island was conducted, and in 1816 repelled 
an attack by the ruler of Maskat. Since then the \ttubis have remained 
paramount in the island, though at various times they professed allegianoa to 
Maskat, the Wahabis, Turkey, and Persia. Bahrain is now independent. 

In 1S20, after the capture of Ras-ul-Khaima by the expedition asat 
against the piratical tribes in the Gulf, Shaikh AbdulU bin Ahmad and Shaikh 
Sulaiman bin Ahmad, who then ruled Bahrain conjointly, signed a preliminary 
Engagement (No. XXVll) not to permit in Bahrain the sale of property 
procured by plunder and piracy, and to restore all Indian prisoners then ia 
their possession. They alto subscribed the general treaty of IK&O (saa 
Maritime Tribes, No. XXXIV) for the pacification of the Persian Gulf. 

In 1321 the Chiefs of Bahrain agreed to pay a fixed annual tribnto off 
S0,000 crowns to the ruler of Maskat, but the guarantee of the British Govern- 
ment, for which both parties were anxious, was not given. Subsequently Iha 
tribute was reduced to 18,000 crowns, but ceased with the failure of aoattoek 
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OB the island by Saiyid Said in 1828. In 1830 tribute was demanded by 
tha Wahabisj and their protection was purchased by an annual payment of 
4,000 erowns. Three years later the Chief of Bahrain refused allegiance to the 
Wakabiflf induced the neighbouring tribes to make incursions into their 
territory, and blockaded their ports. The dispute terminated by his promising 
to paj thtm a tribute of ft^OOO dollars, on the understanding that they would 
■Hiflt him against any invaders of Bahrain, and would not demand his co- 
oprration igainst Maskat. In 1S39 the commander of the Egyptian forces 
in tho neighbourhood of Bahrain announced his intention of attacking the 
iatandi as forming part of Nejd, over which claims were asserted by Egypt. 
Ho waa informed that the British Government could not admit any claim of 
Bf^pt to Bahrain. Similar claims were advanced by Persia in 184d| but after 
Oftrafnlly considifring the various statements put forward by her, the British 
OoTemment declined to recognize the claims of Persia to sovereignty over 
Babimin. Shortly after tho conclusion of the cngai^emcnt of 1847, it was 
reported that overtures had been made to the Chief of Bahrain by the Turkish 
aothoritieo at Basra, having for their object his recognition of the suprem- 
acy of the Porte. The ministera of the Sultan were accordingly informed 
that as the British Government had had treaty relations with Bahrain as 
independent power, it could not acknowledge or acquiesce in any arrange- 
t for placing the island under the sovereignty or protection of the Porte. 

The Chiefs of Bahrain were not parties to any of the agreements con- 
dadcd after 1S20 with the Arab Chiefs, except the engagement (see Mari- 
time Tribes, No. XXXyil) for the suppression of the slave-trade, signed on 
8tb May 1847 by Muhammad bin Khalifa, and an additional Agreement 
(No*. XXVIII) concluded with that Chief in 1856, by which he bound 
bimielf to seize and deliver to British vessels of war slaves brought to his ter- 
ritories from any quarter whatever, and to put an embargo on any vessel 
belonging to him or his subjects, which might be ascertained to have carried 
slaTes. 

Muhammad bin Khalifa was thr grandson of Sulaiman bin Ahmad, who 
had dgned the general Tivaty (No. XXXIV) in 1820. Sulaiman bin Ahmad 
died in lH25,and his son Klialifa, who had succeeded to his share in the govern- 
meati died in 1834. Muhammad bin Khalifa was for some years kept out of 
power by his grand-uncle Abdulla bin Ahmad, but in 1843 he succeeded not 
only in recovering his rights but in expelling Abdulla bin Ahmad from Bahrain. 
The latter, who fuuud refuge iu Demaui, mode several unsuccessful attempts 
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with the help of the Wahabis nnd the Chief of Kawait to recover his power. 
He die<l in Ibl-S, but his sou Muhainmiul bin Abtlulhi continued the fead. 
Hi:s warlike preparations and liis piracies so endan^^ered the |>eace of the Gulf 
tliat in 18')!) he wa«« d'^clured a public enemy and px])elled from Demam bj m 
Kritish fon-e. No sooner was this done than Muhammad bia Khalifa of 
Bahrain commenrod to Irvy imposts on Wahabi vt'ssi-ls, and t-i carry off their 
property. On bi'ini; remonstrated with he ostensilily put himself under alle- 
f^iane^s first to Peri^ia and tlien to Turkey. The poliey of the British Govern - 
ment, however, as <;uar4lians of the ^'Mieral tran<piil!ity of the Persian GulF^ 
ie<(uired that Bahrain should be couitidered nid''|)cndent. Early in the year 
1861^ tliprufore, wht-n the Chief of Bahrain, in violutiou of his treaty engage* 
ments, airain bl'iokadcd the Wahabi p<irts he w:is forced by the Ri*sident in 
the Persian Gulf to withdraw the blockaije, and was reipiired to conclude 
a pfTi>etual Treaty (No, WI.X) of peace and friendship, bindinj^ himself to 
abstain from war, piracy, and the importation uf slaves by sea, on condition 
of protection a«;ainst sinnlar a;^<^rpssioiis, and t-) |iermii all British subjects to 
trade with Bahrain i>n pa\ lUi/nt lif an a^l vaf'jft'tn duty of 5 per cent, on their 
g«)ods. 

In Octobf-r 18G7 Muliamma<l bin Khalifa, in concert with Shaikh Said 
bin Khalifa, Chief of A)mi Dthabi, atiaeked and plundered the tribes on 
the nei^hbourin;^' mainland of A I Katar. Tiie ostensible reason for this 
outrage was the expuNion fn<m \V:ikra of tlie Bahrain Chief's rfpresen- 
tutive, i[i ronsMpir-noe of iiis havin;^ imprir^oned and (it* ported to Bahrain m 
Bctlouin li**li>ni:in:; tn une nf the trihirt on th*r malnlan^l. The Bahrain force 
und»T Aii bin Khalifa, who held the t^-n-erumi'iit e<»nj<iiritly with his brother 
Muhamniail bin KhaliTi, alter desti<i\iii^ a nuinb«'r uf l>oat«i bflon^^in^ to' the 
jwipb' I if Al Katar, ua^ j iincd, in Kpite <if the warn i 11(^4 of the British 
Kesideiit, by th** (^iiiff of Abu Dthabi witn 'l,M) men. The combined 
fleets bl'wkaded the i^Mst, sarkfi the towDii "f Wakra, Al Bidaa, Didio, and 
nauh;ih witii eirrani^itanpos r>f ](«i'itliar l>arbarity, and plundered pp)|^rty of 
th'' estima!!*!! value "f eleven lakbi< of krans. 

A.< b>th the Bahrain and Aln Dthabi Chiefs are bound by their enfj^Sj^ 
nirnt«s \\\\\\ till* Biili^h Cjovi-rnnieiit t-i al^-tain from agj^re^.-iiins i^f ev**ry 
kind bv sea, to aiiMiil to the Rriti-ih Resident as arbitrator, and to afford full 
redress fur all inaritmie (ifrent-e*} which cat. justly be char^id against them or 
their ftubjivts, fite;< were taken to oxsit repartitii-n f<)r the«e imtrag^. Before 
this could be effected the tiibes of Al Katar retaliated by an attack on Bahmin 
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which proved unsuccessful ; hut in the nnval action which took place a 
Bumber of vessels were destroyed and a p^r^at loss of life occurred. 

The Resident in the IVrsian Gulf, accompanied l»y H.M.S. Vigila}it 
And the gun-boats Cljffie and Hugh /(ose, proceeded to Bahrain. Muham- 
niad bin Khalifa flf'd to the Al Katar coast, and an Af^recmcnt (No. XXX) 
waa signed by his brother Ali l)iu Khalifa and the principal ptTsons in 
Bahrain, by which they declared Muliannnad bin Khalifa to have forfeited by 
his piratical outrages all claim to the Chiefship of Bahrain, and Ali bin 
Khalifa bound himself to pay a tine of one lakh of dollars. Under these con« 
ditioQS he was permitted to cuntiniie in power, but the fort of Moharrag was 
destroyed, and the war craft belonging to Muhammad bin Khalifa were burnt. 
After about one- fifth of tho fino had been realized and ditrtributed rateably 
among the sufferers the remainder was remitted. 

Through the mediation of the Resident an agreement * was also con- 
claded between the Chiefs of Bahrain and Al Katar, determining the amount 
of tribute annually payaldc by Katar to Bahrain and the manner of it** pay- 
ment. It was understood that this payment of tribute did not affect the 
independence of Al Katar in relation to Bahrain, but was considered as a fixed 
contribution by the former towards the black -mail payable by both combined 
to tha Al Nairn and Wahabi Bedouins, in return for security from molesta- 
tioOi especially during the pearl- lishrTv season. 

The deposed Chief was fi>rbidden to reside at Bahrain, but in January

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1869, at the request of Ali bin Khalifa, who believed he could keep a better 
cuutrol over his brother if he resided at Bahrain^ Muhammad bin Khalifa was 
allowed to return there. lie soon however began to iotrigue, and it became 
necesMiry to deport him to Kowait, whence he afterwards proceeded to Katif. 
In September IbOO Muhammad bin Khalifa, aided by his relative Nasir bin 
Mubarak and a considerable force of the Hawajir tribe, i>ailtnl for Bahrain 
and attacked the fort nf RafTah then helJ by Muhammad bin Abdulla, s(»u of 
the Chief, who died in lS48. An en«;agement ensued in which, owing mainly 
to the treachery of Muhammad bin Abtlulla, the Bahrain foroe was defeated, 
tliH Chief, Ali bin Khalifa, one nf his »>D8, and several of his Shaikhs were 
killed, and the invaderri took pocisession of Munamah and Moharrag, the two 
chief towns of Bahrain. Munamah was given up to plunder, and property 
belonging to British subjects anil others, of the estimated value of upwards of 
twelve lakhs of rupees, was carried off. Muhammad bin AlMiulla then im- 
prisoned Muhammad bin Khalifa and assumed the government of the island. 
In onler to exact reparation for this unpn>voked outrage the British Resident 
proeoedtd thither, accompanied by H. M. S.S. Daphne and N^mpie, and the 
gun-lxmts Ilki^A Rose and Cijfi/e of the Bombay Marine. The fort of 
Munamah was bombarded and ilestroyid, and, with the exception of Nasir 
bin Mubanik, who esca|>etl to the mainland, Muhammad bin Khalifa, Muham* 
mad bin Abdulla, and the leading marauders were captured, and Isa bin Ali 
bin Khalifa, a son of the late Chief, was installed as Chief, on the under* 
standing that the pro|»erty of the pirate leaders would Im> considered as for- 
feited, and applied in the first instance towards the reimbursement of the 
persons plundered. The pris«»nor8, five in number, were tak«'U to Bombaj 
and confined as State pri-^oners in the fort of Asirgarh, whence they were 
afterwards removed to Chiiiiar. Two of them, Na<(ir bin Ahmad and Muham* 
mad bin Alnlulla, died there, the former in l"^?*) and the latter in 1877. The 
remaining three prisoners were in IS7tt removed to Aden where, in 1H8(), two 
of them were rc1i*ase<I. The last of the five, Muhammail bin Khalifa, wae 
finally released in lS87 on the sole condition of residence in the holy cities 
of Arabia. He died .it M^va in 1890. His numerous sous have all l>een pro* 
vided with certain |M*rsonal allowances by the Chief of Bahrain. One of these, 
Salman, died in iHsO. In Octol>er 188d died Shaikh Ahmail bin Ali, younger 
and only brother of Shaikh Isa. He had. in accordance with an old local cosiom, 
enjoyed a moiety of the revenues of the island snd exercised a eoosiderable 
amount of power and authority. The Chief of Bahrain has since appointed his 
eldest son as successor to his late brother. 
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Hie wcakneM of Isa bin All's rule has more than once led to intrigues 
tUI restoration of the exiled branch of the family, and in 1874^ and again 
n 1880 and later stilly an attack on Bahrain was ibreatened by their partisans, 
Um Beai Hajir tribe, but prevented by the presence of British vessels and by 
tk waniiogs addressed by the British authorities to the various Shaikhs upon 
the eoast. A disposition to interfere under various pretexts in the affairs of 
Bahiain has, on several occasions, been evinced by the Turkish authorities, but 
tlie British Government has invariably asserted the independence of Bahrain 
and its freedom from control either by Turkey, Persia, or any other power. 

At the instigation of Jasim bin Thaui, the present Kaim Makam of Al 
KaUr at Al Bidna, the Turkish authorities of Al Ahsa have more than once 
czpneied at intention of rebuilding the town of Zobarah on the mainland, 
oppoeifce Bahrain and establishing a military post there. But the Chief of 
Bahrain has protested against the occupation of Zobarah on the ground of his 
axicient rights there, and of the menace to Bahrain which such proceedings 
would involve, and the British Government have decided that Jusim, as well 
as Naair bin Mubarak, should be warned that they could not be permitted to 
form a settlement at Zobarah. In March, 1891, the Porte was informed that 
the British Government trusted that the report of its alleged intention to 
cetablish military stations at Zobarah and Odeid, on the Kl Katar Coast, was 
antrue, as they could not aiquiet>ce in the occupation by Turkey of a post 
which ii regarded by them as a dc])endoncy of Abu Dthabi, the Chief of which 
ia one of the parties to the Maritime Truce (s€e iu/ra). 

In 1880 ShaikhJsa, Chief of Bahrain, signed an Agreement (No. XXXI) 
andertaktng to abstain from entering into negotiations or making treaties 
with' any Foreign Powers without the consent of the British Government, and 
promising to refuse {wruiissioq for the establishment by any other Govern- 
ment than the British of diplomatic or consular agencies or coaling de|>dts in 
the island, unless with the consent of the British Government.

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the Persian Gulf with whom the British Government have concluded treaties 
extend from Al Katar (Outtur) beyond the island of Bahrain along the 
const eastward to Ha8*aUKhaima. 

They are all now independent, and since the advent of the Turks and the 
isolation of the Wahabis in the highlands, have been exempted from the tribute 
or black-mail for the |>ayment of which they were formerly directly or in- 
directly liable to the Wahabi Chief of Nejd. 

The Kawnsim, who have occupied the province of Sir from the earliest 
times, carried on a vigorous and profitable trade by sea till in 1805 they 
succiiml>ed to the influence of the Wahabis and were drawn into the piratieal 
projects of that turbulent sect. Under their influence the Kawasim plundertd 
two British vessels and treated the cummandt'rs with great cruelty. An expe- 
dition was sent to the Persian Gulf to punish them for this aggression and to 
co-operate with the Imam of Maskat, who was then at war with them. The 
ex|)eJitiiin resulted in the conclusion of a Treaty (No. XXXII) on Gth Febm- 
ary 1806, binding the Kawaifim to res|>ect the flag and property of the Britishf 
and to assist vessels touching on their coa^t. This treaty appears to have 
been concluded without reference to the Wahabis. 

The spread of the Wahabis in 'Oman soon threatened the ruler of Maakat 
w ith destruction, and the British Government determined to support him and 
in destroy the piratical fleets tLA the only means of pre^^crving the peaoe of 
the (lulf. A strong force was despatched in 1809, which took Ras-al-Khaima, 
Lingah, Laft, and Shinas, and destroyed the boats of the pirates. No trtatj 
could at this time be concluded with the Kawasim, w^ioso government had 
been completely ovr-rthrown by thp Wahabiii, nor were any [icrmanent measima 
taken to secure the advantages gained in 1600; conse<|uently, piracy soon re* 
appeared. lu 1814 the Kawaiiim professed a desire to l)e at peace with Um 
British Government, pmviJed they were left at liberty to make war on the 
neiuhbouring Arab trilies. They even expressed themselves ready to abstain 
fri>m molesting their Arab neighbours if the British Government woald 
guarantee them protection fiom the vengeance of the Wahabi Chief. But they 
were quite unable to make i;ofid their prnff-fssions. Even after the negotiations 
of preliminary articli^fl of [i^aec with the Resid'.^nt at Hushire the Kawasim 
attacked an*! plundered British vessels. Other triben were soon drawn under 
the Wahabi influence, and piracy inereoH^d to an iniolerable extent. Anespe* 
ditlon uixler Sir W. Grant Keir was therefore des|mtclicd to th^ Persian Gulf 
n 1S19 for the pur|M)fir of c«tmplctely cru*»hing th'-m. Ra<-aI-Kh lima was 
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on 9th December, and RDg^gementt (No. XXXIII) were made with the 
Anb CShiefb preliminory to the conohision of a general Treaty (No. XXXIV)* 
object of the preliminary engragements was to inclade all matters of a 
or individual eharaetery so as to reserve the general treaty exolu- 
for arrangemente of a permanent nature common to all the Arab Chiefs 
migfat be disposed to subscribe it. 
By the 9ih Article of the treaty of 1820 the carrying oS of slaves from 
Hkm CMsts of Africa or elsewhere, and the transporting them in vessels, was 
to be plunder and piracy. This was not interpreted as forbidding 
in slaves, but as prohibiting kidnapping only. A very extensive trade 
■I slavea was earrifd on from the ports of the Red Sea and Persian Gulf with 
% Kntch, and the Native Slates on the west coast of India, which, 
the interpretation put on the treaty of 1820, the British Government 
BO power to interfere with. In April 18S8, under instructions from 
O tOfa m enti the Resident in the Persian Gulf obtained from the maritime 
Chiefc of Raa-al*Khaima, Ajman, Dabai, and Abu Dthabi an Agreement 
(Vo. XXXV), giving to British cruisers the right to detain and search vessels 
— ipected of being employed in carrying off slaves, and to confiscate the vessels 
if iooad wo employed. In the following year the Chiefs of Ras-al-Khaima, 
Sybai, Abu Dthabi, and Umm-uUOawain (Amulgavine) entered into an Agree- 
(No. XXXVI) of three Articles; the first and second of these Articles 
to the British Government the right to search and confiscate slave vessels 
food beyond a line from Cape Delgado, on the African coast, passing two de- 
gnm east of Sokctra, and ending at Cape Guadel, on the Makran coast, unless 
driven beyond that line by stress of weather or other necessity. By the third 
Artide the sale of persons of the Somali tribe was declared to be piracy. The 
ChicCsy and also the Chiefs of Ajman and Bahrain, entered into Engage- 
* (No. XXXVII) in 1817, binding themselves to prohibit, from and 
after 10th December 1847, the exportation of slaves from the African coast, or 
clwwhere, in vessels belonging to themselves or their subjects, and authorizing 
British cruisers to confiscate vessels found engaged in the forbidden traffis. 
In 1856 the trucial Chiefs srgnt^ an Agreement (No. XXVIII) similar to 
that eoncluded with the Chief of Bahrain. (See Bahrain^ p. 106.) 

Tbe treaty concluded with the maritime Arab Chiefs in 1820 did not 
limit the right of the Chiefs to carry on acknowledged war with each other 
by aea, that is to say, war proclaimed and avowed by one Chief u]M)n another.

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All other hostile s^grcfsioos, however, were declsred to be pirsttcsL Bol 
under the name of acknowledged wsr many acts of piracy were commitUd^ 
especially during the season of pearl-fishery. The Chiefs were therefore in* 
duced, in 1835, to bind themselves by a maritime truce not, under any eir* 
cumstances, to engage in hostilities by sea for a pericd of six months, oo tbe 
undetstanding that the British Government would not interfere with their wm 
by land. The efTects of this truce were so marked that the Chiefs were easilj 
persuaded in the following year, and again iu 1837, to renew it for eight mootlH. 
Thereaft^'r it was renewed annually till 1843, when it waa prolonged (Now 
XXXVIII) for ten years. On the expiry of the ten years' tmee in 1868 m 
Treaty (No. XXXIX) of |erpetual pease was concluded, which provided that 
there should be a complete cessation of hostilities at sea between the sobjeete of 
the subscribing parties ; thut in the event of aggressions on any one by sea tbe 
injured tribe should not retaliate, but refer the matter to the Brilieh 
authorities in the Persian Oulf ; and that the British * tiovemment shookl 
watch over the peace of the Oulf and ensure at all times the doe obsenrtDeii 
of the treaty. 

In 1864 the maritime Chiefs bound tlemselves (No. XL) to prsvuift 
thvir subjects from interfering with the telegraphic operations in or near tlieir 
territories. 

In 1867 the Chief of Abu Dthabi joined the Chief of Bahrain ja m 
piratical outrage on the tribes inhabiting the Al Katar coast. On the appenrailM 
of British vessels of war off Abu Dthabi the Chief /igned an Agreemeat 
(No. XLI) not to commit any breach of the maritime piaoe, and to pay a 
fine of 25,000 dollars. After about one- fifth of this fine had been reiliaiil 
the remainder was remitted in consequence of the sutjsequent good behavioar 
of the Chief. (See Baknaim, p. 106.) 

At the same time j^n Agreement (No. XLI I) was signed by MuhimaMl 
bin Tbani, the principal Chief of Al Katar, by which he bound himself act to 
put to wa «^ith hostile intentions, to have no connection with Muhammad bia 
Khalifa, and to refer any difference of opinion with the Chief of Bahraia to 
the arbitration of the British Resident. 

For losses occasioned to British subjects on this occasion a fine of Bnpaei 
3,740 ^as recovervd from the Chief of Wakra, on the Al Katar coast. 

MubsmmaJ b*n Tliani, the principl Chief of Al Katar, who had alwaja 
U-eu friendly to the British, died in 187^-79, and was succeeded by bie 
Jai'im, nli«», having alivjJy been under Turkish ipflueace and |«tronagej 
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•OBoMuieoiisly appointed by the Oovernor of Al Ahsa to be Kaim Makam 
cf AI Biduy which is oocapied by a Turkish garrison. He was in 1882 com* 
ydhd by the British Political Resident to pay an indemnity of Rupees 
1^000 as eompensstion for persistent injuries and annoyance occasioned by him 
to esrtain British Indian traders at Al Bidaa. Agaiu^ in 1887| he was com- 
pslM to pay about Rupees 6,400 as compensation to British Indian and 
Bahrein subjects who had suffered from piracies and other outrages committed 
hj Us dependants. 

In 187S the Maritime Chiefs renewed (Nos. XLIII and XLIV) their 
•agagaments to prohibit the traflSc in slaves. 

These Chiefs are constantly engaged in hostilities with each other on land, 
bnt the British Government does not interfere so long as the maritime peace 
ia not broken. A native agent is stationed at Shargah, but niakes frequent 
▼kits to the adjoining ports ; his duties arc to protect British subjects and 
pr^pertyj prevent a breach of the maritime i>eacC| settle claims^ and afford aid 
to ahipwrecked crews. 

Id 1878 the Chief of Abu Dthabi was allowed to assort Lis rights of 
lion at Al Odeid, adjoining Al Katar. 



In 1879 the Maritime Chiefs of the pirate coast entered into a mutual 
agreement regarding the surrender of fraudulent absconders or payment of 
their liabilities. This agreement is however not an engagement to the Pura- 
int Power, nor guaranteed in any way. 



On the 4th April, 1801, Shaikh Kashid bin Hamid, Chief of the Al-bu 
AK Ttibe, died (see footnote to page 111, ''Maritime Tribes ''). IIo was 
aoeeeeded^ though not without some opposition, by his son llamid.

I am authorized by Imaum Abdullah bin Fysul to request the Sahib» tlia 
Resident in the Persian Gulf, to become the medium of friendship between 
Imaum Abdullah bin Fysul and the British Government ; 

Secondljf, — I assure the Resident in the Persian Gulf on the part of 
Imaum Abdullah bin Fysul that he will not oppose or injure British sabjeeti 
residing in territories under the authority of Abdullah bin Fysul ; and 

Thirdly . — I assure the Resident in the Persian Gulf on the part of 
Imaum Abdullah bin Fysul that he will not injure or attack the territories of 
the Arab tribes in alliance with the British Governmcot, specially on the 
Kingdom of Muscat^ fuKher than in receiving the Eukat that has been cua* 
tomary of old.

Article 3. 

The Shpikhs Suleiman bin Ahmed and Abdnlla bin Ahmed shnii be 
admitted to the terms of the froncral Treaty with the friendly Araljs.

Wc, thr undersif^nod, Ali bin Khalifeh and the inhabitants and subjacts 
oE Bahrein in general, do hereby declare that Mahomed bin Khalifeh having^ 
repeatedly committed acts i>f piracy and other irregularities at sea, and having 
now. afltpr his recent piratical act, fleil from Bahrein, has forfeited all claim to 
his title as principal Shaikh and Chief of Bahrein, and at the present moment 
there being no other Shaikh, I, Ali bin Khalifeh, received the Residenfa letter 
addrcAsed to Mahomed bin Khalifeh, and have understood the demands therein 
made, and I hereby agree and accept the conditions as follows :^ 

ix^— To make over to-morrow morning, 19th Jemadi«ool-awul 1285 (7th 
September 180"^), to the high in rank, Captain ' Brown, C<»ninianding Her 
Majesty's ships present, all the war biiglas and buteels belonging to Mahom* 
ed bin Khalifeh and myself. 

Snd.^To pay the Resident the sum of one lakh of dollars in the manner 
specified below : — 

25,000 dollars cash, payable on the spot on the 7th September 1868. 

75,000 dollars by three annual instalments of 25,000 duliars each initaU 
ment, being payable on the 7th September of each successive year until the 
total sum is paid up. 

3rd. — To consider Mahomed bin Khalifeh as permanently excluded from 
all participation in the affairs of Bahrein and as having no claim to that 
territory, and in case of his returning to Bahrein I promise to seize and 
make him over to the Resident. But if I do not act u[t to the stipulationa 
now agreed I may bo considered a pirate, as Mahomed bin Khalifeh himself. 

4ih. — In view of preserving the peace at sea, and precluding the oeear* 
rcnce of further disturbance, and in order to keep the Resident informed of 
what happens, I promise to appoint an agent on my part at Bushire.

I, Tsa bin Ali Al Khalifa, Chief of Bahrain, hereby bind myself and 
successors in the Government of Bahrain to the British (iovernment to 
abstain from entering into negotiations or making treaties of any sort with 
any State or Government other than the British without the consent of the 
said British Government, and to refuse penni«on to any other Government 
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tli« British to establish diplomatic or coDsalar agencies or coaling depdts 
im our territory, unless with the consent of the British Government. 

This engagement does not apply to or affect the customary friendly oor^ 
lenoe with the local aathorities of neighbouring States on business of 
Minor importance. 

The above Agreement is subject to the approval and acceptance of His

Article I. 

There shall be a cessation of plunder and piiacy by land and sea on 
tbe part of the Arabs, who are parties to this contract, for ever. 

Article 2. 

If any individual of the people of the Arabs contracting shall atta<k any 
that pass by land or sea of any nation whatsoever, in the way of plunder and 
piracy aad not of acknowledged war, he shall he accounted an enemy of all 
asankind and shall be held to ha\'e forfeited both life and goods. And 
seknowledged war is that which is proclaimed, avowed, and ordered by go- 
v«mnent against government ; and the killing of men and taking of goods 
without proclamation, avowal, and the order of a government, is plunder and 

Article S. 

Tbe friendly (literally the pacifiratrd) Aiahs shall carry by land and 

sea a red flag, with or without It-tters in it, at their option,

The friendly Arabs, if they choose^ shall send an envoy to the Britiah 
Residency in the Persian Gulf with the necessary accompaniments, and ha 
shall remain there for the transaction of their business with the Reridenoy ; 
and the British Government , if it chooses, shall send an envoy also to them 
in like manner; and the envoy shall add his signature to the signature of the 
Chief in the paper (Register) of their vessels, which contains the length of the 
vessel^ its breadth, and tonnage ; the signature of the envoy to be reneived 
every year.

Merchants having occasion to coin]>lain of faiUire of payment 
or other grievances will state the nature of tlieir cases to the mercantile 
■ipents; or^ if there are none resident in the place, they will a]>ply to theOov- 
emor, who will examine into the merits i>{ their representations, and will be 
c-arefnl that no injustice bo offered this closs of men. Russian merchants 
haring entered Persia with merchandise will have {K^rmission to convey it to 
J country in alliance with that State, and the Fer^iiiin Government will 
ily furnish them a passport to enable them to do so. In like manner, 
Priwian merchants who visit Russia will iiave permission to proceed to any 
country m alliance with Russia In ease of a Russian merchant dying in 
Penia, and his <^oods remaining in Persia, as they are the pro|)orty of a subject 
of a frieutlly State, they shall be taken charge of by the pn>)>er eon8titute<I 
Aathorities, and shall be delivered over, on demand, to the lawful heirs of the 
deoeaied, who shall have ]>erniission to dispose of them. As this is the custom

On the arrival of goods at the si^ajMirt towns, or sueh as cnme by land-

Kussian subjects 
provided with passports in due form 
ahall be alloived to trade througliout 
tb« whole extent of the kinordom of 
Persisy and alsu to procred to the 
States adjoining: the Faid kingdom. 
In return for which Persian sub* 
jceta shall be allnwed to import 
their merchandize into Russia eithei- 
by the Caspian Sea or by the fron- 
tier land Sep rating Russia from 
Pt-rsia, to barter them or to make 
purehaiBes for exportation; and tlicy

R. Thomson) reported that the Persian Government considered that the Decla- 
imtioD made by Russia on the 18th December 1869 had no reference to the 
territ4)ry in the interior towards Khorassan, but regarded only the territory 
adjoining the Province of Astrabad^ that is to say, from the Caspian Sea^ at 
tlie mouth of the Attrek, aloni; the banks of that river, for about 30 miles, to 
where the Goorgan District ended.^

Concessions granted by the Persian Government to Messrs. 
Siemens & Co. of London. — 11th January 1868. 

Articlb 1 

The Persian Government concedes to Messrs. Siemwis and Halske of 
Berlin and St. Pctershurgh, and to Messrs. Siemens HrothorH of London, the 
^>xcIuMve ri^ht to cunstnict and manaj^ea telegraphic line l)et\vccn the Russian 
Frontier (Joolfa) and Tehran. This line will be tlie continuation of a direct 
line between London and Joolfa. 

Article 2. 

The (grantees engage to orp^anize the line, so that it shall he ready to be 
opened throughout its whole len<^th not later than two years after the receipt 
of the present concesFion.

The duty on Persian tumbaku imported into Turkey, by land or sea, 
0ball be 75 per cent, of its net value.

f>ether with the minimum amount of tumbaku brought to the aforesaid places 
in tlie above-mentioned period fihall be calculated, and the mean averafpe of 
the result of that caleiilation shnll be sidopted as the basis of the first tariff of 
the convention.

Tlie tribes of Ilyderanloo and Sibbikee, which have been the cau^^c of 
eontention between the two High Powers, and are now dwelling in the terri« 
torj of the Ottoman Empire, should they from thence transgress the bound- 
ftiy of Persiai and commit any ravages, the Turkish Frontier autlntrities must 
emleaTour to prevent such proceeilings and punish the offenders. In the case 
thftt these tribes continue to invade and molest the IVrsian territory, and the 
Frontier authorities do not put a stop to these aggressions, the Ottoman Gov- 
emmeDt shall cease to protect them, and should these tribes on their own will 
»nd choice return to Persia, their departure sh:ill not be prevented or opposed. 
But after their arrival in Persia should they a^^aiu desert to Turkey, the Otto- 
Government shall afford them no further pri)tection, nor shall, they bo 
fived. In the event of their ret urn 'to Persia, should these tribes disturb 
the tranquillity of the Ottoman territory, the Persian Fnmtier authorities arc 
obligated to use every effort to prevent these irregularities.

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dsKYered in exchange bjr the Plenii)otcutiary of His Persian Majeety agreeably 
to hia full powers.

Article 1. 

The two Mahomcdan Governments will f^ottle that all pecuniary claims, 
MoaptiDg those mentioned in the fourth article, shall be abandoned. 

Article 2. 

The town and port of Mohammerah, and the island of Khizr, with the 
anchorage, as well as so much of the eastern bank of the Shut-el-Arab as is 
ipied by tribes confessedly be1on<;ingf to Persia, arc to remain in the 
(ion of Persia, besides which Persians will enjoy the complete liberty of 
naTigating the Shnt-cl-Arab, from its mouth to the point of contact of the 
two frontiers* Sooluraaueeyeh will remain in the pos$<05;sion of Turkey. In 
regard to Nohab, the Persian Gov^rnnu'ut settlos tlint all the mountainous 
portion with the |>a88 of Kerrond on itsea^^tcrn ])art will be n*taioed by it, 
And the plain of Ndhab, which forms the wistern portion, will be given over 
to Turkey. 

Article 3. 

All other territorial claims bein^ renounced the two parties engage to 
appoint, without delay, Commissioners and Ensrineers, to determine the 
frontier between the two kingdoms, asrreeably to the preceding article. 

Akticle 4. 

The two parties will settle that all losses mutually sustained subsequent 
to the acceptance in Jemadee-ool evval 1201 (June l^ib) of the propositions 
of the Mediating PowerH, as well as the arrears of the pasturage fees for 
former years, arc to be etjuitably arransred by the Commissioners on both 
sideSf to be appointed without delay r)r thin pur|>ose.

The Turkish Government will appoint Brou^sa as the place of residence 
of the refugee Pert*ian Princes, without allowing them to absent themselves 
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or to enU'rtain secret relations with Pirsia. As ro^rnrdtf other refugees they 
are all lo be restored agreeably to the Treaty of Erzeroom. 

Article 6. 

The merchants of Persia will pay the rnstnin diitieii on their merchandise 
aecordin^ to its actual value in that conn try (Turkey) either in cash nr stock 
in conformity with the cnmmercinl Articlt* in the Treaty of Erz«*r«K>m con- 
chidt'd in A. 11.

Fnmi Chat the frontier- 1 im* follows in a north* 
ea>terly din-ctinii the ridges of the Son iron Dagh and Sa;:iriin ranges, tbencfi 
extending northward to the Chan<Iir Kivcr, reaching the UmI of that river at 
Trhakan Kale. Fium Tchakan Kale it runs in a northerly direction to the 
ridge of the inountiiins dividing thr* Chandir and Sunih.ir valUys, and estenda 
ailing the ridge ol the>e mountain *« in an easterly dire<-tinn, dcsecnding to the 
hed of the Suuiliar at the sjMit where the Ach-Agaian stream falls into it. 
Frt»in this |>oint i'a>tward the hi*d of the Sunihar marks the frontier aa Ear aa 
the ruins nf Mwljei Dain^. Tbenco the road to Durrun forms the frontier* 
line a< far as thi* ridge of the K^jiet Dagh, aluug the ridge of which the 
frontier extend": south -east want, but hufore rt'aching the upiHT part of the 
<iiatnali I'ass turn<i t) the south along the mtMintain hrights dividinff the 
valU-y of t lie Suiuh^r from the Source of the Giaiu^h. Tlfence taking a south- 
ea>ti'rly direilion acro>s th- summits of th»* Misinii and Tchouhe»t Mountains, 
it rLMi-lie^i till* n'a<l fn-m (iiamiit !•> it.ili.th, pa-fsiuir at adistanee of I verst to 
till, north iif the lattiT sj^it. Fiom this puint the troiititfr-line runs alonj; the 
ridge of the mountains :is f.ir a** tlu* summit of the Palang M«iuntain, whence 
paf»biiig tiu the northern side of the village of Kh.iirah.i«l it extend* in a north* 
i*a!<t<Tlv liin-i-iioii a** far as the honndarifs of (jciik Kcital. tVun the l.ionnda- 
rirti nf (ifok Keiial thf fr<>nticr-lii<e t-ri'S'^cs t<> the g^rge of the Kiver Finize, 
iiiteist'ctini; that gorge 4.n the northern ^lde of the villa*;e of Firuze.

the Persian Government itself and its subjects, and the tons which the Peraiaa 
Government will organize shall be paid at Mohammerah. Such veaseU m 
not to carry goods prohibited by the Persian Government, and veaaek ara 
not to stny longpr than necessary for the unloading and loading of oominereial 
loads.

10. Courts for the purposes of this Order shall be held as follows:^ 

(1) Courts of Firsf Instance, in this Order called Provincial Courts, 
shall be held by such Consular oflicers in and for such districts as the 
Secretary of Statp from time to time directs. 

(2) The ConsuUGeneral shall at such place as the Secretary of Sfafe 
directs hold a Court, in this Order called tiie Court of the Consul-Cicueral, lor 
the purposes of his appellate and ether jurisdiction under this Order.

Court affirmed on appeul by the Consul-tieneral, and no other appeal shall lie. 

11. In any matter, civil or criminal, a Court within whose district (in 
civil matters) the matter of complaint wholly or in part arose or happened, or 
the 8uhJ4'ct in dis]iute is wholly or partly situate or the contract in question 
was wholly or p;irtly made, or the breach thereof wholly or partly occurred, 
or the defendant resides or carries <>n business, or (in criminal matters) the 
crime was whtdly or partly ciimmilt(*d, or the accused |>erson happens to bcp 
nhall have juris<liction, and may deal with the case as if every material fnet 
or thing had hnp)<ened, or was situate, within its district^ but any such Court, 
if, in its opinion, justice or convenience so re^juires, may decline or suspend 
the exercise of juristiietion, and may, if it thinks necessary or just, require 
security fiom the >lefen<lant or accused |H?rson for his ap[iearance before some 
other Court havinir jurisdiction in the matter, and tor obedience to any judg- 
ment or order •! sn<li other (\»urt, and further, in a criminal case, if necessary 
may arrest and commit the accn>e«I person, and cause him to be icmoYcd under 
warrant an^l in cost inly, to l>e dealt with by such other C<>urt.

And whenever it may be necessiiry for them to depart orders and passports 
ahall be given to them^ that they shall not be molested^ but afforded every 
aMiitance.

The subjects of these two powerful States, who for the purpose of trade 
and comnit-ree, or to travel, visit each other's territories, from the time of 
their arrival to that of their departure, shall be treate<] with due respect, and 
on no account shall any taxes be taken from them excepting this, that on their 
merchandise tht* same'aniount of custom duty shall be levied that is levied 4>n 
merchandise of other friendly nations.

These two exalted Ciovernments, for the ease and security of their Fub« 
jects who may |wss into each otli^i's countries, will give permission for the 
residence of Commercial Aj^ents in two suit;ible plaees. The Persian Govern- 
ment will give |N*rniission for one Ai:ent t«> reside in Tehran, and (»ne in 
Tahret'Z on the part of th«' Sf>anisli (lovernnient. In like manner the Spanish 
Government will consent to the residence of one Agent on the part of the 
Persian Govfrnment in the capital of Madrid, and another at the port of 
Barcehma, or in any other port that the Persian Guvernnient may think suit- 
able fur its Agent to reside. 

Artici.r 5. 

Whenever any disputes shall arise between the snlijeet** of these con- 
tTBeting Governments, uith regard to trade and traffic, su<'h disputes must be 
settled according to tlie cu«tt*m and laws of the country, and with the 
knowledge of the A«^ent of that countiy, audit any one (»f the subjerts of 
these Governments should be<v»ine inM'lvent it bankrupt alter an exaininatiKn 
of his books ot exports, ini[>orts, and credits, and reniaioing pro|K*rty, his 
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gocnls and property shall he dlviMed hctwccn his debtors accord in^if to the 
i5atikriiptcy hiw, and if one of the subject a of those States should die all the 
pro|K^rty ixtssessed by siieli person shall be m:ide over to the cnre of the Agi*nt 
of his Government.

If either of th«*se contrnrtin^ States* should be at war with another power. 
according to the evfrlu<tin>; fiiendship sub>isting between the Govertimenta 
of Persia and Spain, uu no account shall any loss or neglect be ex{>erieDced bj 
either of them.

This Treaty of friendship and commerce between the two States io 
acconlance with the contents of the fori'goin<^ Articles, by the asststanee 
of the one Almi«;hty (ind. th«f Mini<*tfrs of the two contracting Powers will 
alway? adhere in it:* stipulation^, and on \u* account shall its basis l>eimpaiied« 
and FIcastf (iod in the space of live months, or less, this Treaty will be rftiified 
and sealed by the Ministers of the two contracting Governments atConstanti-' 
uoplc and there be exchanged by the Flo ni potent iarics of these Governments. 

CONCLVSION. 

These seven Articles were draivn up and attested by the PlenipotfntiMiee 
of the two contracting parties in two corrcsf>onding copies, and after bein^ 
ratitied and sealcil liy b(»th parties, w«' re exchanged at Constantinople on tlM 
3l)th of March ldi2, corresponding with the 2('th of Mohurrum 1258 of the 
Ilajireh, and have now ivcciv^nl ihe ratification of His Excellency Haji Miraa 
Aghassee and tlip Ministers of the IVrsian Government in this month of 
Sheoval 12(>2 ^October l>&(i).

of establishing relations of friendship between the two Governments, which 
they with to strengthen hy a Treaty of friendship and commercci reciprocally 
advantflgeous and useful to the citizens and subjects of the two High Con- 
tracting P&rties, have for this purpose named for their Plenipotentiaries : — 

The President of the United States of North Amcri(*a, Carroll Spence, 
Minister Kesident of The United States near the Sublime Porte; and his 
Majesty the Emperor of all Persia, His Kxcellenoy Kniin ul Molk Farrukh 
Khan, Ambassador of His Im|>prial Majesty the Shah, decorated with the 

Birtrait of the Shab,*with the great Cordon Blue, and Bearer of the Girdle of 
iamonds, &c. 

And the said Plenipotentiaries, ^having exchanged their full jMwers, 
which were found to be in proper and due form, have agreed upon the tollow-

zens of the most favoured nation are treated.

Jurisdiction. Trials /or Criminal Offences. 

Persian snbjeots residing in the United States, and citizens of the United 
States residing in Persia, shall, when gharged with criminal oitences, l>e tried 
and judged in Persia and the United States in the same manner um are the 
subjects and citizens of^ the most favoured nation i-esiding iu either of the 
above-mentioned countries.

His Most Glorious and Excellent Majesty the King of Banna and His 
Majesty the Kin*;: of Persia, wishing to euter into an engagement with the 
view of a hmg existing great friendship and the increase cf trade, this Treaty 
is contracted by A^irga-Maha-Senapati, Legaing Myotaah, Thenat Woon, Ken 
\Voi>n Mengyee, " Meng-thadoh-Mengyce-Maha-Menhla'Tseathoo-OyaWf" 
invested with nowcrs by His Majesty the King of Burma, and by the Persian 
ConsuUGenerali Mirza Fuxloola Khan, invested witl^ powers by His Majesty 
the King of Persia.

The great friendship will be firm and lasting between Their Majesties tlw 
King of Burma and the King of Persia for a long period down te ths timsa

the purposes ot trade, becoming involved in civil, criminal, or other various 
tmsee, will be regarded as if they were the respective subjects of oach^ and the 
laws made by tlie ruling authorities of the country will be followed.

Sbonld His Majesty the King of Burma wish to place a Consul in the 
dominioDB ot His Majesty th6 King of Persia, or His Majesty the King of 
Penia to place a Consul in the dominions of His Majesty the King of Burma, 
Burmese or Persian subjects whose appointments are agrefd to hy the respec- 
tive GoYernments in accordance with the regulations of the country are to 
dwell as Consuls, after the manner prevailing among Consuls of other nations, 
in order that there may be facilities in corres|>onding on matters of transmit* 
sion of letters, and of traae, between the two countrios, and of protecting the 
interests of their respective subjtH^ts. 

Article 0. 

This Tnaty is written in three languages, v/r., Burmese, Persian, and 
English. The terms of this Treaty, so long as they remain unchanged by 
either Oovernment, will be in force for ever ; but after the expiration of ten 
years, if either party should wish tochange or add to the t^rmsof this Treaty, 
changes or additions for the advantage of both*— which must one year previous 
to their being made'^be, discussed and agreed to — may be made. This Treaty 
also will according to custom be ratified and exchanged within one year from 
date of signature, after which the terms of the Treaty will be in full force. 
Should the meaning dt any expression in the Treaty differ in the Burmese and 
Persian versions, the meaning according to the Knglish version will be taken 
to be the true one.

In case the Governor-General (»f Pars finding any fault in the Chief of 
Bunder Abbas, the Imam immiHl lately, on its l^iiiir br>ught to his ootioe, 
should, without any excUite, dimrharge the Chief and df'pute another whooi he 
may deem fit, and who would be obedient to the Uovernor*(ienenil of Fan. 
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Article 11. 

Should any of the subjects of Laristan, Sabaa^ and other districts of 
FaiVt or of any of the districts of Kerman emi<:rate to Bunder Abbas^ on 
Botioe being given by the Chief of such district, the Chief of Bunder Abb»s 
■hookl return them to their places. 

Article 12. 

These conditions have been made with the present living Imam Syud 
Saeed Khan and his sons. But should at any time an usurper *^et into 
possession of Muscat, the ministers of the Persian Government will not be 
boand to any of these conditions. 

Article 13. 

As long as Bunder Abbas, the above-mentioned two islands, Shernil^ 
Minab, and their dependencies, are in the hands of the Imam of Alnscat, he 
should not allow any officers of foreign Governments to go there. He should 
also promise to protect those places by land and sea, providing for every port 
haring an anchorage some ships, bnghlas, and other vessels of war. He 
ahould further promise to protect all the boundaries of the above-mentioned 
places from all interferenoe'and intrusion of strangers, whether in au amicable 
or hostile manner. He should not ut any time allow any ship, bughia, or 
other vessels of war, or any hostile person armed or otherwise, Arab or foreign, 
to approach or get a footing at Bunder Abbas or the Persian territory with 
hostile intentions or other pretexts. 

Article 14. 

The Imam of Muscat, notwithstanding these conditions, has not the 
right of letting Bunder Abbas and \Hif above said places to any foreigner or 
others. He cau only ^iim}«elf hold Lhem, appointing one of his relatives for 
the managegaent there«f,«who would act in accordance with these conditions. 

^. Article 15. 

It is reported by Persian merchants that formerly an Indian, the Con- 
tractor of Customs at Mus^cat, has deputed an Agent at BundtT Abbas, and 
there received the Muscat duty for goods sent from Bunder Abbas to India 
and other places, whereas no such rules exist in any country, as charging the 
duty of one ])lace, where the goods are not being sent, in another. As this 
proceeding is against rules and customs, the Imam should prevent the occur- 
rence thereof hereafter, and should only levy such export and import duty as 
the late Sheikh Saif used to do, and no more. 

Article 16. 

The merchandise detained on the island of Kishm should l)e brought to 
Bander Abuus and distributed to their respective consi;;ner8 there through 
Hnjee Alnl-el Mahomed, tbe Melek-el Toojjar of Bushire, and their receipts 
taken and fecul to Teheran.

AL*cordiii^ to the nnK*r and permission of His Majesty the Shah oC 
Persia, tlio Government of Bunder Abbas, the islands of Kiiihin and Hurmus, 
the districts of Yuseen, Taziun, Sliiunf'el, Minab, and Biyabun, and tho port 
(if Khuiiit'er and all thfir dependencies have been made over to the ehar|^ of 
His ni>('linoss Synd Salini, the Imam of Muscat, and the country of Oman to 
be held under the following^ 15 conditions:^

After this |>eriod he should ^ive it back to tho Peniian Govern* 
nu'nt, with all the improvements made io it. H His Maje«*ty think it proper 
be may ^ive it to Ilia Hig-hness the Iftiam of Muscat and his descendants oo 
renewed conditions, or may appoint another Chief to^B^lnder Abbms. 

C/4. — The tlair of the PiTsian (lovernment and the aeveral peraons in 
charge of it, as also the pas5(]»rt -writer, should always be allowed to remain 
at the abuve-named place. The (*hief should houiiur the flas;. The courier 
bhould be allowed to visit the pl.ice monthly to bring news|iapen, and to sea 
the tlai; of till' (IVrsian) Government and the |>eople in char«re thereof.

j^/i..^If there be any necessity for the Governor-General of Pars or 
Kirmaa to send any army towards Cutch, Mekran, and Heloochistan, the 
Chief of Bunder Abbas should, like the Cliiefs of other plnce'>, not fail iu 
piOTiding them with provisions and guides, and in paying the necessary 
Mfpoct on their departure. 

lOU. — If the Governor-General of Fars find anv fnult in the service 
mndered by the Chief of Bunder Abhas and apprize His Highness the Imam 
thereof. His Highness should immediately discharge the Chief and apix>int

12/i.— These conditions have been entered into with the present living 
Imam of Muscat, His said Highness Syud Salim,and his descendants. If any 
conqueror takes possession of Oman and Muscat, tlie Persian Government 
will not l>e bound to any of these conditions in regard to that conqueror.

— His Hightf^ss the Imam of Muscat, notwithstanding these condi- 
tions, has DO right to let the said Bunder Alphas and the said |'la<'e> to any 
other Government, but His Highness should, acc«irding to these ron<litions, 
send one of his own people or servants to manage Bunder Abba'<s and the 
aforesaid places, who must act according to the terms of these conditions. 

iC^A.— According to the statement of the Persian merchants, there was 
formerly a Hindoo e(»ntractor of the customs at Muscat, who had deputed an 
Ageot at Bunder Abbas, and there received the Muscat duty for goods, be- 
longing to Persian subjects, sent from Bunder Abhas to India and other 
places. This practice, viz., to levy the duty of one place where the gooils are 
not being nent in another, is contrary to the rules of every nation or Gnvem- 
ment. Hi^ Highness should put a stop to it, and it should never be reverted 
to in future. The Imam should levy such duty on goods imjMrted into 
Hnnder Abbas either hy land i>r by sea, as Shaik Syif u^ed U> dn wlicn ho 
was alive, and no mow.

Whereas on the thirtieth day o£ April, in the year of onr Lord one 
thousand cij^ht hiindre<i and forty-sovpn, an Bnfr^^ment was concluded 
U'twcen Majt>r S. Ilennell, the Resident in the Pen^ian Gulf, on behalf of 
Her Majesty the Queen of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ire* 
Und, and Sultan bin Sngger, Shaik of Ras-ODl-Kheimah and Sharguh in the 
Persian Gulf, the Chief of the Joasmee Arabs^ whereby it was agreed ae 
folloivs r-^ 

"I, Shaik Sultan bin Sugp^er, Chief of the Jonsmee tribe, with a view 
ta strengthen the bondn of friendship existing between ine and the British 
Government, do hereby engage to prohibit the ex|>ortation of slaves from 
the coasts of Africa and el i^e where on boani of my vessels nnd those belonging 
to my subjects or de|K>ndent4<, suoh prohibit iiin to taki? effect from the 1st day 
of Mohurrum A. H. Kd^ (or 10th December A. D. 18^7). 

<' And I do further consent that whenever the cruizers of the British 
Government fall in with any of my vessels, or those belonging to my subjecte 
or dependents, suspected of being cngas^ttd in the slave-tratle, they may detain 
and search them ; and in case of their finding th:it nny of the vessels aforesaid
